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AMERICA AND HOME RULE 


‘BLAINE’'S SPEECH DENOUNCED AS 
IGNORANT RANT. 

TWO LONDON JOURNALS DISSECT HIS RE- 
MARKS—A DIVISION TO BE TAKEN ON 
MONDAY—THE DEBATE RESUMED. 

Lonpon, June 3.—The Times, comment- 
ing on Mr. Blaine’s Portland speech, says: “ Mr. 
Siaine may or may not catch the Irish vote by 
performances such as that of Tuesday’s speech 
and so win the prize which, fully as much on 
personal as on political grounds, has been 
snatebed from him once and again; but we re- 
fuse to believe that his ignorant and pre- 
sumptuous rant represents the honest and 
independent opinion and _ reflection of the 
Americans. It is peculiarly absurd that he 
should pose as the advocate of a plan 
which he supposes, quite wrongly, of course, 
wouid place Ireland in the position of a State of 
the American Union. He has been conspicuous 
fortbe same reasons which now make hima 
fiatterer of the lrish inthe bloody shirt cam- 
psign against Southern State rights, andif any 
Southern State should now attempt to deprive 
negroes of suffrage he would be the first to fa- 
vorthe settlement of that local affair by the 
armed interference of the central Government. 
His history is afmost on a par with bis reason- 
inz, which deserves to be classed with Sir Will- 
jam Vernon Harcourt’s latest contribution, 
whereon Mr. Lecky has something to say.” 

What Mr. Lecky hus *“* to say” is contained in 
another column of the Times in the form of a 
letter. This isa criticism of Sir William’s argu- 
ment that the home rule measure proposed by 
Mr. Giad-tone aimed at simply the revival of 
Henry Grattan’s Irish Parliament. Mr. Lecky 
ears the argumentisabsurd. Grattan’s Parlia- 
inent, Mr. Lecky contends, placed the Govern- 
tment of Ireland in the hands of the Protestant 
gentry, who were, he says, bound to the English 
eonnection by the clo-est ties of interest and 
sentiment. “ They were,” adds Mr. Lecky, “ pre- 
eminentiy the representatives of property, 
Whose political power it has been Mr. Giad- 
stone’s steady object to destroy. The effect of 
his scheme would be to throw the Government 
of Ireiand intothe bands ot men hitherto the 
avoweu enemies of botn property and the em- 
pire.” 

st, James's Gazette says it does notthink that 
the sentiments uttered by Mr. Biaine express 
the genuine opinion of the Americans upon the 
irish question. It adds that it is impossible to 
formuiate ascheme of home rule which would 
be satistactory to the “extreme Irish-Ameri- 

eans.”’ Continuing, the ‘:azeite suys: ** Mr. Giad- 

stone is eager to snatch every semblance of sup- 
ort, however obscure and tainted, and does not 

JeSitate to recognize the opinions of United 

States wirepuliers, thus givingthe meddlesome 

throughout the world a locus standi in Engiand’s 

poiitics. The securing of the Irish vote is the 
prime object of the Yankee office seeker, aud 
dir. Blaine has made his bid.” 

The Yunes pubiishes a letter from a corre- 
epondent at St. Louis who ssys it isa slander 
upon the American people to say that 20,000,000 
or even 10,000,000 of them are rendy to back tie 
lrisa in the home rule fight with either their 
mony or their intluence. The writer asserts, 
“without fear of contradiction, that there are 
not 5.000 American-born citizens of the United 
States who have ever contributed a cent to the 
Home Rule fund.” He adds: **No home rule 
svipathy bas been shown from our grextest in- 
dustrial class, the farmers. When you bear of 
public men donating tothe Irish cause remem- 
ber that they ure either office holders or office 
seekers witn large Irish constituencies to pleuse. 
The sentiment of the purely Irish: lement in our 
cities mu-t not be mistaken for the sentiment of 
the American people. Nine-tenths of the lead- 
ers in the recent railway strikes in this country 
were Irish. A firm determination exi-ts, if 
tnese lavor agitations Carried on by foreign-born 
men continue, to forma party of native-born 
Americans only to see that none but natives of 
This land obtain offices of trust or power.” 

In the Huse of Commons this afternoon Sir 
Micbael Hicks-Beach pressed Mr. Gladstone to 
fix a dute tora division on the second reading of 
the Home Rule bil. Mr. Henry Labouch4re 
(Radical) protested against the fixing of an 
early date, announcing that 27 supporters of the 
measiire desired to speak beforethe vote. Mr. 
Charies Bradlaugh (Radical) supported Mr. 
Labouchére’s protest. Mr. Gladstone fixed Mon- 
day as the day for a division. 

The debate on the Home Rule bill was resumed 
by Mr. O'Connor. He said he thought that he 
was justified in saying that the argument of 
separation bad vanished from the minds of all 
reasonable poiiticians. [Cries of dissent.] He 
vontended that there was no country in the 
worid whose history taught so eloquent a lesson 
ayuinst estabiishments and endowments of re- 
Nigions as Ireland. He called attention to Mr. 
Brizht’s advice in his letter to the recent 
Chamberlain meeting, and heid that members 
Wie Voted against the bill would incur a serious 
responsibility and would run tbe risk of not be- 
jug returned. He protested against imputations 
on Mr. Gladstone, contending that Mr. Cham- 
berlain had insinuated that Mr. Gladstone was 
capable of cheating the House, and asserted 
tnac so long as the five eonditions laid down by 
Mr. Gladstone tor carrying out the main 
principle of the bill were observed the House 
oni Government would be free to accept auy 
ether plan. if the present bill were defeated a 
weak Tory Government, being revolutionary, 
would submit another Home Rule bill im- 
lwediately. Mr. O’Connor. quoted statements 
mude by Tories to the effect that another elec- 
tion would result in favorof the Nationalists. 
In conciusion, he said that the princples and 
traditions of liberalism required Liberals to sup- 
port Mr. Gladstone, who had the opinion of the 
wuole world on his side. Tnose who brought 
forward the separatist urgument overlooked 
the tuct that a peasant proprietary was a great 
oustacie to revolution. There was not a single 
rection of Cutholics that would fora moment 
tulerate the endowment of a State church in 
ireland. Mr. Bright's letter to Mr. Chamberlain 
ought to be puvlished in order that the people 
might know whether he advised a vote ca.culut- 
ed to precipitate a dissvlution. In the last elec- 
tion he (O’Conuor) tried to return a weak Con- 
servative Government. If the Conservatives 
bad veeo successful a Home Rule bill would 
haye been introduced on the day the House met. 
During that election every branch of the Na- 
tional League in England was a Tory committee- 
room. The Couservetive agents at Buiton paid 
tor printing and circulating the Parnell mani- 
esto. 
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‘ Bridgeman, (Conservative,) member for 
Boiton, iaterposing, said be knew nothing about

It was his opinion that had the country spent 
half the poner and attention bestowed upon 
Egypt and otber foreian countries, Ireland 
would have been a support instead of 
a taunt to us.

Jt was absurd to compare Ireland with Scotland, 
The Government had chosen to _ proceed 
with the Home Rule bill instead of a 
resolntion affirming the principle because it 
felt that it ought to be prepared witha plan. It 
had never expected to succeed by one blow or 
to carry the scheme by arush. It was anxious 
and willing to consider any proposal which did 
not interfere with the principle of the bill 
nor sub tantially with the power it intended 
to confer upon the new Irish Legislature. 
To vote for the second reading of the bill, he 
said, was to vote for the principle of autono- 
mous legislation for Ireland. The Government 
denied that the vote could mean more than this, 
because the bill to be produced in the Autumn 
might contain modifications of certain weneral 
proposals. Mr. John Bright's letter had been 
referred to but not published. 

Mr. Chamberlain bere interposed with the re- 
mark that there was nojobjection tothe publica- 
tion of Mr. Bright's letter if he (Mr. Bright) 
would consent to it. 

Mr. Morley, continuing, said he thought that 
the latter hud more force with Lord Harting- 
ton’s meeting. because Lord Hartington, like 
Mr. Brizht, objected to the principle of the bill, 
whereas Mr. Chamberlain accepted the principle, 
but objected to Lord Satisbury’s remark about 
not pasing attention to what peoplesaid on tbeir 
deathbeds, and said it was well known that some- 
times men on their deatibeds left their last will 
and testament. This bill mieht be regarded 
asthe last will and testament of the present 
Government. The division about to be taken 
would not be the end. Even an electoral cam- 
paign might not be theend. [Loud cheers.] 
Let not opponents of the bill imagine that 
by driving the Government from the stage 
the curtain would fall on the last scene of the 
fifth and final act of the Irish question. If the 
House refused to accept the solution now of- 
fered it might rest assured that no other meas- 
ure, unless baved upon the lines of this measure, 
would be carried a single effective stage furtber. 
{Loud cheers.) The debate was adjourned on 
motion of Mr. Illingsworth, Liberal. 

It is stated that the Conservatives are arrang- 
ing to assist the Liberals and Unionists to oust 
Messrs. Healy and O’Brien, members of Parlia- 
ment tor Londonderry and Tyroue, respectively, 
at the cominyz elections.

In the House of Commons last night the Inter- 
national Copyright bill was read a third time. 

Paris, June 3.—M. de Freycinet main- 
tains that the Government Expulsion bill should 
be passed us introduced, in its permissive form, 
and not in the amended mandatory form recom- 
mended by the committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies having the measure in cbarze—the 
Government immediately to enforce the Dill 
against the direct Legitimist and Bonapartist 
pretenders, and to use the power of expelling 
other members of French royal families when- 
ever their exile be found expedient. 

The intransigeant, Henri Rochefort’s paper, 
states that it has special advices from Madayas- 
carthat the Malawassiess have refused to ubide 
by theterms of the treaty made with France 
and have revolted at Tananurivo and over- 
thrown Premier Rasaromino,who wasfr endly to 
France, The latest Government news from Mad- 
agascar was up to the 6th of last month, and it 
showed that then the country was undisturbed. 


DUBLIN, June 3.—The police to-day sur- 
prised two parties of unarmed Orangemen 
which were drijling near Armagh and Porta- 
down. Tne Orangemen made no attempt to 
conceal their actions, which tney believed to be 
lawful. The policetook the namesof ail who 
were enyvayed in drilling. 

The Councilor L merick has rejected the re- 
newed appeal for an appropriation to defray the 
cost of the extra police. Magistrate Hall, in an 
address to the Council, said the Government 
seemed determined to prove its impotence, 
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A CANADIAN VESSEL IN CUNTODY. 

CHicaco, June 5.—The Canadian pro- 
peller Nipigon, of Montreal, arrived in port 
to-day from Vert Island, Lake Superior, loaded 
with stone consigned to Chicago, and in 
& sinking condition, She had met with 
heavy weather and sprunga leak, and it was 
only by the hardest kind of work that she was 
kept from going to the bottom with her 
crew of 15 men. Having escaped from the 
merciless grasp of the e!ements, the Nipigon is 
now threatened by another danger in the form 
of seizure by the United States Government. 
Being a foreign bottom, and clearing 
from a foreign port, sbe was reauired 
by law to report to the Collector of Customs at 
the nearest American port and obtain a permit 
to proceed on her course. Fearing that loss of 
time might prove fatal to his vessel, Capt. 
Conlin failed to stay at Sheboygan, thereby vio- 
lating a section of the American coasting laws, 
the penalty for which is forfeiture of vessel and 
carzo. The Nipizgon 1s now inthe custody of 
Collector Seeberger, who is awaiting instruc- 
tions from Washington before proceeding 
further.

PERU’S NEW GOVERNMENT. 

Lima, June 3, via Galveston.—A com- 
mission from Congress announced to Gen. 
Caceres yesterday his election as President of 
the republic. He tookthe oath of office this 
afternoon, and in the evening gave a banquet to 
members of Congress, the Ministers and diplo- 
matic corps. after which he witnessed the pub- 
lic tétes prepared in his honor. His Cabinet is 
composed as tollows: Minister of Government 
and President of the Council—Pedro Alejan- 
drino Del Solar; Minister of Foreign Relations— 
Manuel Maria Rivas; Minister of War—Justiano 
Borgono; Minister of Justice—Juau Francisco 
Pasos; Minister of Finance—Luis Baryea. 


LABOR NOTES. 

NorFOLK Va., June 3.—The hodcarriers 
and laborers employed by the house builders of 
this city struck yesterday for an increase of 
wages from $1 to $2 perday. The house builders 
refuse to accede to the demand of the strikers. 

Troy, N. Y., June 3.—Yesterday the men 
employed at the Aibany and Rensselaer Iron 
works in this city were given an increase of 10 
per cent. in wages. This makes the second in- 
crease granted the workmen there this year. 
The wages of the men employed at the Burden 
lron Works were also increased 10 per cent.

A MOUNTAIN HONEYMOON 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS BRIDE 
AT DEER PARE. 
ARRIVING AT DAYBREAK IN A RAINSTORM 
—THEIR COTTAGE CLOSELY GUARDED— 
A DRIVE IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

DEER Park, M4., June 3.—It was the de- 
sire of President Cleveland that the first few 
days of his married life might be spent in some 
spot so quiet and retired that he would neither 
cause any demonstration on his arrival nor be 
exposed to annoying intrusions upon bis privacy 
by throngs of citizens. He has found exactly 
the spot most likely to gratify this wish. There 
is nobody here to make any demonstration when 
he comes or goes, and the effort to reach Deer 
Park at this season of the yeur is greater than 
any average citizen will care to make through 
motives of mere curiosity. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland reached Deer Park at 4 
o’clock this morning. Itbhad taken the special 
train which carried them just 19 minutes less 
than seven hours to travel the 206 miles between 
Washington and this place. When the train left 
the capital at 9:19 o’clock last night President 
Garrett’s private car Baltimore, which had 
been reserved for the bridal party, contained 
just six persons. These were President Cleve- 
land and Mrs. Cleveland, Mr. John W. Davis, 
who, as Mr. Garrett’s representative, had 
charge of the train; the President's valet, 
Mrs. Cleveland’s maid, and the colored porter. 
It was the centre one of tne three cars compos- 
ing the train. Just ahead of it wasa combined 
baggage and passenger car, in which the lug- 
gage was stowed, and which also carried Con- 
ductor R. T. Stapleton, Trainmaster Mantz, one 
ortwotrain hands, and half a dozen railroad 
detectives. The rear car was Mr. Davis’s pri- 
vate coach Delaware, and in it were General 
Telegraph Superintendent Seldon, a porter, and 
another baif dozen detectives. The detectives 
madea fine showing oo the platforms of the 
front and rear cars whenever the train stopped, 
but just why so many of them had been called 
into service was not developed until after the 
arrival bere. Mr. Cleveland had no wish to add 
to the discomforts of arailway journey by be- 
ing whirled along at lichtning speed, and so no 
attempt was made to make more than ordinary 
time. Aregular passenger train for the West 
had left lese than half an hour ahead of the spe- 
cial, and no orders were issued to have it side- 
tracked if overtaken by tue Presidential train. 

Half an hour after the start Mr. Davis bade 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland good-nighnt and stepped 
into bis own car, leaving the couple and their 
servants the only occupants of the Baltimore. 
From that time on there was no communication 
between the Presidential purty and the other 
travelers. An hour’s steady run brought the 
train to Washington Junction, where a brief 
stop Was made to take on water for the engine. 
The detectives crowded the car platforms behind 
the closed iron gates, but they saw nothing to 
lead to tne fear that the Presidential bridal 
trip would be cut short by the attack of 
a mob or the explosion of a dynamite mine. 
Three or four station men were the only persons 
to be seen. Again the train sped onward, closely 
following the express train until Martinsburg 
was reached, at 11:87 o’clock., The dozen railway 
detectives massed themselves on the platforms 
while the engine which had drawn the train 
from Washington was uncoupled and another 
put in its place. The detectives noticed that 
the lights in the Baltimore had been turned 
down, sand then they went back to 
their seats, while the train started for 
another stretch of an hour to Sir John’s Run, 
where there was another stop for water and 
another outpouring of the detectives. Nothing 
had bappened out of the usual course When the 
special pulied into Cumberland a few moments 
before 2 o’clock this mornings When it came to 
a standstill the detectives opened one of the 
gates of the forward car, and Trainmaster Mantz 
stepped off, A moment later Trainmaster 
Dunlap took his place in the car. 
Up to this time the weather had been far from 
pleasant for travel by rail. Dark clouds had 
hung low in the heavens, threatening rain and 
Inakinz the air so close and sultry as to depress 
alion the train whose duties required them to 
keep awake. It wasa relief when rain began 
falling just asthe svecial reached Cumberland, 
for it served to coo] the air and make the jour- 
ney more comfortable. 

The passenger train which haa preceded the 
special branched off at Cumberland, and Mr. 
Davis telegraphed along the line to have ail 
trains kept out of the way of the President's 
train from Cumberland to Deer Park. Mr. Davis 
bad enjoyed the smoothness with which the 
programme of the trip had been carried out 
thu. fur, but before the train left Cum- 
berland he received a dispatch from a 
railroad man along the line saying tbat 
at least two and he didn’t know how 
many more newspaper men were chasing the 
President's train on the Chicago express, whicn 
Jeft Washington an hourand a half later than 
the special. Mr. Davis thoughttully decided 
not to disturb the President with this distress- 
ing intelligence, but the duzen detectives copied 
bis solemn countenance when they learned the 
contents of the dispatch. Rain fell steadily 
while the train was pushing on into the mount- 
aing, and when Keyser was reached, a 
little atter 8 o’clock, the hot, sultry air 
ot the evening and night had given way 
to cold biasts, which made the detectives shiver 
while they watched the changing of engines 
which took place at that station. When the 
train left Keyser it had made its last stop before 
reacbing the limit of its trip. It was exactly 4 
o’clock when Engineer William D. Hardie ap- 
plied the air brake and brought the train to a 
standstill at a little platform some distance 
beyond the Deer Park Station, and directly 
in front of the drive lexding up to the 
big hotel. It was raining heavily, and as the 
truinmen and detectives jumped upon the plat- 
form they shivered with coid. The President and 
Mrs. Cleveland were ready to leave their car as 
soon as the train stopped. Both were weil 
wrapped up to keep Out the cold and rain, but 
wraps were 00 match for the keen mountain 
air and the driving rain, and both were 
glad that they had barely 15 steps to take 
to reach the covered carriage which was 
in waiting for them. As Mr. Cleveland’s valet 
slammed the door of the coach the driver 
chirped to his horses and tried to start off ona 
trot. Butit bad been raining at Deer Park all 
night and the carriage wheels sank deep into the 
mud, It was about all the horses could doto 
drag the vehicle up the gently sloping hill at a 
slow walk, apd it was a slow journey to the 
cottage, bidGen in the grove of tall oaks an 
eighth of a mile away. The first gray streaks of 
the morning light were seen over the hills as the 
President and his bride stepped from the car- 
riage into the cottage which had been hastily 
prepared for their coming. A second carriage 
brought up the maid and valet a moment or two 
later, and when they had entered the cottage the 
doors were closed and the tired travelers sought 
grateful rest. There bad been no demonstra- 
tion when they reached the station. The drivers 
of the two coaches and the station agent were 
ull who were on hand to greet them besides 
those who had come on thesametrain. Not 25 
persons would have been there had-ail those 
then residing within the boundaries of Deer 
Park proper gatherec at the station. 

It was after the slight bustle of leaving the 
train had subsided that the dozen detectives 
were putinto use. The railway suthorities had 
decided to jeave no stone unturned in the effort 
to secure the freedum from curious visitors 
which the President desired, and so the de- 
tectives were instructed to scatter them- 
selves about the park and see to it 
that no unautborized person approached 
within 150 yurds of the President’s cottage. 
The detectives are therefore patrolling the 
oak woods in every direction, ready to pounce 
upon any unauthorized person having the 
temerity to approach within seeing distanve of 
the cottage. So far no arrests bave been made. 
Probably none will be. Thefour or five families 
who have thus early occupied their cottares 
here are not disposed to be impertinent to the 
President and his bride. As tor the natives of 
the surrounding country, One bluff old farmer 
expressed their feeling on the subject 
when he said: “There ain’t no use 
for no detectives around here. Why, there ain’t 
no Democrat within 20 mile of Deer Park would 
let anyboay go near that cottage if he wasn’t 
wanted, and there ain’t no Republican that would 
want to go neither.” There are no accommoda- 
tions for unauthorized persons here. No ex- 
Press trains stop at Deer Park, and none will 
stop until after the 15th of June. The season at 
the hotel does not open untii the 23d. Visitors to 
Deer Park by rail now have to go to Oakland, 
six miles west, and thence come here on one of 
the two or three local trains which stop at the 
park, or hire liverymen to bring them over by 
carriage. Neitner way is convenient... Until this 
moroing there was no telegraph office open at 
Deer Park. The mission of Mr. Selden, however, 
was to provide proper telegraphic | facilities 
while Mr. Cleveland is here, and by 9 o’clock this 
morning he bad wires strun, and instruments ia 
working order, 

The detectives keeping guard over the Presi- 
dent's cottage saw no sign of life inthe house 
until neariy 10 o’clock, when curtains were 
drawn trom the windows. Soon afterward 
breakfast was ordered and was prepared in the 
hotel kitchens and carried to the cottage. The 
cook had a trying time, for the kitchens were in 
great coofusion, the orders to have them ready 
not having been received in time to have every- 
thing shipshape this morning. Very few per- 
sons here bad any idea that Mr. Cleveland was 
coming until late last night. 7 

Careful as were the preparaticns for making 
the first day of the honeymoon a secluded 
oue, the occupants of the aray cottage 








were not so exclusive as to conceal all 
of the pleasure they were getting from 
the occasion. When the breakfast trays 
had been carried back to the hotel kitchen and 
the President sauntered out upon the porch 
with his cigar ke brates near the railing for 
awhile looking contentedly out upon therolling 
Jandscape. He had plainly slept well, and was 
at that moment getting about as much com- 
fort to the minute as fitted a condition 
of exuberancy of mind and plenitude of stom- 
ach. Hehad left his silk hat with his dignity 
and wore one of soft wool, and bis hands braced 
his sides with a comfortable and altogether rural 
appearance of ease. When his cigar was about 
half finished the bride walked out upon the 
porch. She wore a pretty dress of blue tulle 
anda white morning shaw! was drawn across 
her shoulders. Then the President drew two 
chairs close to the edge of the porch. A railroad 
official sent to wait upon the comfort of the 
distinguisned cottagers found them sitting 
there when he caled at about 11 o'clock. 
They rose to greet bim and stood while he pointed 
out the attractions that could be seen from the 
porch, consisting of adozen or so cottages, the 
Summer homes of the Garretts and their 
friends; a newly painted hotel, ala» unoccupied, 
und astretch of gentle slopes off to the east, 
with skirtings of woodland and groves here and 
there. He pointed ovtto them over the roof of 
the railway station the fron framework of the 
elder Garrett’s observatory, where the old man 
used to sit on Summer days, not content witn 
the 2,900-foot elevation of the plateau, and read 
the pavers, while the trains that bore him wealth 
rumpled 150 teet below him. The music 
of freight trains was the sweetest to the od 
man‘s «ars,so the visitor said. This touch of 
rude sentiment interested the bride, but she 
wanted to know if alithe scenery hereabouts 
was aS like the rolling land of Central New-York 
as that within sight. Then the caller told her 
about the Buckhorn, where the course of the 
raiiroad is more romantic than at the Horseshoe 
Bend, and about the Cheat River country, in 
which there are cliffs and bouiders and, steep 
declivities, and where the contour of the main 
range of the Aliegbantes ona dull, cloudy day 
like this, or in the romance of twilight, outlines 
fantastic shapes against the sky. fie told ber 
a story about bow a triend of his went 
fishing on Cheat Biver and wishing to move from 
one rock to another thought be would wade. 
The water looked only ankie deep and he was 
rubber-booted to the hips. He stepped boldiy 
forward into watera ove his boottops. Some- 
thing in the mountain leaves which the water 
absorbs vives a colorthat makes its deptn as 
deceptive asa woman’s trown, All this could 
be observed in a duy’s drive if any youne 
couple in this neighborhood cared to go to 
that trouble. So explained the visitor with all 
the gurlands of rhetoric and all the graces of 
de!erence that he could command. The bride 
was entertained, and said so, and the President 
heard the fishing expioit with evident satis- 
faction. 

Wnoen the visitor took his leave the lovers were 
leit to their own devices, 
of the cottage and strolled out upon the lawn. 
There was no one to disturb them, for the 
grounds were picketed for 300 yards around the 
cottage by quict-looking citizens who were un- 
obtrusive enough until a native or some one 
else tried to walk toward the cottage. Then 
they were as iron gates against approach. At 
about 2 o0’cluck an open taxndau, with the four 
bluoded bays, sent down from Washington,rolled 
up to the cottage. and was presently whirling 
away toward Oakland with the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland seated in it. The bride had re- 
placed her morning costume with the travel- 
ing @ress ot gray, and wore a peak chip 
hat of black straw, with a long tlowing 
plume to match the dress. They started off 
briskly enough to have been undertaking the 
drive sugyested by thelr morning caller, but 
that was left for future consideration. Their 
two hours’ drive, however, covered 15 miles, and 
included Oakland and Mountain and Yougnio- 
gheny Lake. It was a pretty route over a 
winding road, with plenty of shade and charm- 
ing vistas of meadow and forest. During the 
rest of the afternoon it was quiet enough at the 
cottage so far as the pickets would allow any- 
thing there to be observed. Neither of the vc- 
cupants stepped beyond the porch except oc- 
casionally, and there were suspicions, based 
mainly to be sure on the feelings of other new- 
comers, that a good afternoon nap might be 
goiig on somewhere within the gray wulis, the 
change of altitude being conducive to drowsi- 
ness. 

After supper, however, there was a President 
and bride on this hill, both wide awake beyond 
any mistake. He bad put on his new silk hat 
and suit of broadcioth, and her figure was grace- 
fully outlined in a new suit of mixed gray auda 
fresh high peaked hat. They were out fora 
walk. Strolling beyond their own grounds they 
walked past the cottage of S. K. E.kins, and 
heard the voices of five of his Republica: chil- 
dren at nvisy pluy. They walked as independ- 
ently of each other as though they had been 
married 14 years, the President swinging a heavy 
cane and tue bride her parasol, When they had 
passed the cottages they turned toward the rail- 
road track, and walked along the platform in 
front of the station, clear around the building, 
and up a back path to the cottageagain. They 
were out half an nour and walked haifa miie or 
more. 

The cottage is two and a half stories high, and 
is constructed inastyle resembling the Queen 
Anne asmuch asanything. Itis of wood ana 
is painted gray, with dark red shutters. ‘he 
roof can be seenthrough the trees from the 
railroad station, although another cottage inter- 
venes. The walk fromthe station at a brisk 
gait is about three minutes, over a wide gravel 
path, across arustic bridge, and then upa pri- 
vate path. All the grounds here are unfenced, 
thus carrying Out the design on which the place 
was laid out and named. Cottage No.2 is the 
designation by which the honeymoon resort 
is known. It is so called because it i3 
the second cottage in a direct line 
from the station. There is nothing pre- 
tentious or extraordinary about its appear- 
ance. It was built last Summer by the company 
and this is the first time it has been furnished, 
although atenant used it for a little while to- 
wurd the close of last season. There are seven 
rooms in the two stories and servants’ quarters 
above. The lower floor bas sitting and dining 
rooms and a kitchen. The stitting room ex- 
tends the depth of the building and the dining 
room occupies half of the width infront, the 
porch door opening upon it. There are 
substantial Brussels carpets all over the 
house and tasteful, although not expensive, 
window hangings. All the furniture on the 
lower tioor is of cherry. Up stuirs the house is 
divided int» four bedrooms, a large one is front, 
a smaller connecting one witha hay window on 
a back corner, andtwo medium-sized rooms on 
the other side. The chamber suit in the large 
room, which is the bridal chamber, is of oak. 
it is of cherry in the other bedrooms. The cot- 
tage issupplied with running water, a bathroom, 
and gas. It has several fireplaces also. The 
kitchen is notin use exceptas a sort of butler’s 
room, at which food cooked at the hotel is left 
with the President’s valet and Mrs. Cleve- 
land’s maid, wuo serve it. This plan works 
acceptably and keeps the eyes of stranwe sery- 
ants from prying where they don’t belong. Ar- 
ranging to come here, asin all his trips away 
from Washington, the President had no favors 
toask. He made an arrangement to hire the 
cottage, to have his food served as he chose and 
brougit here at his order, and to pay for his 
special train. When he leaves ue will ask for 
his bill like a private citizen. He would not 
come on any other terms. In so coming he felt 
he had aright to demand that he should be let 
alone, and that demund is respected. He wants 
to make the week a perfect holiday, as befits the 
occasion, beiieving that there will be time 
enough on his return for formalities and the 
duties expected of him in his new position. Just 
now he means to be a bridegroom pure ana sim- 


ple. : 

Lights shine dimly at the cottage to-nicht, 
suggesting the blaze and crackle of logs in the 
fireplaces. Whatever may be the condition cof 
warmth at the cottage, the night outside stimu- 
lates a longing for at least two pairs of blankets 
anda mouné of quilts on the bed. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—About 500 tele- 
grams congratulating the President upon his 
marriage have been received at the White 
House. They include messages from ex-President 
Arthur, Mrs. Grant, Ministers Pendledon and 
Pheips, and many public men throughout the 
country. None of the dispatches wili be ziven 
out for publication. A number of the relatives 
of the President and his wife who came here to 
attend the wedding, and bave been guests at the 
White House for several days, left for their 
homes to-nigbt.

A DISASTROUS EXPLOSION

THE RESULT OF LEAVING A KEG 
OF POWDER UNPROTECTED. 

A COUNTRY GROCERY DEMOLISHED AND 
NINETEEN PERSONS INJURED, SEVERAL 
OF THEM”SERIOUSLY. 


Drrtrort, Mich., June 3.—The little four- 
corner town of Ecorse, eight miles below De- 
troit, was treatod toa first-class sensation last 
night at about 9 o’clock, when the general store 
and residence combined of Joseph Salliotte was 
blown to fragments with powder and 19 persons 
were projected in every direction and one prob- 
ably fatally injured. The store proper was o 
two-story frame structure, and was a large one 
foracountry village. It contained the usual'stock 
of groceries, boots, shoes, dry goods, &c. An ad- 
joining one-story building under the same roof 
contained a quantity of paints, oils, and flour, 
and was used as astoreroom. In the rear or this 
addition was an L. The store wus 50 feet long 
trom front to rear. 

The hands in a large mill had been paid ctf 
during the day and the store had been unusually 
full all the evening of men and women paying 
their accumuiatcd bills of the previous month 
or fortnight. At the extreme rear of the store, 
under a counter that extended across the end of 
the room, on the floor stood a 25-pound keg of 
gunpowder, out of which five or six pounds 


had been sold. It had a small orifice for pour- 
ing out the powder, which was generally 
covered with a metal cap. Under the rear half 
of the store was a cellar, and over it in the sec- 
ond story were bedrooms. Persons belonging to 
the family, adults and children, or custumers 
who had not yet left were scattered throughout 
the building to the number of 19. Just after the 
neighboring clocks had struck 9 a tremendous 
explosion took place in the rear lower part of 
the store, wh.le a tierce and sudden blast of fire 
tore uwuy the rear part of the building and 
shattere! the front and sides. Tie grocery floor 
and the floor above were shattered into splinters. 

The proprietor Salhotte; his son-in-law, 
Columbus Labadie; Simon Labadie, his vrother; 
N. Morris, and Louis Prevort feli into the ceilar. 
Carrie, a daughter of the proprietor, who was 
in an up-stairs room preparing to retire, was 
sentskyward. The five men were covered with 
talling beams, boards, and débris. The wreck 
below prevented the duughter from falling tur- 
ther than the first floor, but she was covered 
with tragments of the roof, The tremendous 
torce of the explosion threw four boys standing 
in the front part of the store into the street. C. 
A. Ferguson was thrown through the window 
into the road, but only received a slight cut on 
the h’nd from broken glass. Six others— 
Mrs. Morris and her child, Alex Labadie, Felix 
Cicotte, and two boys—were thrown through the 
tront door into the street as though projected 
fromacatapult. Lottie Salliotte, a girl of 13, 
was blown into the side yard. Mrs. Salliotte 
and two young children whom she was prepar- 
ing for bed were covered with débris and re- 
ceived some bruises. Mrs. Salliotte was struck 
by the door leading in from the store. Her body 
was bruised and her tace covered with blood. 
Mrs. Columbus Labadie, who stood near the cen- 
tre of the store, had neariy all her clothes 
stripped from her body, but escaped without a 
scratch. A bedroom which contained a sleap- 
ing infact-was wrecked, but the babe escaped 
comparatively unkurt, 

The people in the little village were frightened 
by the noise of the explosion and rushed out in 
the darkness, adding to the momentary con- 
fusion. Soon Janterns were procured, and then 
the work of rescue began. Fire broke out in 
the ruins, buta line of men with buckets was 
formed to the river near by, and the flames were 
soon extinguished. The work of rescue 
was not a_ difficult one, as none of 
the timbers were heavy, and the whole 
party in the ruins were extricated 
ina short time. Columbus Labadie, being in 
the rear of the cellar, had to work his way to 
the front, from which point he was finally 
hauled out. His clothes had taken fire, and he 
had to tear them off. He was the only person 
dungerousiy burt. He was badly burned about 
the head and tace, hands, feet, and side, both by 
the powder and the flames, and was cut on the 
head and badly bruised by the falling beams. 
He lies in a very critical condition, and itis 
feared that if he. urvives amputation of some of 
his limbs willbe necessary. 

The rest of the persons in the store escaped 
with severe bruises and scratches, The noise of 
the explosion was heard for a long distance 
around. The cause was without doubt the 
ignition of the powder. How it occurred re- 
mains amystery. Smoking is an obvious solu- 
tion, but the persons in the rear of the store all 
declare that they were none of them smoking at 
the time. Tie building is a total loss,;anda 
three-thousand-dollur stock was damaged to the 
extent of $1,000. Mr. Salliotte took in about 
$500 during theday iu payment of debts and 
had $400 of it in a leather bag. Some $90 of this 
has been found, but the rest has disappeared. 





TWOYEARS FOR A DISHONEST SCALPER. 

LovisvIL_e, Ky., June 3.—Fred Field, a 
“scalper,”’ who is charged with altering and 
forging tickets over the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Road, was to-day given two yearsin the 
penitentiary by a jury of his peers. The charge 
was preferred over a year ago, but until now 
Field has been successful in fighting off a legal 
investigation. The testimony of the prosecu- 
tion shows that tickets had been sold by Field, 
which had been altered so as to greatly increase 
the distance for which they had been issued. 
They had originally been purchased for a point 
a few miles below Louisville, aud subsequently 
changed so as torexd respectively: ‘Io Mo- 
bile,” “* To Montgomery," * To Mississippi City,” 
and **To Bay St. Louis.”” There were four of 
them. The Louisville and Nashville received 
three of them by taking them up on the road. 
Lilliard Offut testified to having purchased from 
Fred Field a teW days before tne tickets in 
question. Field testifled for himself that he 
came by the tickets in a reyular manner, and 
produced his duy book bearing entries of their 
purchase.

The Fair Association will 
expend $50,000 on the grounds, | 





THE TOBACCO TRADE.

Journal’s tobacco report says: “The market 
was again decidedly in the seller’s favor, show- 
ing a stiffening tendency for most grades. The 
demand is keeping well up to the limits ofr 
offerings, and both of the great types ure seil- 
ing at prices somewhat fuller than a week ago, 
and most grades are selling 50 to 75 cents higher 
than during the first week of May. The weather 
Outlook is unsatisfactory.” 

DANVILLE, Va., June 3.—During the 
month of May the sales of tobacco here xamount- 
ed to 3.909.642 pounds, realizing $354,318, or an 
average of 9.06 cents per pound, us against 8.59 
cents in April.

A DEEP GAME OF POLITICS. 


COL, QUAY’S CAMPAIGN FOR TEE UNITED 
STATES SENATE, 

PirrsspuRG, June 3—That Col. Quay is 
playing “‘for his own hand’ in the game of 
Pennsylvania politics, and that he means to oc- 
cupy Mr. Mitchell’s seat in the United States 
Senate, if shrewd, quiet work can make it pos- 
sible, is very plainly seen at this end of the 
State. That he is setting himself up inde- 
pendently of Senator Cameron, and that the 
latter is quietly but positively against him, 
is also distinctly seen. One resuit of the 
split of Quay and Cameron is that the 
former has made an alliance here with 
Congressman Bayne, and the twa are 


operating in accord. Bayne’s paper has pro- 
posed Quay as Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee in piace of ** Tom” Cooper, and nothing could 
better suit Quay's pians apparently than this ar- 
rangement, as it w uid put him completely in 
contro! of the campaign machinery and enable 
himto usethe party funds where they coud 
most benefit his own canvass. Bayne has always 
been opposed by Cameron and his heutenant in 
this city, “Chris” Magee, and his alliance with 
Quay is upon the distinct understanding that 
the latter is no longer a partner with Cameron 
in the management of the old machine. 

In this county (Allegheny) the Republican 
nominations tor the Levis ature have already 
been madeand are divided. Quay and Bayne 
get a part—probably a minority—the others be- 
ing controlled by Magee. But among the for- 
mer isa redoubtable politician nominated for 
the Senate, ex-Marshal J. 8. Rutan, originally 
from Beaver County, (the home of Col. Quay 
formerly and at present,) who can be relied on 
for much energetic “* tine work” in behalf of his 
old associate. The Republican nominations for 
the Legislature have also been made in some oth- 
er counties in the western end of the State. ln 
Armstrong, they are instructed for the Hon. 
Galusha A. Grow for Senator. and that gentle- 
man, for whom so earnest a fight was made in 
1881, is said to be hopeful once more of winning 
the seat. In Crawford County they were named 
on Saturday last, and the candidate for Senator 
is Mr. W. C. Delamater, a politician and capital- 
ist at Meadville, who is one of the sureties on 
Col. Quay’s bond as State 'reasurer, while some, 
if nov all, ot:the candidates for Representatives 
bave been set up in the same interest. 

In the meantime, the Republican State ticket 
is very sure to sutfer. These intrigues lead with 
certainty to numerous complications. Quay’s 
henchman in Philadeiphia, ** Wilse’”’ Norris, is 
to be put on the ticket for Auditor-General, 
and will prove to bea dead weight, for various 
reasons, one of them being that with him as 
auditing and accounting officer, and Col. Quay 
as Treasurer, everybody would consider the 
State ina pretty bad way. The friends of Gen. 
Beaver are beginning to be thoroughly alarmed, 
but they do not control the State machine, and 
will have only a minor influence over its action. 
Their only present hope is that the State Con- 
vention, when it meets, may have an unusual 
share of courage and independence, and so may 
put the party’s best foot foremost. 





STRUCK IN M!D-OCEAN, 


THE GALLIA IN COLLISION WITH A BARE IN 
THE FOG. 

Boston, June 3.—The Cunard steamer 
Gallia, on her last passage to this port, was 
struck by a bark in mid-ocean. She left Liver- 
pool on May 25 and Queenstown May 26. When 
386 hours out she encountered a moderate gale, 
which, however, lasted but a short time, and she 
was then favored with fair weather until 
she reached Newfoundland, when thick 


fogs and icebergs were encountered. On 
Tuesday morning, June 1, about 8 o'clock, 
the fog was very thick, aod the Gallia 
was blowing fog signals every few minutes. 
Suddenly out of the for loomed up a bark of 
300 or more tons, directly on the port bow. The 
Gallia was going full speed, and headed due 
west, while the bark was headed due north. The 
officers of the steamer saw tbat a collision was 
inevitable, but did all in their power to avert it. 
The bark struck the Gallia just abaft the fore 
rigging, but as the blow was not direct it did the 
steamer no damage. The spars of the Gallia 
struck the foremast of the bark, snapping it 
short off. 

The steamer was stopped, and boats were im- 
mediately lowered, to see if the sailing vessel 
haa suffered any harm; but there was little 
Gamage done beyond the loss of her spar and 
injury to ber bow. Capt. Murphy, of the Gallia, 
offered to replace the must, which was done; but 
the Captain of the bark insisted on belng towed 
into port. Aline was put out and the disabled 
vessel was taken along for 60 miles, when the 
passengers became impatient at the delay 
and urged Capt. Murphy to cast the bark 
adrift. There was some excitement among 
the passengers, which was quieted by the 
officers, who acted with great cooiness and judg- 
ment. Had the bark struck the Gallia 100 feet 
further aft she might have met the same fate as 
the Oregon. The Captain of the bark insisted 
that he had been blowing his fog born, but on 
examination the horn was found to be full of 
cobwebs, and had evidently not been used fora 
long time. The cabin passengers on the Gallia 
were Mr. Albert Meredith, Miss Dr. E. L. Dexter, 
Mr. E. D. Jordan, Mr. and Mrs. George L. Foote, 
Mr. Richard Smith, Mr. George W. Baldwin, Misa

Mr. Casey and bis brother builta 
part of the Weiland Canal, the Cunada South- 
ern, Great Western of Canada, New-York and 
Lake Erie, New-York, Buffalo, and State Line, 
Lake Shore and Michtyan Southern Ruilway, 
Erie and Pittsburg Railroad, and the Chicago 
and Rock Isiand trom Grinneli to Omaha. He 
was a prominent light in the Father Mathew 
Temperance Society. 





A GIRL’S TERRIBLE LEAP. 

ASPENTO, Cal., June 3.—Last evening a 
party of young ladies climbed to the top of the 
fire bell tower, 60 feet high, to obtain a good 
view of the city. Eppa Stewart stepped to the 
edge of the tower and was leaning againsta 
corner post looking over the country, when tne 
janitor, not knowing of the presence of the 
ladies, seized the bell rope to call a meeting of 
the fire company. The sudden ciang of the 
great bell startied Miss Stewart, and sne plunged 
from the dizzy height tothe pavement. She 
was carried into a neighboring house, wnen it 
was discovered that both legs were so badly 
crushed that the feet had been driven to within 
a few inches of the knee, that the bones of her 
left arm were broken into splinters, and that 
tive ribs on the right side were broken and torn 
loose from the spine. She was alive when picked 
up, but there is no hope of her recovery. 





MRS. GARFIELD A DEFENDANT. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 3.—Mrs. Lucretia 
R. Garfield, widow of the deceased President, is 
in the Common Pleas Court this week as defend- 
ant in a damage suit brought by Thankful Tan- 
ner. On Dec. 22, 1884, Mrs. Garfield was driving 
along Superior-street in her carriage, and at the 


corner ot Ontario the horses ran over the Tan- 
ner woman, Knocking her to the pavement. She 
was bruised and scratched somewhat, and Mrs. 
Garfield handed her some money, witb the re- 
quest that she call at her house if she needed 
more. Shortly atterward a petition was filed by 
the Tanner woman in which she askea tor $25,000 
as balm for her bruised body. The case was 
Called to-day, and two venires were exnausted 
in securing a struck jury. Mrs. Garfleld was not 
in court, but will be in attendance to-morrow 
morning. 





A NEW TRIAL FOR PATTERSON. 
TreNnTON, N. J., June 3.—The Supreme 
Court decided to-day that the once wealthy 
Frank Patterson, of Monmouth County, who 
was convicted last Fall of forgery, shall havea 
new trial. Oneof the Judges of the court in 
which Patterson was tried retired before the 
jury wis drawn, because he was un indorser of 
a note that Patterson was charged with forging, 
and now the latter’s counsel claim tbat because 
the bench was not full the trial waa illegai. 

The Supreme Court sustains the objection.

THE PITIABLE POSITION WHICH 
MR. POWDERLY OCCUPIES. 
HIS DOWNFALL SUDDEN AND UNEXPECTED 
OUTLINES OF THE WORK PERFORMED 
BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 3.—Ten days age 
Mr. Powderly was the Moses of the Knights oi 
Labor. He stood so high above the order of 
which he is the official head that there was none 
to dispute hissway. His wish waslaw. He waa 
the embodiment of all that was praiseworthy in 
the order. To-night he is only an ordinary 
Knight of Lubor. He has fallen from his ped- 
estal. He has been tried and found wanting, 
but his fall has been so sudden, so complete, and 
his surrender to an element which he has always 
profes:ed to despise so thorough, that his 
Warmest adherents are dumfounded. He 
seems utterly demoralized by the suc- 
cess of a faction which has for years 
been struggling to obtain the management 
of theorder, to advance its private aims, and 
seemingly threw reputation to the winds in 
order to secure its support. More than this, he 
publicly whitewushes the faction in the face of 
the fact that a committee had been appointed 
to investigate serious charges made against it, 
and to-day he plowed further into the mire by 
inspiring an “address” which denies that there 
are dissensions in the order or that the man- 
agement had been seized by conspirators. In 
denying thatthe convention had been captured 
by the Mome Club, the Knights stultified 
themselves. As Tor Ties and other papers’ 
of this aate, which describe the success 
of the Home Clud and the defeat 
of the better element, will not arrive 
here until to-morrow, the Knights simply plead 
guilty while proclaiming their innocence. The 
Special Assembly has been a huge farce and a@ 
tremendous failure. It has given the order 4 
blow from which it will never fully recover. It! 
has shown a pitiable incapacity to deal with, 
questions which affect the very existence of the 
order. Its mental calibre can be gauged by the 
childish air of mystery with which it endeavored 


to shroud its proceedings. To be mysterious 
in the opinion of the gverage Knight of 
Labor ig to bé important, ‘They bave revelled 
in secrecy, and under cover of it have 
magnified their numbers, their power, their 
weulth, and intelligence. ‘To have the glare of 
Gay turned upon them isa new and unpiessant 
experience. They bave been coddled into arro- 
gance. To be criticised is a strange sensation,, 
but Mr. Powderly and the men who have spent 
the last 10 days in Cleveland with him feel to-' 
nicht that from this time forward they must 
expect to be judged onthe merits and treated 
like ordinary and very ordinary peopie. The 
assembly, wnich was to provide a pauacea for 
all the ilis of labor, bas not only failed to dose,. 
but has aggravated those ills. 

The assembly recalled the commissions of 600 
organizers, many of whom it admitted were 
doing the order harm. It increased the Generai 
Executive Board, it plunged the order into 
politics, it widened the breach between the 
Knights and the trades unions, it offered a lot of 
advice to Congress and to the country at large, 
while generously offering to run the universe, 
and showed clearly its inability to conauct its 
own affairs. This is ali the work accomplished 
by the assembly, and it should be eminently 
satisfactory to the bitterest enemies of the 
Knights of Labor, forthey are to-day shorn of 
their strength, andthe man who has iong been 
recognized as their leader is without honor 
even in his own order. Already tnere are 
candidates for his position, and on every 
hand it is said by his former supporters that Mr. 
Powder!ly will not be re-elected General Muster 
Workman except afteradesperate fight. The 
assombiy compieted the General Executive 
Board to-day by the election of Joseph R, 
Buchanan, of Denver, and tra B. Ayiesworth, « 
carpenter, of Baitimore. The board isin tne 
complete control of the Home Club, and the only 
members who are opposed toit are Barry aud 
Buchanan, though Aylesworth was elected as@ 
compromise candidate, Barry and Buchanan, 
both strong men, wili simply be ‘thorns in the 
side of their ieliow members, but they may 
make their power felt at Richmond in October, 
At the Richmond assembiy the delegates wiil 
number about 600. : 

Having completed the General Executive 
Bourd the assembly balked at the trades uniom 
controversy and adepted the following address 
to trades unions aud other labor organizations: 
Brothers in the Cause of Labor: 

We, the Knignts of ji.abor in Genersl Assem- 
bly convened, extend our heartiest xreeting to ail 
branches of honerabie toil, welcoming them to the 
most friendiy alliance in a commun work. ‘his or- 
ganization embruces within iis toids all branches of 
honourable toil and conditions of men, withuus respect 
to trade, occupation, sex, creed, colur, or nationality. 
We seek to raise the level of wuges and reduce the 
hours of Jabor to practical men aud women in their 
occupations, in thelr lives and limbs, und in their rights 
as citizens. Weseek ulsoto secure such legislation as 
shailtendto prevent the unjust accumulation of wealth, 
to restrict the powers of mcoopvlies and corporations, 
and to enact such wise and beuneticent legisiation as 
shall promote equity rand justice, !ooking torward to 
the day when co-vperation shall supersede the wag@ 
xy stem, and the custe and Classes that pow divide met 
shal! be forever abolisbed,. We recognize the serv~ 
ice rendered to humanity and the cause of labor by 
trade union orgsnizations, but believe that the time 
has come or isfust upprouching when all who euro 
their pread by the sweat of the brow shali be enrolied 
under oue geveral head, 1s we are controlied by one 
common law, thy lew of our necessities, and we will 
gladly welcome to our ranks or to proteecuon under our 
banner any orzanization requesting admission, and to 
such Orgunizations as believe that their craftsmen are 
better protected under their present form or xuverne 
ment we p.edge ourselves as members of the great 
army of labur to co-cDderaie with them in every hon- 
oruble effort to achieve the success which we are 
unitedly organized to obtain, and to this end we have 
appointed a speciul committee to conter witha like 
committee of any hatiopai or international trades 
union which shul! desire to confer with us on the set- 
tiement of any difticuities that mxy occur between the 
members of the severul vrgunizations. 

We breve received 1 communication from a commit. 
tee of the national otticers of some uf the national und 
international trades univos requesting Cerisin speciie 
leyisiatiun at our hunds, Dut as we Delieve that the 
object sought and stuted in the preambie to the com-~- 
municati 0 above reterred to cun best be accomplished 
by a conference between a committee of this sssocia- 
tion anda committee of any other organization, and 
as the propositions contuinea therein are inconsisteat 
with our duty to our members, we theretore deter 
action upon said propositious unth & conferente of 
committees Cun be veld. 

J'ne basis upon which we believe an sgreement can 
be reached would necessurily include the adoption of 
some pian by whichall ixbur organizsitons could be 
protected from unfair men, men ex pelled, susxpendad, 
under fine, or guilty of tukipg che piaces of uuion oF 
Knights of Labor men whie on strike or while locked 
out from work, and that, xs fur as possibie, a uniform 
standard of hours of labor and wages should bes 
ad. pted so that men of any trade enrolled in ous 
order and members of trudes unions May not come Ux 
conflict because: f the difference in wages or hours of 
lubor, Wealso believe thut ua systeza of exchanging 
working cards should be adopted so that members of 
any craft belonging to different Organizations could 
work in harmony together—the card of any member of 
this order admitting him to work in any union shop 
and the card of any union man udmitting bim to work 
in any Knights of Labor shup. 

We further believe thut upon a demand for in~ 
crease of wages or sborier hours of labour, made by 
either orgunization, a couference shvuld be heid with 
the organized lubur men employe: in the establish~« 
ment where the demand for increase of wages or re~ 
duction of hours is contemplaied; uctlon upon w prd- 
posed reduction of wages or other diiicuity tu be 
aureed upon in like munner, and, that in the seitle- 
ment of any dificuities Letween employers and em- 
ployes, the orgunizatioos represented in the estublisb- 
ment shull be parties to the terms Of settlement. 
‘trusting that the me:hod proposed herein will ureet 
with your approval, und that organized labor wit 
move jorward and onward in hurmony of effort and of 
interest, we ure yours fraternaily.

cattle syndicates; that it needs their help to ob ain 
from Cupgress an Americun monetury sy8tem wi-e.y 
devised, one that wili aispense bDiessings equitubly to 
all the people and “the rest of mankind;” it needs 
their help to rescue the tvilers trom the grasp of (he 
selfish, to cestroy the powerful evil of a@aguregate 
weultb, to terminate the corrupting reign o 
the almighty doilar, and to enthrone the goud old 
plow and so check ali vested monsiers—Inpd and sea.

All charges of intrigues and machinations against 
General Master Workman Powderly, or any member 
of the xecutive Board. can have originated only with 

en anxious for personal gain or notoriety. No voice 

as been raised either in the session or privately 
againstthe private character or official action of Gen- 
Master Workman Powderly, or any member of 
scutive Hoard, and the only reason for the elec- 
tion of an auxiliary xecutive Board was to relieve 
the members of the old board of the immense amount 
of labor that had accumuiated on their hands, owing 
to the extraordinary increase in the membership of 
the order. As these auxiliary members have neither 
yoice nor vote inthe bourd proper, but areto be sim- 
ply assistants, their election can by no possibility be 
construed to indicate a lack of confidence on the part 
of this Genera! Assembly in the Executive Board. 

We take special pleasure in expressing our most un- 
bounded confidence in the integrity, patriotism, and 
honesty of purpose, not only of General Master Work- 
man Powderly, but every member of the Executive 
Board, and ask all papers that have been misied into 
publi r statements to the contrary, emanatiug 
from ¢ sposed and designing men, not representa- 
tives to this General Assembiy, and in some cases not 
members of the order, to publish this correction. 

The assembly granted district assembly to 
Brookiyn. About 380 local assemblies will be 
attached to it, and it will have a membership of 
6,000, which District Assembly No. 49, of New- 
York, will lose. Having, as they seemed to 
think, nothing else to do, the Knights, with a 
unanimity that must have surprised them, 
brought the disastrous Special Assembly to a 
close. Mr. Powderly had promised to give hig 
views at length upon the work of the assembly. 
Before the finish he changed bis mind. Helooked 
a disappointed man to-night, and ali that be 
could be induced to say was: “Iam perfectly 
well satisfied with the work of the General As- 
sembly, and claim that the meeting was a grand 
success.” Mr. Powderly will go to Pittsburg in 
the morning. The Amalgamated Iron and Steel 
Workers are in convention there. Turner and 
Hayes will go to Troy to manage the collar 
strike, and Bailey will take the next train 
for Sbawnee, Ohio, his home. Barry is due 
ut Milwaukee to-morrow. Robert Schilling 
a delegate to the assembly, is under indictment 
there for participation in the recent labor 
troubles at Milwaukee. The new members of 
the board will probably have nothing to do un- 
til after the oid board meets at Philadelphia. 
The trades unions have been represented here 
for several days by P. J. McQuire, of this city; 
fred Haller, of the Internatioral Progressive 
Digarmakers’ Union, New-York, and Vice- 
President Kirschner. of the International 
Yigarmakers' Union, New-York. To-night Mr. 
Haller expressed his views on the action of the 
ussembly in the following defiant terms: 

“We leave this city to-morrow, and we are 
more confident than ever that the trades unions 
will win in the conflict which has been forced 
apon us by the Knights. The latter have done 
much at this assembly to strengthen the posi- 
tion of the trades unions before the pub- 
lic. The fight has been caused by the 
Home Club and =unfit organizers. The 
Knights bave admitted that avery large num- 
ber of tbeir organizers are mercenary and 
organized local assembiies simply for the tees 
paid to organizers; that others are overzealous 
in organizing new assemblies, their desire being 
to gain renown; that others are unscrupulous 
and will organize assemblies of the very worst 
materigi for the sake of gaining power. Tiese 
unfit men have been so many that the General 
Assembly has revoked the commissions of 
600 organizers. By doing this the General 
Assembly admits that many wrongs have 
been committed and that the grievances 
of the trades unions are well established. Still 
nothing has been done to redress these griev- 
ances of the trades unions. In short, the Cigar- 
makers’ International Union is told in so many 
words that it must recognize the right of Dis- 
trict 49 to a scab rate of wages for making cigars 
in New-York. By giving the Home Club, whose 
policy is to crush out trades unions, a majority 
on the General Executive Board this General 
Assembly has assured us that the policy will be 
one of hostility to trades unions and that this 
policy is to be more strictly observed than 
heretofore. Many persons think that this oon- 
flict betweenjthe trades unions and the Knights 
will be a long and bitter one. I am notof that 
ypinion. As in our Government no policy can 
ce long adhered to unless it has the approval of 
the peopie,so in any association no policy can be 
» suceess unless itis supported by the members 

that association. The General Assembly 
the Knights of Labor is not constituted in 
h a manner asto represent the ideus of the 
merabers. It is organized somewhat upon the 
ian of the United States Senate. There is no 
listriet representation, for as tue Senators are 
glected by the State Legislature) so the delegates 
are eleeted by the district assemblies. These dis- 
trict assembleis are composed offdelegates of local 
assemblies. Itis a fact generally known that 
the representation in these districts isafarce. I 
have known of instances where a local Assem- 
bly of 15 members had a representation in Dis- 
trict Assembly No.49 equal to thatjof an assembly 
>f 1,500 members. Three delegates is the allow- 
ance. Youcan readily understand that where 
i5 men have a vote equa! to 1,500 the delegate is 
py no means a representative of the people. The 
exposures relating to the Home Club show that 
the Kaigtts of Labor are by no means 80 strong 
that they can be hoatile to the trades unions,” 

Anumber of the delegates will go to Pitts- 
burg to attend the International Typographical 
Union Convention there on Monday. 

IRONS’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

Sr. Louis, June 3—T. B. McGuire, of 
New-York, who is named as one of the aszociates 
of James E. Quinn in the Home Club, came to 
St. Louis in April with General Committeeman 
John W. Hayes, of the Knights of Labor, and 
during the last four weeks of the strike in the 
Southwestern system was used by the Journal 
Board as an orator and organizer, traveling 
over the system and encouraging the strikers. 
He was on confidential terms with Committee- 
men Bailey and Barry, and was an especially in- 
timate friend of Hayes. While here he wus 
known to only a few by his real name, passing 
publicly under the pseudonym of T. B. Brown. 
This he explained by saying that he was afraid 
of being blacklisted by his New-York employers 
if it became known to them that he was taking an 
active part in the Southwestern strike. Promi- 
nent Knights of Labor here, when questioned 
upon the Home Club and its principal object, say 
that McGuire made no attempt here to organ- 
ize an opposition to General Master Workman 
Powderly, and add that the New-York conspira- 
tors have no followers in tue West in force 
strong enough to send delegates to the general 
convention in Richmond next October. Chair- 
man Martin Irons’s exposition of his ideas on 
the labor question and the history of his life 
which are published in Lippincoit’s Magazine 
were not written by him, but by A. O. Caughlin, 
alay Baptist preacher, who is Chairman of Dis- 
trict Assembiy No. 98 of the Knights of Labor. 
Trons’s education barely enabled him to sign his 
hame, and Caughlin wrote all the “blood and 
thunder” circulars, as ex-Gov. A. G. Curtin 
dubbed them during the session of his 

ommittee here, which were issued by the 

xecutive Boerds during the strike, and he 
tras also the author of the rhetorical wonder 
which Irons read before the Curtin committee 
as his testimony upon the causes of the etrike. 
Trons and Caughlin were intimate, and Caugh- 
lin knew ail about Irons, When the Lippincotts 

fered irons 250 to write the history of his life 

rons banded the letter to Cauchiin with, * You 
Write that, ughlin, and we will divide the 
money.” “Ail right,” said Caughlin, “cit down 
and dietate and I'll write.” ‘“*Oh, blank it,’ 
gaid Irons,” “you write it. You know what [

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 


A DANGEROUS LAKE VOYAGE. 

A CANADIAN BARGE SAVED, BUT LIABLE TO 
FORFEITURE, * 

CuricaGo, June 3.—The Canadian steam 
barge Nipigon arrived here to-day in a sinking 
condition and under circumstances possessing 
peculiar interest, in view of the clashing be- 
tween American and Canadian maritime in- 
terests. Her crew were completeiy worn 
out by excessive labor at the pumps, and 
were almost ready to give up the fight 
to keep the vessel afloat. The Nipigon was 
loaded with stone at Vert Island, Lake Su- 
perior. While proceeding toward the Saul she 
was overtaken by a severe northerly gale, which 
shook her up so badly that she began to leak. 
By the time the boat reached the straits she was 
making water at the rate of a foot an hour, and 


the steam and hand pumps had to be worked to 
their fullest capacity to keep her from sinking. 
Capt. Conlan, wishing to get to Chicago with all 
possible haste, did rot stop at Mackinaw or 
Cheboygan, as the law requires, to report the 
entrance of his vessel into American waters. 
He says he did not want to risk the chance of a 
delay, however slight, because his vessel was in 
altogether too bad a plight, and the lives of his 
crew might bave been endangered. The law 
says that a foreign vessel about to enter Ameri- 
cau waters must report the fact to the Collector 
of the first United States port on her route, and 
obtain from him permission to continue the trip. 
While this provision of the law has, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, been regarded as altogether 
formal, there is a severe penalty attached for 
violation of it, being nothing less than the for- 
feiture of the vessel ana cargo, and Capt. Conlan 
has laid himself liable in this case. 

To-day he called upon Collector Seeberger, to 
whom he related the story of his vessel’s condi- 
tion and the necessity of reaching Chicago or 
some other port where there is a dry dock with- 
out delay. Collector Seeberger said he could do 
nothing for Capt. Conlan, as his duty was simply 
to enforce the law, but he advised the Captain 
to prepare a statement of the facts and for- 
ward it to the Treasury Department at 
Washington. This the Captain did, and 
the whole matter wiil soon be in _ the 
hands of Acting Secretary Fairchild. Until Col- 
lector Seeberger hears trom Washington noth- 
ing will be done here, but the Nipigon will not 
be allowed to leave port. Capt. Conlan says that 
for three days and nights his entire crew were 
compelled to labor incessantly to save the vessel 
from going to the bottom. Once, for five hours, 
while the Nipigon was passing the Manitou Isl- 
ands, it looked as if the water had the best of 
the struggle against the pumps. By dint of 
unremitting toil, however, the pumps secured 
the ascendancy again, and held it until the ves- 
sel arrived.

DISINFECTION IN BOSTON. 
THE CHAIRMAN OF THE HEALTH BOARD OP- 
POSED TO THE SYSTEM. 

Boston, June 3.—Dr. Samuel H. Durgin, 
Chairman of the Health Board, in the continued 
hearing on the disinfection of rags question to- 
dey, gave his opinion of the order of the board 
and the disinfecting process, the use of which it 
requires. He testified: ‘When 1 first saw 
the process of disinfection now in use I 
was very much pleased with it. Subsequently 


after a closer examination I was constrained to 
believe that the process was not efficient. I do 
not doubt that it is possible to perfect and ef- 
fectually apply this process, but I have never 
seen any evidence of it. The examinations I 
witnessed were unsatisfactory. When the Sani- 
tary Conference metin Philadelphia some time 
azo and adopted the regulations in force at this 
port I took occasion to notify their Secretary 
that I was not in harmony with our Board 
of Health in the matter. J feel it my duty to 
gay this because it would appear like a piece of 
deception on my part to keep quiet and allow 
my friends to think | was occupying a position 
with which I was not realiy in sympathy. It 
has been a perfectly honest difference of opinion 
in the board, and l regret even the appearance 
of anything that would seem to show dis- 
sension. I do not feel that the importance 
of the danger requires so strong an order as is 
now in force; the other members do. 1 have 
personally more fear from domestic than from 
imported rags. I regard the question as a sort 
of popular craze. | think there is a possible 
danger that cholera may come here, but the 
danger 1s very small indeed. The process of dis- 
infection in use here is, in my opinion, not only 
inferior to some other processes, but it is agreat 
deal Gearer.”’

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW TALKS. 
HIS OPINION OF BLAINE AND FAST RAIL- 
ROAD TRAINS. 

CurIcaGco, June 3.—Chauncey M. Depew, 
who was in town to-day attending the annual 
meeting of the Chicazo and Northwestern 
Railroad Company, had something to say 
to a reporter with whom he _— talked 
concerning Mr. Blaine and fast trains be- 
tween New-York and Chicago. Of Mr. Blaine he 
said; “Iam heartily in favor of Mr. Blaine’s 
nomination in 1888. His speech on the Irish 
auestion, in which I thoroughly coincide, was 


one of the ablest made in this country for many 
a day. As the foremost American, his ability to 
deal with the topics of the time, and to grasp 
with a strong hand the foreign issues which nuw 
press upon us, becomes hourly more manifest, 
and if the convention were to be held to-mor- 
row he would be nominated and thereafter 
elected with a rusb.” 

Asked if fast trains paid, Mr. Depew replied, 
“Notyet. We began by losing $300 on every 
fast train. We have never run one yet that 
paid. It would be impossible to get money 
enough out of a four-car fast train to make it 
pay. We lose money on every berth, every 
meal, every privilege we sell, but these peo- 
pie compel us to keep up the system, to 
increase our speed, and run palaces on wheels. 
Remember that every car on the fast 
trains costs about $15,000, enough to build a 
beauiful residence and furnish it throughout. 
Remember also that to run these traing 
larger and more powerful engines are re- 
quired, more employes, and watcbfuliness 
to insure safety, and more delay in other 
trains required to keep out of the way. 
In spite of all this 1 believe we are destined to 
run much faster trains yet, and to reduce the 
time between Chicayro and New-York beyond 
the limit of belief—say to 16 hours,"

A NOTED OUTLAW KILLED. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 3.—Last even- 
ing. 15 miles northwest of this city, two 
officers had a deadly encounter with Joe 
Brannon, a noted desperado, who died one 
hour after the fight. Brannon belonged 
to the band of outlaws, stage robbers, 
who murdered the late United States Marshal 
Hal Gosling on the cars near this city over a 


year ago. Brannon was on the train when the 
convicts opened fire on Gosling and his 
deputies, but it could not be proved that 
he did the shooting. His lawless acts would fill 
avolume. With a desperado named Pitts he 
robbed the Post Office at Double Horn, Burnet 
County, escaping to Missouri, his native State. 
He attempted to kill a man, was riddied by 
bullets, but to the surprise of his physician 
he recovered. Recently he returned to 
Texas, going to the ranch of his 
brother on the Leon. Deputy United 
States Marshal Williams and Ed Vandriper, 
hearing of Brannon’s presence in the vicinity, 
went out Friday to capture him, dead or alive. 
Knowing the character of the man, they con- 
cealed themselves in the thickets and 
awaited his coming. When Brannon ap- 
pered he was in his shirt sleeves, but wore 
his pistol belt. Vandriper ordered him to sur- 
render, when Brannon ran to the thicket and 
threw bimself on the ground. Ed Vandriper 
followed and was peering through the thicket 
when Brannon, who lay only a few feet dis- 
tant, sent a bullet past his temple, the powder 
burning Vandriper’s face. This began a 
fatal duel. Vandriper, stunned but not wound- 
ed, fellto the —— and opened on Brannon 
with his rifle. rannon crawled about 16 yards 
away. The bushes were dense. The ‘first shot 
struck Brannon’s right band, carrying the pistol 
fingersaway. The desperado, however, did not 
surrender, but shifted his revolver to the 
left hand, aud steacied it with the bleed- 
ing right. In this osition he fired 
four shots, and inflicted two flesh wounds, 
Vandriper now entered the thicket, and 
opened fire on Brannon, who had risen and was 
about to fire his last bullet, when he fell shot 
through the lungs. The desperado was con- 
scious to the last, and persistently refused to 
make disclosures inculpating other members of 
the gang, or tell whore they kept stolen horses.

FREDERICK NOURSE HEARD FROM. 


—_——.>———— 
A REPORT THAT THE MISSING TREASURER 
18 STILL ALIVE IN EUROPE. 

Frederick Nourse, the Treasurer of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, who 
mysteriously disappeared from an English hotel 
three or four months ago, has been found, so a 
dispatch received in Wall-street announced yes- 
terday. Mr. Nourse, whose office was in the 
Mills Building, and who was a well{known figure 
on Wall-street, complained about New Year’s 
that his health was seriously impaired, and the 
Directors of the company, recognizing his de- 


voted service through the several years of his 
engagement with their company, voted to give 
bim »@ Jeave of absence to enjoy a trip abroad. 

He sailed with friends for Liverpool, and was 
soon registered at a London hotel. His friends 
lost sight of him. He wrote two letters to his 
wife in this city, complaining that the trip had 
done him little good and fixing an early date for 
his return home. Then one night, after a few 
days spent at his hotel, he rang up the porter 
paid his bill, and ordered his luggage carried 
forthwith to a railway station. e was bound 
for Liverpoo!, on his way home, he said, and he 
climbed into a cab and was soon driven to catch 
a train. He was not seen again, so far as 
anybody in England could say, when detect- 
ives began to search forhim. His friends here 
were excited. His trunks sent to Liverpool lay 
there unclaimed. He was known to have had 
several hundred dollars in cash in his possession 
when be left New-York, and theories of mur- 
der for robbery’s sake were generally put for- 
ward to explain his disappearance. Pinkerton 
sent American officers over the water to search 
forthe missing man or his body. English de- 
tectives carried on the quest ail over Great 
Britain, and the Paris police helped on the 
search on the Continent. Nowhere was any clue 
to be found. It was a disappearance as utter as 
it was strange and startling. Neither the rivers, 
nor the morgues, nor the insane retreats gave 
up tbe face that was sought. 

William Endicott, Jr., of Boston, Nourse’s 
stepfather, sailed for Europe and the missing 
man’s wife went too. Sheis well to do finanolal- 
ly in her own right and he served as Treasurer 
of the Oregon Railway and Navigation Company 
not to gain a livelihood so much as to have some 
regular employment to engage his mind. Mr. 
Endicott is a man of large fortune and having 
extensive financial interests in the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation Company. Nourse was 
never known to dabble in Wall-street specula- 
tion. He was temperate and had no tastes, so 
far as any of his family or business triends 
knew, that involved heavy expenses, Finan- 
cial troubles were waived as wholly out 
of the question by friends when anybody inti- 
mated that possibly he had had good 
reasons for leaving the country for good. 
An informal examination of his books revealed 
no crookedness in the way in which he had 
handled the company’s financial accounts. Then 
the Auditor of the company was brought on 
from the West, and his investigation pave 
further assurances that nothing was wrong with 
Nourse so far as his duties and responsibilities as 
Treasurer had gone. Though his body could not 
be found, it was on all sides generally agreed 
thathbe had been foully dealt with. That he 
should willingiy seek to sacrifice his home, his 
wife and children, rich relatives, and good 
business standing was nowhere looked upon as 
aught but a theory ot a most foolish character. 
His wife was devoted to him. He had two in- 
teresting children. Motive for deserting them 
was something that nobody could satisfactorily 
evolve. 

Yet, if yesterday's dispatch from soston. which 
was somewhat vegue as to details, can be de- 
pended upon—and officers of the company ac- 
credit it—Mr. Nourse did have a motive for get- 
ting away from New-York, and did of his own 
free will, and by clever scheming seek to be 
mourned as dead in this land while he yet lived 
and enjoyed himself on the other side of the sea. 
His trunks went from London to Liverpool, and 
he himself went galloping after them from his 
London hotel—but not to the end of the route. 
It might have been a simple freak of his nature, 
this scheme for getting an American obituary a 
bit of pleasantry, a practical joke only. His 
wifeisin Europe. Explanations will be made 
to her probably before they come fully to people 
less conspicuously interested. 





A FORGER IN TROUBLE. 

Two of Pinkerton’s detectives arrived in 
this city yesterday in charge of Robert Bowman, 
alias J. C. Hogan, alias George Munroe, a noto- 
rious professional forger and member of the 
Wilkes-Elliott gang, whom they had arrested in 
Chicago on Tuesday on charges of having com- 
mitted forgeries on the First National Bank 


of Brandon, Vt.: the Vermont National Bank, 
the Rutland County National Bank, of Rutland, 
Vt., andthe Farmers and Mecbanics’ Bank, of 
Burlington, Vt. He had previously been ar- 
rested by Pinkerton’s detectives in Chicago 
while trying to collect, through the United 
States Express Company, a forged draft on tbe 
Charlies City National Bank, but as the evidence 
was weak he was discharged in order to be ar- 
rested on the Vermont charges, which was done 
as soon as he had stepped out of court. He was 
handcuffed, put into a carriage,and driven 16 
miles out of Chicago to the Illinois Central 
crossing, where he was placed on an east-bound 
train. 

Bowman has had an eventful career. Early 
in life be fell in with a gang of counterfeiters 
and assisted in disposing of the bad money. 
He afterward became acquainted with Aloxan- 
der McGregor and James Burnes, two notorious 
safe burglars who operated 20 yearsago in Cen- 
traland Western New-York and in the West- 
ern States. Upon the arrest of his associates 
Bowman joined Yost, another burgiar. In 1876 
he ran across William H. Lyman, an old fellow- 
prisoner, who induced him to go into the forgery 
ousiness. It was with Lyman that the forgeries 
in Vermont were committed.

‘DEAR FRIEND: I have received your favours 
of Oct. 18 and 80, lam obliged greatly to you 
and Mr. Rhoads for your friendly interposition 
in the affair of my Salary. As I made never any 
bargain with the House, I accept thankfully 
whatever they please to give me; and shall con- 
tinue toserve them as long asIcan afford to 
stay here. Perhaps it may be thought that 
my other agencies contribute more than 
sufficient for that purpose; but the Jersey 
allowance tho’ well paid is a very small one;

“Srr: The Marquis de La Fayette, a young 
Nobieman of great expectations and exceedingly 
beloved here, is by this time probably with you. 
By some misapprehension in his contract with 
the merchants of Bordeaux he was prevented 
from using the produce of the cargo he carried 
over, and so was left without a supply of money. 
His friends here have sent him over about £5\0 
Sterling, and have proposed sending him more; 
but on retlection, knowing the extreme ygene- 
rosity of his disposition, and fearing that some 
of his necessitous and artful Countrymen may 
impose on his goodness, they wish to put his 
money into the hands of some discreet friend, 
who may supply him from time to time, and by 
that means knowing his expenses may take occa- 
sion to advise him if necessary, with a friendly 
affection, and secure him from too much imposi- 
tion.

*“Tady Dowager Penn was here about the time 
of the treaty and made application to me with 
reat complaints, but [found she was not well 
nformed of thestate of her affairs, and could 
not ciearly show that she had suffered any in- 
jury from the Publick of Pennsylvania, what- 
ever she might from the Agents of the family. 
Her husband’s lands I understand were not con- 
fiscated as represented, but the Proprietary Gov- 
ernment falling with that of the Crown, the As- 
sembly took the opportunity of insisting upon 
justice insome points, which they could never 
obtain under that Government.

William 
Penu, the first Proprietor, father of Thom- 
as, the husband of the present Dowager, 
was a wise and good man, and as honest to the 
people as the extreme distress of his circum- 
stances would permit him to be, but the said 
Thomas was a miserable chur], always intent 
upon griping and saving; and whatever good 
the Father may have done for the Province was 
amply undone by the mischief received from the 
Son, who never did anything that had the ap- 
pearance of generosity or publk spirit but what 
was extorted from him by solicitation and the 
shame of backwardness in benefits evidently in- 
cumbent on him to promote, and which was 
done at last in the most ungracious manner pos- 
sible. The Lady’s complaints of not duly receiv- 
ing her revenues from America are habitual; they 
were the same during all the time of my lone 
residence in London, being then made by her 
husband as excuses for the meanness of his 
housekeeping and his deficiency in hospitality, 
though I knew at the same time that he was 
then in full receipt of vast sums annually by the 
sale of lands, interest of money, and guitrents. 
But probably he might conceal this from his 
Lady to induce greater economy, as it is known 
that he ordered no more of his income home 
than was absolutely necessary for his subsist- 
ence, but placed it at interest in Peunsylvania 
and the Jerseys, where he could have 6 and 7 per 
cent., while money bore no more than 6 per cent. 
in England, {f used often to hear of these com- 
plaints and laugh at them, perceiving clearly 
their motive.” 





WALT WHITMAN’S BIRTHDAY. 

From the Philadelphia Press, June 1. 
Walt Whitman, who was born May 31, 
1819, celebrated his sixty-seventh birthday yes- 
terday. There has been little change in the past 
year in the poet’s health and fortunes. He still 


lives cheaply and plainly in quiet Mickle-street, 
Camden, 1n his own plain little cottage, with no 
other companion than the young woman 
who is his housekeeper and cook. He con- 
tinues paralyzed and moves with difficulty, 
yet gets out for a drive every fair after- 
noon in the phaeton rig that was presented 
to him by friends. His mind is unimpaired 
and his spirits are good. This Spring he has 
delivered his lecture on Lincoln four times, 
the Philade|phia delivery, on April 15, netting 
him $700. During the past two years ‘* Leaves 
ot Grass” and “Specimen Days” have had a very 
small sale in America, where his royalties for 
that time have been hardly $100 for both vol- 
umes. Some friendsin Great Britain, however, 
have presented him with a handsome sum in 
money. Every successive season adds to the 
poet's physical disabilities. Though he himself 
considers death not far off, he fully retains his 
light-heartedness and 1s without complaint or 
fault-finding. He contemplates sending out, 
under the title of “* November Boughs,” a new 
book quite soon. Jt will comprise a number of 
poems and several prose articies,

WABASH ROAD FINANCES. 

James IF. Joy, T. H. Hubbard, Edgar T. 
Welles, and O. D. Ashley, Purchasing Commit- 
tee of the Wabash Railroad, issued a circular 
yesterday that will have much interest. to the 
holders of the bonds of the main lines of the 
Wabash system east of the Mississippi, including 
the Chicago Division. The circular covers 18 
pages. Briefly it shows that by comparison with 
the St. Paul Road Wabash’s poverty is the out- 
come of jow rates. St. Paul has been receiv- 
ing on freight an average of 1.39 cents 
per ton per mile, while Wabash has 
got only .9 cent per ton a_ mile. 
Wabash did more business than St. Paul, but 
earned $4,385,747 less. 
$4,000,000 and a car trust debt of $3,196,000. 
pay the floating debt is an absolute necessity,” 
say the committee. The total deficit on all 
interest last year was $1,749,706, including past 
due coupons. In view of taese things the com- 
mittee recommends: 

eduction of interest to 5 ner cent. on all bonds east 


of the Mississippi Kiver, or $22,519,675. 

Overdue coupons on these bonds to be funded in 
three series, bearing 5 per cent. interest. 

Bonds of Chicago Division to tund coupons, includ- 
ing Jan, 1, 1887, 

The principal of these bonds to be extended 40 years. 

All bonda, except firsts and seconds, to waive fore- 
closure rights until after three years of consecutive 
default. 

This plan would reduce fixed charges to $2,270,- 
509 and full charges to $2,600,000. In 1887 inter- 
est charges would be $2,158,009, and net earnings 
are estimated for 1886 at $2,389,809. The co- 
operation of bondholders is asked by the com- 
mittee, who have opened books in this city for 
the signatures of assenting parties in interest. 


ONTARIO AND WESTERN. 

The New-York, Ontario and Western 
Road is showing a good deal of enterprise under 
its new management. Announcement was made 
in Wall-street yesterday that the company had 
just entered into an agreement with the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal Company by which the 


Ontario and Western will operate the Utica, 
Clinton and Binghamton and the Rome and 
Clinton Railroads for 380 years. The operation is 
to be upon a percentage basis. and the transpor- 
tation of 150,000 tons of coal at lcent per ton a 
mile is guaranteed the Ontario Company, which 
now holds good entrances into Utica, Rome, 
and Clinton, with connections with the Utica 
and Black River and the Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg Railroads. The Ontario system 
will be connected with! these lines by bridges 
crossing the New-York Central and West Shore 
tracks above grade. 

President Fowler, of the Ontario and Western, 
said yesterday that the newly acquired proper- 
ties are in perfect condition, the track having 
recently been laid with new 64-pound steel rails, 
with other additions and improvements. The 
last of the new steel rails are now being put 
down in the track of the Ontario and Western, 
and within a few days the main line will be en- 
tirely laid with steel,

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Cc. P. Huntington, as President of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, issued an official 
circular yesterday announcing that John Muir 
has been appointed General Traffic Manager of 
that road, with an office at No. 839 Broadway, in 
this city. 

President Gowen, of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Road, emphatically denies the re- 
port printed yesterday representing that he was 
losing support in his plan of opposition to the 
Drexel-Morgan fifteen-million-dollar syndicate 


reorganization scheme. ‘**My support,” he said, 
“is larger than ever. There is no possible danger 
of foreclosure under the Robinson suit, and any 
action by general mortgage holders is immate- 
rial, as the company’s plan provides for retiring 
all general mortgage bonds, not accepting new 
securities.” 

An officer of the Chicago and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company said yesterday that if, as now ap- 
peared probable, that road should join the pool 
it would be on the terms which the Cbicago and 
Atlantic bas all along insisted upon. Those 
terms are that the trunk lines shall assume all 
the outstanding cut-rate contracts which have 
been made by the Chicago and Atlantic with the 
Wabash and other roads. A meeting is to be 
held in Wall-street on Monday to discuss cer- 
tain new plans for an alliance between the Chi- 
cago and Atlantic and the trunk lines, but 
President Benedict is quoted as fixed in his de- 
termination to stand by his original demands, 
His road’s entry into the pool on such condi- 
tions would not help the trunk lines much. The 
cut-rate contracts cover a great deal of business 
and extend over a long time. 

The drop in the price of steel rails is reported 
to have become more pronounced within the 
week psst. English rails are offered here much 
below the American manufacturers’ pool price, 
the British combination of railmakers_baving 
‘ona to pieces, The Southern Pacific Railroad 

ompany are reported to have closed a contract 
this week for a large quantity of foreign rails to 
be delivered at New-Orleans forthwith, free of 
all charges, either of duty or freight, at $89 a 
ton. The duty amounts to $17, leaving $22 as 
the net price of the rails, with freight included. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., June 3.—A charter 
was issued at the State Department to-day to 
the Nescopeck Railroad Company, a twelve-mile 
affair in Luzerne County, with a capital stock 
of $1,850,000, and officered by Pennsylvania Rail- 
road men. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 3.—The Paines- 
ville and Youngstown Railroad was sold to-day 
at Painesville, Ohio, by Master Commissioner 
Ralph K. Page for $400,000. The property was 
bid in by J. B. Burrows, of Painesville, tor 
Lewis H. Gunther, of New-York. The property 
was appraised at $480,000. The gauge of the 
road will be widened to standard width and op- 
erated by a new company as the Pittsburg, 
Painesville and Fairport Railroad. 


Boston, June 3.—The stockholders of 
the Vermont and Massachusetts Railroad yes- 
terday elected the following Board of Directors:

THE CABLE RATE WAR. 


AN ANSWER TO MISSTATEMENTS OF ‘‘CON- 


CLUSIVE FACTS,” 
To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

A correspondent of an evening paper 
who signs himself ** Fairplay” has come for- 
ward in a long letter, under the somewhat 
strange heading of “Conclusive Facts,” to 
demonstrate the utter “‘absurdity” and “ riaic- 
ulousness” of the “racket” made about the 
Commercial Cable. I regret that I feel it incum- 
bent on me (having, as it were, my hands in this 
cable fight) to strip these so-called * conclusive 
facts” of their gaudy. or rather gauzy, dresses, 
and show them up in their natural state. “ Fair- 
play” is evidently well informed about cable 
matters in general and this pool cable fight in 
Particular. The only trouble is that ‘ Fair- 
play,” having a bad case, omits in his “con- 
clusive facts” statements that would be very 
essential, and makes essential statements 
that are, unfortunately, not convincing. 
“Fairplay” opens his letter with much indig- 
nation that the pooled cable monopolies should 
have been styled “ unscrupulou;,” “ grasping,” 
“tyrant monopolies,” and very feelingly re- 
minds an ungrateful public ofsboth hemispheres 
of the hardships, misfortunes, and struggles the 
originators of cable communication of 30 years 
ago had to contend with. Now, in justice to 
‘ Fairplay” let me say that, as farasI am indi- 
vidually concerned, I said in my first letter that 
the edifice of the greatest invention of the nine- 
teenth century was only then crowned when the 
cable was successfully laid between the two 
hemispheres. Therefore all honor to the ener- 
getic men who persevered in this great under- 
taking of 30 yearsago. Their memory ourht to 
be perpetuated, and, like the still greater Mr. 
Morse, they may fairly expect a monument in 
Central Park. ut it would be rather unbusi- 
nesslike to pay, say, $5 or $1 a word for tele- 
eraphing after the lapse of 30 years because, as 
** Fairplay” states it: 

“I pass over their long and painful struggles during 
many, many years, and the rebuffs received from 


captitalists on both sides of the Atlantic—their being 
regarded as visionaries.” 


Such is the fate of most great men. Colum- 
bus was rebuffed. Dr. Johnson was rebuffed 
when he labored on his famous dictionary. The 
world is full of rebuffs, it is the common lot of 
truly great men; nevertheless they all get monu- 
ments at last. Let that be a consolation to the 
pioneers of cable telegraphy. But let us come 
to something more substantial. After losing a 
cable and laying another in 1885, and still 
another in 1866, ** Fairplay” goes into cable his- 
tory thus: 

“Then commenced the career of the ‘tyrant’ mo- 
nopoly, the Anglo-American Cable Company. It began 
by charging $100 for 20 w: rds, but it gradually reduced 
the tariff. When monopoly No. 2, the Direct Upitea 
States Cable Company. came into existence, the Angio 
Company were charging but $1 per word. The Direct 
Company commenced business at 75 cents a word; 
brisk competition anteceded a common-purse arrange- 
ment, but the rates never went to $l a word; they re- 
mained at 75 cents. ‘nus monopoly No.2 gave the 
bublic a permanent reduction of £5 cents a word. 
hive yeurs later, monopoly ‘No. 8—the French Cabie 
Company—commenced business at 50 cents a word, 
und afterrunning for some time on its own account it 
entered a joint-purse arrangement with the two be- 
fore-mentioned companies on a fifty-cents-per-word 
basis. Thus the French Company was instrumental in 
giving the publica further twenty-tive-cents-a-word re- 
duction; nor did the united cowipantes ever seek to go 
back to a higher tariff. A couple of years later Amert- 
can capitalists, not wishing to bave the Atlantic alto- 
gether under the contro! of foreign companies, laid 
two cables, now called the Gould cables. These cabies 
were soon leased to the Western Union ‘l'elegraph 
Company, but the gentlemen whw promoted them saw 
there was po room for a further reduction of tartff, 
and so they wisely accepted their share of the tratlio 
receipts at the fifty-cent rate.”’ 

Now, l respectfully cali “ Fairplay’s” attention 
to a little omission in the above. There isa 
** missing link’ wanting—namely, there was dur- 
ing part of the above period as fierce a fight at 
12 cents a word as there is at this very moment. 
Why, then, does * Fairplay” omit to mention it? 
Is it not a fact that only after the fierce twelve- 
cents-per-word fight the four cable companies 
pooled and charged 50 cents a word instead of 12 
cents? In 1875, from the lst of May to Sept. 14, 
the price of cabling was 2s. a word and went 
down to Is. a word, yet in October it was raised 
to 4s.,or $1,a word. In 1877 it was 3s. a word, 
and in April, 1877, ls. a word; but from May, 
1877, to January, 1880, a period of 1,006 duys, 
it was raised to 75 cents, or &8s., a word. 
After that it was often 2s., ls. 6d., and 
6d. a word, until the real pooling got 
into operation at 2s a word. Of course 
such a statement would have spoiled the asser- 
tion that the cable companies never went back 
to a higher tariff, and as it is a notorious fact 
that the proposal by the pooled cables to the Com- 
mercial Company was for 60 cents a word when 
their tariff was only 40 cents, ** Fairplay” cannot 
complain if the nlea that the pooled companies 
(unlixe the development of the species) never yo 
higher, but always iower, cannot be received 
with absolute credence. Isis not my purpose 
to-day to go into that patriotic allusion of 
* Fairplay,” ‘* That American capitalists not 
wishing to have the Atlantic altogether under 
the control of foreign companies, laid two ca- 
bles, now calied the Gould capies.” In good 
time I shall “ grappie” these so-called Gould 
cables and show them up asthey deserve. At 
present I will only give my attention to the 
points that ** Fairplay” tries to make. “ Fair- 
play”’ cries out with much warmth: 

“ Wasa fifty-cent tariff the tariifof an ‘unscrupulous, 
grasping, tyrant monopoly ?’ A schoolboy jess learned 
than Muacaulay’s can readily see for himself, Leav- 
ing out of sight all eccidents and ill luck, a Company 
ounnot lay one cable, equip stutions, and make every 
peor for working for less than $6,000,000. Then, 

efore its stockholders can get anything, it must 6arn 
and lay aside about $800,000 
penses and renewal fund.” 

Here I must take strong exception. The cost 
of $5,000,000 at present fora single cable is simply 
a great exaggeration. I will give the exact 
words of Lord Monck on the cost of the cable 
laid in 1880: 

“"The fact is,’’ said Lord Monck at the last annual 
meeting. ** that the last cable we laid cost us in money 
£430,000, but in addition to that we had the shore ends 
of the old cable to make use of; and | should think [ 
am within the mark when I say that those shore ends, 
if we had had to replace them, w mid probably have 
brought up the cost to £500,000, that is really the 
cost of a cable according to the most recent experience 
we have had.” 

Of course there is the equipping of stations, 
&c., but surely if toe equipment of the stations 
should cost as much as the cables then the 
Anglo-American would have had to spend on ita 
four cables $10,000,000; and it may be questioned 
whether the expenditure was $2,000,000. Now, 
£500,000, as Lord Monck hasit, with perhaps, say, 
an additional £100,000 for its portion of all equip- 
ments, which in ail would be £600,000, or $3,000,- 
000, is quite a different thing to $5,000,000, and 
most effectually knocks the whole arithmetical 
edifice down, like a card house, and it is this 
very exaggeration which is the chef centre 
of the whole question. But suppose we take 
Mi io ery & single cable “all 
complete” — stations, equipments, &c. — costs 

5,000,000, why, then, do we find the virtuous An- 
glo-American Company with its four cables 
capitalized at $35,000,000? And the * Gould ca- 
bles,”’ as he calls them, $14,000,000 for two cables? 
And the French singie cable more than $8,000,000? 
And last, not least, the Direct Cable $6,500,000? 
It is very unfortunate that the only defender or 
the pooled cables on this side of the ocean is 
obliged in his unsophisticated manner to furnish 
to the opponents a strong demonstration of how 
much these old cables are watered. “ Fairplay” 
uses a Curious argument. Hesays: 

“ Owing to the difference in time between the two 
continents the working day is greatly abridged. When 
the London merchant takes hid seat in his office at 1U 
o’clock in the morning his New-York brother is atill, 
andfor twoor three heurs longer, comfortably en- 
sconced between the sheets. He muy seud a message 
to New-York, a prompt reply to which would cause 
him to send another. He must, however, wait for the 
sun to travel westward, und by the time it is 10 o’clock 
in New-York itis %inthe afternoon in London. fn 
like manner if the New-York merchant waits to take 
luncheon before telegraphing h.s j.ondon confrére, he 
will have to walt until the foliowing day for a reply; 
the London gentleman will bave gone Tome to dine 
with Mrs. Merchant and the budding future monarchs 
of Mincing-lane. ‘I'nus it will be seen the cable day is 
ashort one of threg or four hours.” 

This is really very amusing and entertaining, 
but is only a gauzy dress. We mightas well find 
fault that there is Winter in Australia when we 
have Summer here. It must be obvious that 
there is a certain amount of business to be done 
during the year by cable between the two hem- 
ispheres, and whether the cable day is short three 
or four bours cannot possibly alter the annual 
business. Why is not this argument used as well 
between New-York and San Francisco and vice 
versa? Surely there ig nothing in this. But 
** Fairplay” uses an argument which to him is 
perfectly conclusive. He says: “The fact is, 
there was no commercial necessity for the 
Mackay-Bennett cable. The public was well 
and efficiently served at a cheap rate by the oid 
companies.” Ah! Tnisis the rub, Well, then, 

have no doubt that the public was 
well and efficientiy served by the old cables, 
But there is no denying the fact that this so- 
cailed Commercial Cable is an improvement on 
the '* well und efficient” service ot the old pooled 
cables. As for there not being a commercial 
necessity for another cable, surely * Fairplay” 
may with more justice Compiain that there is no 
necessity for another newspaper, or for an- 
other line of steamers, Or any other great enter- 
prise. Now there would have been no necessity 
for another cabie service if the pow four 
pooled cables had remained iour _in- 
dependent, seif-relying companies, and had 
transacted their business independently. But 
the moment these four companies pooled 
their earnings, it was simply a single-pooled 
monopoly against the public, and the public was 
at the mercy of the gigantic pool of eight cables, 
who for purvosea of their own capitalized their 
stock to $63,500,000, which in reality can be re- 
placed for less than $30,000,000. And it is for the 
public to judge whether or not, under these cir- 
cumstances, there was or was not a necessity tor 
one independent company, who thus far sternly 
refuses to join a pool of “addition, division, and 
silence.” 

In conclusion I will merely say that ‘* Fair- 
play” has under the circumstances made quite 
an amusing diversion in his letter on this now 
very important question, and if his arguments 
were only as sound as his diversion 1s amusing 
his letter would indeed be to some purpose. As 
it is, the public has only to decide whether by 
upholding the only independent company _it has 
the assurance that cabling will not be higher 
than 40 cents a word, and may in time go lower, 
or by lending a hand tothe pooled ee te 
in crushing out this independent company it is 
only helping that pooled monopoly to raise the 
price of cabling to 60cents per word. That, and 
that alone, is the whole question in a nutshell.

The German bakers who make Bohemian 
bread for Mrs. Landgraf do not speak English 
very fluently, but they have learned one word 
Perfectly, and that is “scab.” Last evening 
they were gathered about the door of the bakery 
quietly smoking their pipes before going ta 
work when two young fellows passed on the oth- 
er side of the street. They stopped and looked 
at the white-capped and white-coated bakers, 
and then, having evidently decided that they 
were not very courageous, pointed at them and 
shouted “Scabs!” In all, Second-street thera 
were not two more astonished and disgusted 
young men than those two were a moment later. 
One of the bakers dropped his pipe, shot across 
the street before the young fellows had a chance 
to run, and tumbled them both into the gutter. 


Mrs. Landgraf was an interested spectator of 
the scene,and when it was over praised her 
baker for his bravery. 

Mrs. Landgraf’s eyes were red with weeping 
last night. She has fought the pboycotterg 
courageously thus far, Dyt is almost convinced 
that it is useless to continue the battle. Since 
she has been under boycott her counter trade 
has never amounted to more than $5 a day and 
often has been less than $3. It is only 
through the help of anti-boycotting sym- 
pathizers that she has been enabled ta 
hold out so long, and on _ them _ she 
tbinks she cannot always depend for support. 
She dislikes to surrender, but has nearly de- 
c:ded that the only chance left for her to make 
a living is to start insome other business in an« 
other part of the city. Of one thing she is sure— 
that her new store, if she should get one, will be 
as far as possible from Bohemians of the sort 
who are now her neighbors. 

Mrs. Landgraf received some proofs yesterday 
that the public bad not forgotten her. A lady 
lett in the morning $2 for 10 cents’ worth of 
cakes, and a man made her a present of $1. Then 
$5 from “ E. W.,” wno had contributed twice 
before, raised the amount from anti-boycotters 
to $8. About $4.was taken over the counter. 

EK. W.'s” gift, which was sent through THH 
TIMES, Was accompanied by the following letter: 
To the Editor of the New-York Times - 

I see by your paper of this day that Mrs. Landgraf 

&s been compeiled to sell one of ber wagons to pay 
herrent. As I understand her case her shop trade has 
tallen off from about $17 to $5 or less 4 day. and her 
grocer trade is entirely withdrawn.

SANDUSKY, Ohio, June 3.—The last few 
days have brought to light official misconduct 
on the part of John Holahan, which to-night 
culminated in the Journal, the Democratic or- 
gan for this Congressional district, demanding 
his immediate resignation.

This led to a 
general investigation, when it was found that he 
had been practicing the game frequently and 
that persons, aged and‘feeble, who had but littte 
property, had been urged to deed their property 
to Holahan on promise of good quarters in 
the poorbouse. This is now followed by cbarges 
from tradesmen who furnished supplies that he 
caused a portion of the purchases for the poor- 
house to be sent to his residence. Several in- 
mates of the infirmary and helpless widows in 
the city, dependent on public aid, charge the 
ea nyse Startling frauds are found 
n the management of the poorhouse. The af- 
fair creates a profound sensation and promises 
to be but the beginning of an exposure that will 
shake the oity and county.

The crowd at Jerome Park yesterday 
was not large. The programme gave promise of 
fine sport, but the heavy rain in the early hours 
of the morning, however, made the track very 
heavy. Consequently some of the owners re- 
fused to start their horses, and the fields were 
much reduced. But the day was not without 
Incident. An unfortunate policeman created 
pomewhat of a diversion by stumbling on the 
edge of the water basin of the fountain in front 
of the grand stand, and falling into the water. 
He received a good wetting, and the spectators 
Jaughed heartily at his discomfiture. 

The steeplechase caused a wave of excitement 
pnd its impotent conclusion only added to the 
oft-expressed opinion of the best class of race- 
goers that these races should be eliminated 
from the programmes of all associations. The 
fact cannot be denied that the majority of the 
£0-Called steepicchases are settled beforehand 
without something unexpectedly happens, and 
even the bookmakers want as little to do with 
them as possible. The Coney Island Jockey 
Club found this out last year and will have no 
more ot them. The steeplechase yesterday was 
a farce, as will be seen by the details, and while 
the judges were deliberating upon their course 


of action,a crowd of bellowing idiots demanded 
decisions in accordance with the way :n which 
their money was bet. Some shouted for Jim 
McGowan, others for Abranam, and still others 
to deciare the race and bets off. The judges in 
their wisdom Gisqualified Jim McGowan for 
foul riding, and suspended Walker, his rider, for 
the remainder of the season and gave Abraham 
the race. They did not placea second horse, 
and Mesers Withers and sfonson left the stand. 
There was another howl about the place bets, 
and as Mr. Galway was the only judge remain- 
ing he was appealed to and decided that, while 
the bookmakers should pay piace bets on Abra- 
ham, they should refund the money bet on the 
the otber borses for place. This capped the 
climax, for the pookmuakers were losers both 
ways, and some of them refused to pay until 
the matter was fully considered by the other 
judges, There was thus a general tangle and 
yuuch recrimination over a style of race tbat 
phould not be tolerated by an organization like 
the American Jockey Club. They should be 
consigned to special meetings like those at Ce- 
carhurst and Meadowbrook. 

Several horses were scratched on account of 
the heavy track, and a notabie absentee was the 
Mimicoit from the Westchester Handicap, but 
there was a fine field of starters. Maumee’s 
victory in it wasachievea by unflinching game- 
ness, as she ran in front from start to finish and 
fought of all opposition. The scratching of 
Royal Arch, the Sultana colt, and Rowland 
from the mile handicap left a void in the secona 
{mportant race of tbe day, and Dry Monopole 
won from end to end. Queen Elizabeth, with 5 
20unds allowance, won the 2-year-old race and 
Phil Lewis the selling race after the withdrawal 
pt Wanderment and Albia. As the Members’ 
Cup did not fillthere were only five races, and 
the sport endedin good season.

SUCCEEDED IN KILLING HIMSELF. 


BUT FAILED TO MURDER HIS INTENDED 
VICTIM. 

OwxzGo, N. Y¥., June 8—Another at- 
tempted murder and suicide was to-day recorded 
on the pages of Tioga County's history. About 
five miles southwest of Owego; and near the 
borders of Pennsylvania, is a quiet and prosper- 
ous little settlement called Sulphur Springs. 
The place is sometimes called Waite Settlement, 
for the regson that most of the prosperous farms 
are Owned by descendants of Pioneer Waite, 
who settied there many years ago, On one of 


these farms, which is about two miles from 
where} the triple murder by Norman Louns- 
berry occurred less than a month ago, 
lived Austin Waite, his wife, and a 
lad named Andrew H. Dunham, aged 10 
years, wno had worked for Waite several 
years, and who was well thought of but not con- 
sidered very bright, This morning Waite came 
to Owego, and Dunham went into the fleld to 
work about 9 o'clock, but. returned in half an 
hour, telling Mrs. Waite that the sheep had got- 
ten out. Mrs. Waite was washing dishes in the 
kitchen, but went out into the yard to look 
after the sheep. Dunham went into a bedroom, 
got a small target rifle, and loaded it with a 
cartridge of 22 callibre. He then went out, and, 
standing on the stoop, fired at Mrs. Waite, 
whose back was turned toward him, the shot 
striking the top of her bead and inflicting a 
bad but not dangerous scalp wound. 

Mrs. Waite fell forward unconscious, the blood 
streaming trom the wound. Young Junham, 
seeing her fall, thought she was killed. He went 
back into the house, reloaded his rifle, and 
placing the muzzle under his right ear fired, the 
shot passing through the base of his brain _ and 
killing him almost instantly. When Mrs. Waite 
recovered consciousness she ran to a neighbor 
pamed Van Atta, about a quarter of a mile 
away, and another neighbor went to Owego for 
Waite, who was soon found, and, in company 
with Dr, Pearsall and Coroner Barrett, hastened 
to the seene of the tragedy. Nocause whatever 
can be assigned for the rash act other than that 
Dunham had brooded over the Lounsberry 
tragedy and wished to pose asa hero and martyr. 
Coroner Barrett took a jury from here, who 
viewed the remains and rendered a verdict in 
accordance with the above facts. 





PUGILIST ROOKE SENT TO JAIL, 


Newsoure, N. Y., June 3.—George 
Rooke, the pugilist. who returned to his New- 
burg bome three weeks ago froma rather un- 
successful Western trip, was charged in the 
Recorder’s Court here this afternoon by Miss 
Helena Corbin with threatening to do his wife 
bodily harm. The complainant, who resides in 


the house with the Rooke family, testifled that 
he had frequently in jealous fits struck his wife, 
Mrs. ooke, a timid, shrinking, Te pe ocie 
woman, testified that her husband had struck 
her only once, and pvetween her sobs stated that 
she dia not wish to see ber husband punished, as 
he said things when excited that he did not 
mean. Annie Rooke, the daughter of the 
pugilist, testified that her father was foolishly 
jealous of her mother and often struck the lat- 
ter. Rooke appeared despondent, and, denying 
the charge, stated that he did not care what was 
done with him. Recorder Waring sent the pris- 
ener tothe Newburg Jail in default of his fur- 
nishing bonds to keep the peace tothe amount 
of $200. Rooke was before the Newburg Ke- 
corder on a similar charge some months ago, and 
he was warned that punishment would foliow 
another offense of the kind. Heis 47 years old, 
and is evidently broken down in pocket and 
spirit, 





1WO ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE. 

ScvpENECTADY, N. Y., June 8.—Yesterday 
morning Frederick Reaber, aged 55, an ex-Alder- 
man, and now local agent for Swift’s Chicago 
dressed beef, procured 10 cents worth of strych- 
nine, went into his barn, and swallowed it. 
Violent vomiting ensued, and no fatal effects 
followed. He lay in agony until noon, and then 
he shot himself near the heart with a 22-calibre 
revolver. At evening his family, alarmed at his 
continued absence, searched for him,and he 
was foundinthe hay loft unconscious. Med- 
ical aid was summoned, ard it was found that the 
bali had penetrated the left lung. The ball was 
not probed for, as bis condition did not warrant 
it. It is supposed that there is a shortage in 
Reaber’s accounts with tne firm, caused by his 
selling largely on credit, which was in violation 
of the condition imposed upon him. As he had 
always borne a reputation for most scrupulous 
integrity it is thought this so preyed on his mind 
that he became temporarily insane. John Gar- 
side, of Cohoes, under whose management Kea- 
ber did business, cannot yet tell what the short- 
age amounts to. He was in good spirits in the 
morning, and left his family, saying he was go- 
ing to Troy, probably to die. 





FUNERAL OF A CLERGYMAN. 

NEwBuRG, N. Y., June 3.—The funeral of 
the Rev. William D. Snodgrass, D. D., for 86 
years Pastor of the Goshen Presbyterian Church, 
took place yesterday afternoon. The Trustees 
and session of the church acted as bearers’ 
escort, The church was filled to overflowing, 
among the number present being 35 ministers of 
this and other States. The exercises consisted of 
Scriptural reading by the Rey. R. B. Clark, Pas- 
tor of the church; prayer by the Rev. F. A. 
Crane, Goshen, and a sermon by the Rey. Slater 
C. Hepburn, Hamptonburg. At the close of the 
sermon a selection from Scripture was read by 
the Rev. T. Lamont, of Newburg, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. Prayer was offered by 
the Rev. J. D. Paxton, of the Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary, followed bya fine tribute to 
the memory and Christian merits of the aged de- 
parted clergyman by the Rev. Dr. McGill, of 
Princeton. Out of respect to the memory of 
the deceased clergyman business was entirel? 
suspended at Goshen during tne ohsequies, The 
interment took place in Slate Hill Cemetery. 





A COAL THIN F CONVICTED. 

Nerew-HaveEn, Conn., June 3.—In Strat- 
ford to-day Justice Morehouse presided at.the 
trial of Patrick Dillon, Captain of the barge W. 
E. Berwid, who was charged with being con- 
cerned in a wholesale system of robbing loaded 
coal barges. He was detected in the act of dis- 
posing of coal to Stratford parties by Postmaster 
Clark, of Birmingham, who was working up 
the case in the disguise of a fisherman. At to- 
day's trial James McTaggart, a _ fisherman; 
Hiram Shepard,aclam digger: H. T. Shepard, 
his father, and W. L. Fields, all testified to get- 
ting coal of Dillon and paying for it with whisky 
and money. It seemed to be a common practice 
in Stratford. Dillon was fined $7 and costs, and 
given 80 days in jail on fourcounts. Itis said 
that 20 more residents of Stratford are impli- 
eated in the swindle, and that the robbing of 
coal barges isa common practice all along the 
Soundshore. The Captains of barges sell the 
coal forasong to confederates, who,in turn, 
sell it to parties On shore, and, as but a few tons 
are taken from each bargeload, the thieves have 
a good chance to escape notice, 


THE PALESTINE EXPLOSION. 
PALESTINE, Texas, June!3.—An examina- 
tion of the results of Monday's explosion in the 
roundbouse of the International and Great 
Northern Railway shops shows the damage to 
property to have been much greater than at first 
supposed. Experts estimate that the loss to the 


company will reach $100,000. Five locomotives 
standing in the vicinity of the exploded engine 
are very badly damaged. One locomotive on 
the same track was driven half way through the 
east side of the roundhouse, The shock of the 
explosion was so great that 80 men among the 
workmen in the shops were 80 violently thrown 
to the ground that they are unable to work to- 
day. Nearly all of them are suffering from pains 
in the head, and are partially deat. Engineers 
Goodrich, Gibson, Molter, Healy, and Dickerson 
are all resting easy to-night, but their condi- 
tion is critical, Pieces of boiler and machinery 
were picked up yesterday over 300 yards from the 
scene. The Coroner’s investigation has resulted 
inno explanation as to the causes leading to 
the explosion. 








KILLED WHILE RESISTING ARREST. 

Fort WortTH, Texas, June 3.—James 
Sinclair was killed near Vineyard City, Jack 
County, Monday, while resisting arrest. Sin- 
clair was sentenced to the penitentiary for five 
years for horse stealing. He had served four 
and a half years of his time, and had been made 
trusty when he ran off with a mule and Win- 
chester rifle belonging to the prison, f£. G, W. 
Garrison, a Deputy Sheriff of ~s . ¥ County, 
and James Zeller,a constable of Wise County, 
made the arrest. Sinclair was found in the 
mountains, When told to throw up his bands 
he shot ahole through Garrison’s hat with the 
rifle. His next shot tore offthe crown of Zeller's 
bat. The officers fired eight shots, all taking 
effect and killing Sinclair instantly. 


GREEK LETTER FRATERNITIBS. 

Burraro, N. Y., June .8—Judge Tour- 
gée’s suggestion that the Greek letter college 
fraternities hold aconvention at Chautauqua 
this Summer received a severe set-back Tuesday 
night at a meeting of the fraternity men here 
who first took up the idea, It was resolved that 
it was the sense of the meeting that such a con- 
vention to beheld at Chautauqua was imprac- 
ticable. Jt was the Chautauqua idea which 
met with the most decided opposition, It wag 
suggested that a University Club similar to the 
one in New-York be formed, and this may be 
acted on later.

LANCASTER, Penn., June 3.—The trial of 
Dr. I. N. Lightner, a well known physician of 
Epbrata, charged with criminally assaulting 
Amelia H. Emmert, a young patient, while

Miss Emmert swore 
that Dr. Lightoer assaulted her ana he swore 
that he did not. The cause was given to the jury 
yesterday and after ap absence of more than 
an hour they found a verdict of not guilty.

TWO TRADE SALES AT WHICH VERY SATIS- 
FACTORY PRICES WERK OBTAINED. 

The peremptory trade sale of carpets, 
rugs, and mats which was begun at the stores of 
Wilmerding, Hoguet & Co.,on White-street, on 
Wednesday morning is the largest sale of the 
kind which has yet taken piace in this coun- 
try. The sale was continued yesterday and 
will probably be concluded to-day. It 


was made by order of the Alexander 
Smith & Sons Carpet Company, of Yonkers. 
Every well known house dealing in carpets, not 
only in New-York, but in every other large city 
in this part of the country, is represented. The 
carpets offered were 400 nie of Axminster, 
500 pieces of extra Gobelin, 2,500 pieces of 
moquette, 300 pieces of extra quality velvet, 
. fe pieces of tapestry carpeting, among which 
wasa quantity of extra 10-wire quality; 1,000 
double-taced Salonica rugs, 12,500 tapestry rugs, 
and 11,000 tapestry mats. 

It was not thought that the goods wquid bring 
the market value, 4 oy were sold at much 
higher rates than W. & J. Sloane, the selling 
agents, had anticipated. The large auction room 
of ~~ peener Hoguet & Co. was crowded with 
members of the trade yesterday. The bidding at 
times was very brisk. Upto yesterday afternoon 
the average price received per yard for the 
carpets was 95 cents. This was considered very 
good, although not up to the market price. Ex- 

rienced buyers stated that the prices paid at 

he sale on Wednesday and yesterday indicated 
that there was much strength in the market. 
The prices paid for the various kinds of goods 
varied aceording to their grades. Some extra 
momar sold during the afternoon for $1 89 a 
yard, while another lot brought $1 20. 

The sale of 1,852 ee of American silks, the 
property of the Phoenix Manufacturing Com- 

any, took place inthe auction salesrooms at 

0. 364 Broadway yesterday. Nearly all the 
prominent dealers in dry goods, both wholegale 
and retail, in this city and its vicinity were pres- 
ent, and some lively bidding was indulged 
in, The prices,on the whole, were very good, 
and some lots realized as much as they 
would at a private sale. The sale began 
with plain black satin brocades. They ranged 
from 62% to 66 cents per yard. There wera 
136 lots of these goods sold. Fifteen lotsof 24- 
inch black satin brocades brought trom 7 to 734% 
cents, Gros grains of the Adelaide brand were 
sold from 78 to 82 cents, <A large quantity of 
heavy colored Surgh silks brought all the way 
from 61 to 67 cents. Black gros grains were firm 
at 8 cents. One lot, however, brought 89 cents. 
The plain grevadines all brought 60 cents, while 
the 24-inch goods of this material ranged from 68 
to 6914 cents. Figured grenadines sold from 65 
to 70 cents. The bidding on the colored satin 
rhadames was very lively, the prices ranging 
all the way from 84 cents to $1 05.

NOT A BRIBE, BUT COMPENSATION. 
Drs Mornes, Iowa, June 3.—In the im- 
peachment court to-day Jacob Rich testified to 
efforts made to bring abouta settlement of the 
difficulty between Auditor Brown and Gov. 


Sherman in March, 1885, just before Brown was 
put out of office. He testified that at the re- 
quest of Mr. James 8. Clarkson he tried to ob- 
tain from Sherman a statement of what he 
wanted Brown to doin order to be restored to 
office, and that both his (Rich's) and Mr. Clark- 
son’s efforts to bring about a settlement haa 
failed. The President and bookkeeper of the 
Waverly Bank were then examined. They tes- 
tiflea to the fact of asbortage in thefunds of 
the bank amounting to from $50,000 to $70,000 
at the time Brown examined the bank. They 
also testified to Brown receiving a roll of billg 
amounting to $100 after he had examined the 
bank, The President, when cross-examined, 
said this money was not given to Brown as a 
bribe, but as compensation for his services in 
making the examination.

WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING

THE FISHERIES QUESTION AND 
THE LAND GRANT TAX. 
A DEBATE ON THE SEIZURE OF AMERICAN 
VESSELS IN THE SENATE—THE LAND 


GRANT TAX BILL PASSED, 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—In the Senate to-day 
Mr. Dawes presented a petition from the City Counoil 
of Gloucester, Mass., which was appropriately re- 
ferred, praying for retaliation on the Canadian Gov- 
ernment for the seizure of American fishing vessels. 
In presenting the petition Mr. Dawes said there seemed 
to be a disposition on the part of the Canadian Govern- 
ment to harass and embarrass citizens of the United 
States engaged in what could not but be considered 
lawfulcommerce. Simple commercial transactions, 
such as the purchase of provisions merely, had been 
the cause of seizure of vessels of the United States. 
It seemed to many persons, Mr. Dawes said, that there 
was some dilatoriness on the part of those clothed with 
the duty of protecting our commerce. He had no 
doubt the Committee on Foreign Relations were giv- 
ing the subject proper consideration, but Mr. Dawes 
inquired whether the committee oould give some as- 
surance that might go to the public that measures 
would be taken which would protect our citizens in 
their rights. 

Mr. Edmunds said the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions had no power to protect American commerce or 
American citizens. That belonged to the executive 
department of the Government and was part of its 
duty under the laws of the United States and the laws 
of nations. in the abeence of definite information we 
Must presume that the executive department of the 


Government was doing everything it could to protect 
—— of the United States whose vessels h 


Of course it might have happened that some 
of these vessejs—it might possibly huve happened that 
all of them—had been guilty of a violation or exist- 
ing laws of the Dominion uf Canada. As they had been 
seized by the public au horities of Canada, of course 
there must be a public pretension on the part of those 
Ofticers that such was the case. ‘I'he President, if he had 
signed the recent act of Congress, would now have the 
be to retaliate for any injustice dune our vessels in 

anada or elsewhere. lf that act had become a law 
and if our British brethren were straining a point in 
orderto foree us into a convention of reciprocity or 
* free fish” oranything else, it would now be within the 
power of the President to take such measures as would 
tend to correct the abuse. S» far as the Committee on 
Foreign Relations was concerned, bowever, the sub- 
ject was too immature to enable Mr Hdmunde to 
make any public deciaration as to how the matter was 
or what ought to be done about it. 

Mr. Hale sald the matter having been laid before the 
Secretary of state, that officer had disclosed a disposi. 
tion to at once, under every method in his power and 
at his command, learn the ulterior purpose of the Cana- 
dian authorities. Mr. Ha:e hoped and trusted there 
would be no delay in that direction. 

The bill providing for the taxation of railroad grant 
lands was taken upund passed. It provides that no 
lands granted to any railroad company by act of Con- 
gress shall be exempt from taxation by States, Terri- 
torles, or munitolpal corporations on account of the 
lien of the United States on such lands for costs of 
surveying, selecting, and conveying, or because no 
patent had been issued on the lands; this provision 
not toa ply. however, to lands unsurvey+d. ll such 
lands sold for taxes shall be bought subject to the lien 
for those costs, and to a!! liens, mortgages, and rights 
of the United States. The act is made to xpply only to 
lands situated opposite to, and coterminous with, com- 
Dieted portions of the roads and in organized counties, 
At any sale of lands under the act the United States 
may become a preferred purchaser, and in such case 
the lands shall be restored tothe publicdomain. If 
any railroad company required by Iaw to pay the costs 
of surveying, &G, negiects tor 30 days to pay such costs 
after demand by the secretary of the Interior, the 
Attorney-General shal] proceed at Jaw to make the 
collection, and in cases where a purchaser has aiready 
paid such costs they shall be refunded to him. It is 
further provided that the act shall not affect the right 
of the Government to declare or enforce a forfeiture 
of any lands granted by Congress, and all the rights of 
the United States to such lands are to remain as if this 
act had not been passed. 

Mr. Van Wyck then called up the Honse bill on the 
same subject, and on his motion the ‘ ommittee on 
Public Lands was discharged from its further consid- 
eration. Hethen moved the Senate bill as an amend- 
ment in the nature of @ substitute to the House bill. 
The motion was agreed to, and the House biil was 
amended accordingly. In the “disagreeing vote” of 
the two houses thus brought about the Senate, on 
motion of Mr. Van Wyck, ordered a committee of 
conference. This haa the effect of evotding the delay 
which would result from the consideration of the 
Senate bill as an original proposition in the House of 
Kepresentatives, and puts it at once in the hands of a 
conference committee. 


TO TAX OLEOMARGARINE. 
A BIG MAJORITY IN THE HOUSE IN FAVOR 
OF THE BILL 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The bill taxing oleo- 
margarine was passed by the House to-duy. The long 
debate was closed by Mr. Hatch, of Missourt, whose 
speech was full of telling points against the opponents 
ofthe measure. The verbiage of the section defining 
* oleomargarine” was changed so that the latter clause 
of it shall read, “and mixtures and compounds of tal- 
low, beef fat. suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil, annato, 
and other coloring matter, intestinal fat, and offal fat 
made in imitation or semblance of butter, or when so 
made calculated or intended to be sold as butter or for 


butter.’ Mr. Hatch then offered an amendment fixing 
the rate of tax at5 cents a pound, Agreed to—Yeas 
158, nays 182. The bill was then passed—Yeas 177, 
nays 101.

The Oleomargarine bill, as passed, contains the fol- 
lowing features: Butter is defined to be a food product 
made quelesivels from milk or cream, or both, with or 
without common aalt, and with or without additional 
coloring matter. Oleomargarine is defined as’ “all 
substances made of oleomargarine, o!eo, oleomargarine 
oll, Dutterine, lardine, suine, and veutral; aj] mixtures 
and compounds of oleomargarine, oleo, oleomargarine 
oil, butterine, Jardine, suine, and neutral; ali lard ex- 
tracts and tallow extracts, and all mixtures and 
compounds of tallow, beef fat, suet, lard, lard oil, 
vegetable oil, annotto, and other coloring matter, 
intestinal fat, and offal fat made in imitation or sem- 
blance of butter or, when so made, calculated and in- 
tended to be sold as butter or for butter.” Special 
taxes are imposed as follows: On manufacturers, oe 





on wholesale dealers, $480; On retail dealers, $45. 
exisiing internal revenue Jaws,so far as applicable, 
are made to apply to these special taxes. Penalties 
are imposed on any person who shall deal in oleo- 
margarine without paying the svecial tax. Provision 
is made for be proper stamping and labeling of every 
ackage of oleomargarine. A tax of 5 cents a pound 
s imposed on all oleomargarine manufactured and 
solid, and a penalty is prescribed for the purchase or 
reception for sale of oleomargarine not branded or 
stamped according to law.

THE APACHES IN ARIZONA, 


ARMY OFFICERS DRUNK WHILE ATROCITIES 


WERE BEING COMMITTED, 
To the Edttor of the New-York Times : 

The dew wasatill to beseen in shady places 
Wednesday morning, April 28, 1886, when a mes- 
senger from one of our neighbors rode hastily 
up to St. Helena ranch to notify us that the 
Apaches were abroad and we might expect a 
visit from them at any moment. Having noti- 
fied us of our danger he galloped away, and while 
1 watched his receding form in the distance the 
clattering hoofs of a rapidly approaching horse 
were heard in the opposite direction. I turned 
to note his approach, and a moment later the 
panting steed of Dr. P., of Greatervilie, stood 
before me. The doctor's face flushed with ex- 
citement as he informed me that a messenger 
from my friend G., of the Pennsylvania 
Ranch, reached Greaterville, at 2 o*clock that 
morning, with the tidings that the Apaches 
were moving northward through the Santa 
Rita Mountains, and were probably in our 
vicinity. He caught the words from G.'s 
messenger and was riding hastily from ranch 
to ranch on a tour of warning. He remained 
& moment, then put spurs to his horse and 
——, disappeared among the foothills of the 

anta Rita range. 

My partner, who was on his way to Tucson 
our county town, which is some 40 miles a littise 
north of west from us, bad left his wife, mother, 
and two small children in my charge that morn- 
ing, expecting to return the next day, and con< 
sequently I must defend them until the return 
of the absent son, husband, and father, alone 
and-single handed, if necessary. Hence I 

romptiy cleaned and loaded our guns, and 
ound that [I could count on 25 shots without re- 
loading. Then I supplied the house with water 
to serve in case of fire or a siege, and suggested 
to the ladies where they could lie quietly upon 
the floor and thus avoid the fatal balis from the 
Springfield rifles, so kindly furnished to the 

Indians by the Government. I subsequently 
stood sentinel upon the ridge back of the house, 
where, with my Marlin magazine rifle in hand, L 
paced to and fro and kept watch all tbat day 
and most of the following night, scauning the 
surrounding ridges and vaileys with close 
ecrutiny, until I became familiar with every 
cactus and the profile of every mountain within 
long ritle range. 

Vhe Apaches are cunning fellows, who some- 
times tie cactus bushes atout their heads and, 
with all the appearance of native plants, stand 
motionless, while scrutinizing the surrounding 
landscape. Then, with a motion so slow and 
cautious as to deceive the unpracticed eye, they 
move toward their victims, who notice various 
cactus bushes but do not perceive that any of 
them move until flashes of light spring suddenly 
from anumber of them, ard the fatal effects of 
the deadly messengers ure felt before tne sharp 
cracks ot the rifles are heard. We bad neither 
fire nor lights that night, which was far the 
longest one Lever spent, and when the gray 
dawn began to appear, the favorite time for the 
attack of the savages, my nerves becume sharp 
and painful. But no attack was made, and when 

he sun shone brightly upon our unmolested 
dwelling we breathed more freely than we had 
done for many hours. <All was peaceful around 
us, but the danyer was not passed, and our 
nerves, which were stillon the alert, twitched 
sharply at every unexpected noise. 

I had not siept nor ceased my vigilance tor 
more than 24 hours, when at about 10 o’clock on 
the morning of Thursday, April 29, our two 
faithful watchdogs started down the trail bark- 
ing flercely; but instead of the dreaded Indians 
my partner approached, accompanied by a 
friend. The danger was still imminent, and our 
most important household effects were placed 
on awagon, and we were soon on our way to 
the Empire Ranch, our nearest neighbor, some 
eight miles distant. Two of the party, thor- 
oughly armed and mounted on well trained 
horses, served as an escort, and we reached our 
destination in safety. Our garrison then con- 
sisted of five men, and the thick walls of the 
adobe house on the Empire Ranch were a sure 
protection from the rifie balls of our enemies. 
We took turns in watching, and on the follow- 
ing morning, when at my post upon the roof, I 
heard the rattling of approaching wheels, and 
a Government wagon, drawn by four mules and 
loaded with rations for a company of cavalry, 
soon droveup. The cavalry had been ordered 
to the Empire Ranch, and soon after the arrival 
of the teama courier rode up with dispatches 
for the Captain, who, with his company, had 
gone astray and were then encamp2d at Kuarnes’s 
Ranch, about three miles away, 

We kept watch day and night, and during our 
three days’ vigils we heard of the massacre at 
Oro Blanco and learved of the murder of Mrs. 
Peck, who was terribly mutilated and left wita 
the half of her unborn bisected child at each 
breast. Such is the terrible cruelty of our sav- 
age neighbors, from whose atrocities we are but 
partially and say, ng protected by the Gov- 
ernment. The Indians committed no crimes ia 
ourimmediate vicinity except to murder the 
postman, who carried the mail to and from our 
Greaterville Post Office, and on May 65 we 
learned that they had left our neighborhood. 
We returned to our ranch on the 6th, and found 
our property undisturbed. 

Greatervilie, our Post Office, is some nine miles 
distant, and on the next day I rode to that place, 
where [found tnecompany of cavalry which 
was ordered to Empire Ranch. Their Captain 
and Lieutenant, the only white men in the com- 
pany, were badly intoxicated, and I was told 
that the Captain had been confined there three 
days with delirium tremens. While lying upon 
his bed he informed me, with maudlin dignity, 
that he would move his forces to Crittenden 
that night, while the Lieutenant, who was or- 
dered to Tucson with a detachment of six men, 
would move in that direction, and as he would 
cross our ranch on his route he bespoke my 
services as guide. Westarted after much delay, 
but within 15 minutes he ordered a halt, dis« 
mounted and sat down on the ground. I per- 
suaded him to move onward and he remounted 
with the assistance of his colored orderly, a fine- 
looking soldier. In fact, the colored troops put 
their white officers to shame by their sobriety 
and soldierly demeanor. We advanced about a 

uarter of a mile when the Lieutenant again 

Saaeeaet, muttered that they would encamp 
there, which was less than a mile from Greater- 
ville, our starting point, and Irode homeward, 
moralizing by the way on the efficiency of our 
frontier defenders.

The bill providing for the taxation of 
Yand granted to railroads which was 
passed in the Senate yesterday has been 
vigorously supported for some years by 
Mr. ANDERSON, of Kansas; Mr. Van 
Wyck, of Nebraska, and other persons 
in whose States large areas of granted 
land have escaped taxation. The grant- 
ing acts provide that the Government 
shall not issue patents to the companies 
until the companies shall have paid 
the cost of surveying and convey- 
ancing. Until patents are issued 
the legal title of the granted lands 
remains in the Government, and Gov- 
ernment lands are not liable to local 
taxation. By delaying the payment of 
the costs specified the companies have 
deprived States and counties of taxes 
which ought to have been paid. The 
sompanies have in many cases, it is said, 
@isposed of these lands for value re- 
ceived. Settlers on adjacent sections pro- 
eured directly from the Government 
have, of course, been compelled to pay 
local taxes, while the railroad lands have 
been exempted. This bill should have 
become a law years azo. 











The bill taxing oleomargarine and other 
varieties of sham butter was passed in the 
House yesterday by a vote of 177 to 101. 
The rate of tax was reduced to 5 cents a 
pound. The bill now goes to the Senate. 
‘We are opposed to the fraudulent sale 
of sham butter, as our readers well 
know, but we have not been able 
to support this measure. Legislation 
upon this subject should be confined to 
laws compelling sham butter to be sold 
for what itis. The enforcement of such 
laws would protect both the dairyman 
and the consumer by driving the makers 
of sham butter out of business. Legisla- 
tion of this kind is not open to the objec- 
tions that are urged with so much force 
pgainst a bill imposing a Federal tax. 











Notice of a suit for an injunction to re- 
strain the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company from running cars on 
Broadway below Union-square has been 
served by the Corporation Counsel upon 
the attorneys of the railroad company. 
The motion is to be made on the 2ist 
inst. The grounds for the suit seem to 
*he that the Seventh- Avenue Company has 
no right to operate this road under a lease 
Necause it owns alins parallel to it, and 
further, that if such right existed 
before the annulment of the char- 
ter of the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road Company it ceased thereafter. 
Bhould the injunction be granted 


the operation of the road in Broadway is 
likely to be stopped altogether, which 
would be a great public inconvenience, 
The city has no right to operate the road 
or to grant the privilege to another com- 
pany without a compliance with the re- 
quirements of thelaw. The disposal of 
the privilege is likely to be obstructed by 
other litigation, and there is little pros- 
pect that the Receiver of the Broadway 
Surface Company will get possession of 
its property for some time tocome. The 
whole business threatens to be tied up in 
lawsuits for a long time, and there ought, 
if possible, to be some arrangement to 
continue the running of the cars. 











That deep and general dissatisfaction 
with President CLEVELAND’s Administra- 
tion which is reported to prevail wherever 
the name of JEFFERSON is remembered 
and the longing for Postmasterships re- 
mains ungratified finds no expression in 
the resolutions adopted by the Maine 
Democratic Convention on Wednesday. 
On the contrary, the very first resolution 
of the platform declares that the Demo- 
crats of Mr. Buarne’s State ‘ indorse the 
able, honest, and incorruptible Adminis- 
tration of President CLEVELAND” and 
pledge him their ‘‘ earnest and unfalter- 
ing support.” 











The resolutions unanimously adopted 
by the Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
on the subject of the importation of rags 
undoubtedly express the views of all intel- 
ligent business men, and if they can be 
carried into effect they will put a stop to 
the schemes by which a large interest has 
been persistently persecuted and much in- 
jury inflicted on the commerce of this 
city. The resolutions recommend the free 
admission of rags imported from and 
gathered in districts certified by 
United States Consuls to have been 
for six months previous to the ship- 
ment of the rags free from infectious dis- 
ease. They recommend the refusal to ad- 
mit without disinfection rags from in- 
fected districts, and that all regulations 
as to such disinfection should be uniform 
at all ports of entry and under the ex- 
clusive control and management of the 
United States Government. These, it will 
be noticed, are precisely the terms urged 
by the Papermakers’ National Association, 
and they show that that association is en- 
tirely ready to accede to all possible re- 
strictions necessary to the protection of 
the public health. 








The conduct of Health Officer Smita in 
the matter of rag disinfection has all 
along been open to criticism for its arbi- 
trary and annoying character. He will 
now be called on to show in court wheth- 
er it was not actuated by a dishonorable 
and practically corrupt motive. Suits 
have been begun against him and the 
members of the firm of E. B. BaRTLETT 
& Co. for damages from an alleged con- 
spiracy on their part to have certain rags 
condemned as unclean and _ infected, 
and to require them to be disinfected 
by the process used by BaRTLETT 
& Co., so that the latter might charge 
for disinfection and hold the rags 
untilthe charges were paid. This is a very 
serious complaint, and the suits will be 
pushed to trial as promptly as possible 
in order to determine the rights of mer- 
chants and the use and abuse of power by 
the Health Officer. Dr. Smits, if he be 
the upright and faithful officer he pre- 
tends to be, will, of course, welcome a 
judicial investigation involving the accu- 
sations that have for months been current 
regarding him. We shall expect to see 
him avoiding all technical defenses or 
delays and urging an early and complete 
settlement of this question. 








REVOLT IN RHODE ISLAND. 


It has generally been supposed that 
Rhode Island was as safe a Republican 
State as any in the Union, and the patience 
and fidelity with which its voters have 
sustained the party have justified this 
opinion. There are other proofs of the 
firmness of the partisan attachment of 
the little State. It has for years been 
governed, so far as the Republican Party 
is concerned, by a machine so compact, 
s0 despotic, and so unscrupulous that 
it would long since have been over- 
thrown had not party loyalty been 
of the strongest, and, we may add, 
of the blindest, sort. But even in Rhode 
Island it is found at last that there are 
limits to the safe exercise of the tyranny 
of the machine, and that the force of the 
sentiments and associations that have 
held the average Republican in a dis- 
cipline not far removed from bondage 
has finally been spent. The decent Re- 
publicans of the State are in open insur- 
rection, and they are led by the Provi- 
dence Journal, long the most influential, 
and of late by far the ablest,of the papers 
of the State, and in the movement are en- 
listed some of the most prominent as well 
as some of the most respected men in the 
community. 

The trouble arose in connection with 
the prohibition amendment, that being a 
subject on which Republicans in nearly 
all the States have been liable for some 
years to kick over the traces, and on 
which the sentiment of party loyalty has 
grown less and less sufficient to restrain 
them. The prohibition movement, which 
has been a very active one, culminated 
at the election in April last in the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the Constitution 
making the manufacture or sale of in- 
toxicating drinks unlawful, and requiring 
the Legislature to enact laws to carry this 
provision into effect. The adoption of 
the amendment was secured by a rather 
light vote, the Republican managers feel- 
ing that. they could not afford to take any 
very decided stand with reference to it 
and fearing to divide the party. But the 
amendment once adopted, the managers 
were equal to the occasion. They decided 
to enact a law which should have the ap- 
pearance of enforcing prohibition not only 
with fidelity but with extraordinary se- 
verity. This law created twelve new ju- 
dicial districts in the little State, provided 
for a Judge in each of them, and a clerk 
in most of them, for terms of three years, 
created the office of Chief of the State 
Police, and imposed heavy penalties for 
violations of the prohibitory law. But 





this elaborate and unusual, and for so 


small a State needlessly costly, machinery 
was not invented to give proper effect to 
prohibition, or even solely to produce the 
impression of zeal for its enforcement. It 
was intended to strengthen the hold of 
the managers upon the State and to en- 
able them to enlist in their service even 
more effectively than before the liquor in- 


terest. : 
The inventor and chief manager of the 


scheme was CHARLES R. Brayton, the 
**‘ poss” of Rhode Island, to whom was 
given the place of Chief of the State Police, 
BraYTON is a man notorious in Rhode 
Island. He was at one time Postmaster 
of Providence, and in that office se- 
cured his hold on the politics of the Re- 
publican Party. He was obliged to quit the 
Post Office under a very heavy cloud, and 
for a time he left the State. He returned, 
however, and continued his activity in 
politics, his most important function being 
the distribution of the funds raised for 
election purposes, largely from the saloon 
keepers. His public and private record, his 
connection with the worst kind of party 
politics, his intimate relations with the 
liquor men, and the gross bargaining by 
which this last scheme was carried through 
the Legislature aroused the deepest indig- 
nation in Rhode Island. A meeting was 
held on Tuesday evening in Providence, 
which was one of the largest ever held in 
that city, and at which the facts were ex- 
posed, and BrRaYTON. was denounced by 
such men as Dr. ROBINSON, President of 
Brown University; the Hon, A, C. Bar- 
stow, ex-Mayor of the city; ex-Gov. 

CHarRLes R, CUTLER, and a number 
of prominent clergymen. The meeting 
demanded that the Legislature at its ses- 
sion next week should rescind the elec- 
tion of BRAYTON or repeal the law by 
which his office was created. But it did 
not stop at that point. It organized a 
comumnittee on the plan of the Committee 
of Seventy in this city, ‘‘ hereafter, as oc- 
casion may arise, in all proper and lawful 
ways to promote and sustain moral re- 
form and good government in the State.” 
On this committee are Dr. ROBINSON, with 
those we have named above, with repre- 
sentatives of the CHacEs, the How.anps, 

the Hazarps, and others of what are 
known. as the great families of Rhode 
Island. 

The significance of this revolt is very 
great. It is not against one man or one 

measure, but against the corrupt and in- 

solent management of the Republican 

Party, which in New-York has given us 

the detestable Nooney-Blaine Excise bill, 

and in this, as in other States, has brought 
about an alliance between the Blaine 
leaders and the worst representatives of 
the liquor interest. It is not, more- 

over, a revolt of the temperance men 

alone or chiefly. On the _ contrary, 

the Prohibitionists stand side by side with 

men who opposed them at the polls. We 

have already pointed out the meaning of 
the prohibition movement in New-Jersey. 

There, as in Rhode Island now, and as it 
will be in many another State before long, 

it is merely the instrument by which the 
outraged moral sense of the machine-rid- 
den Republicans is aroused. It denotes a 
force, therefore, which must be reckoned 
with. 








DISSENSION AMONG THE KNIGHTS. 


When the delegates of the Knights of 
Labor gathered at the special conven- 
tion in Cleveland last week it was plain 
that the well-being of the order depended 
upon the following of moderate and pru- 
dent counsels and the guidance of its 
more sagacious andconservative men. It 
had lost greatly in prestige by the ill- 
advised contests which had been precipi- 
tated by rash local leaders). The main 
purpose of the convention was to repair 
this injury, and the principal object which 
the General Master Workman had in 
view was to amend the rules of the 
organization so that strikes could not 
be ordered without the approval of the 
General Executive Board, and to relieve 
and strengthen that body by the addition 
of new members in sympathy with his 
conservative and prudent policy. He was 
also anxious to secure a recognition from 
trades unions of the supremacy of the 
order, so that its Executive Board would 
have complete control of the question of 
strikes and boycotts; but he was still more 
solicitous to avoid antagonism with trades 
unions, as dissensions in the ranks of or- 
ganized labor were sure to injure the com- 
mon cause of workingmen. 


Mr. PowpERLY went to the convention 
confident of success in his plans, but, 
though he is not willing to admit it, it is 
plain that he has been overruled and de- 
feated by men whose policy is to rule or 
ruin, While the convention was in ses- 
sion disclosures were made which showed 
that certain men infected with Socialistic 
notions, who had formed what was called 
the Home Club in this city, were in- 
tent on overthrowing the conserva- 
tive policy of POWDERLY and con- 
trolling the order for their own 
aggrandizement. Notwithstanding the 
exposure of their character and their 
plans they practically determined the final 
action of the convention. It was shown 
even that three of the five members of 
the old Executive Board were virtually in 
sympathy with them and helped them to 
obtain complete control of, the board 
through the additional members elected. 
One of these was an active participant in 
the Home Club cabal and the others were 
supported by the same influences. The 
conservative candidates who were in 
sympathy with PowprrLy and would 
have aided in carrying out his policy were 
all defeated. 

The committee of the trades unions 
which was sent to Cleveland insisted upon 
retaining for the unions the right to settle 
their own disputes in their own way. 
POWDERLY and the conservative delegates 
were disposed to concede this and avoid 
all hostility, but the final result of the 
convention means warfare between the 
Knights of Labor and the trades unions. 
It means also a division in the order 
of Knights itself; for the policy of 
the men who obtained control of the 
Executive Board can have no other 
result. Considering the outcome of the 
enlargement of the board, it may matter 
little whether or not it has the sole power 
to order strikes; but asa matter of fact 





the power was left to the local assemblies 





‘*in cases of emergency,” and of course 
they alone will be in a position to judge 
of the emergency. Really the matter was 
in effect left where it was before, and any 
hot and empty headed Martin Irons may 
order an unjustifiable strike and involve 
thousands of men in distress and misery. 

The result is perhaps one that was to be 
looked for, but nevertheless it is one to 
be deplored. It only shows that the labor 
forces of this country are not in a condi- 
tion to be organized on arational basis 
and conducted with prudence for the 
attainment of legitimate ends. The 
effort brings into activity so much 
self-seeking ambition and so many 
of the baser passions and motives 
of men that dissension and weakness 
are the inevitable result. The conse- 
quence is that what is called organization 
seems likely to fall into the chaotic ele- 
ments out of which it was originally 
formed and by its own internal con- 
flicts to destroy its power. This em- 
boldens the forces opposed to it until it 
ceases to be formidable. An incident in a 
neighboring Connecticut town illustrates 
the effect of the demoralization that has 
occurred in the last few months. Last 
year the workingmen of the town elected 
their candidates for School Committee 
without difficulty. At a meeting held 
last Wednesday evening they were over- 
whelmingly defeated. When working- 
men’s organizations become opposed to 
each other and divided within themselves 
they cease to be a power. 








POWER 1HAl SHUULD BE USED, 


The order issued on Wednesday last by 
Commissioner SPARKS, with the approval 
of Secretary LaMarR—who has since 
changed his mind, it is said, and decided 
that it must be recalled—was addressed to 
Registers and Receivers of the Federal 
Land Offices inthe West, but it may serve 
to remind Congress that final action should 
speedily be taken upon the reported bills 
for the repeal of the pre-emption, timber- 
culture, and desert land laws. The Sen- 
ate bill was reported by the Public Lands 
Committee four months ago, and the 
House bill came from committee on April 
15. The Commissioner directs that all 
applications to enter lands under the laws 
in question shall be suspended, and that 
no filings or new applications for entry 
under those laws shall be received, from 
this date until Aug. 1, for the reason that 
the repeal bills are ‘‘now the subject of 
consideration by Congress.” 

It seems to be generally admitted in 
Washington that these laws should be 
repealed because, it is said, in no other 
way can the stealing of public lands be 
prevented. If the laws had been en- 
forced, and if those who had obtained 
land by a fraudulent use of them had 
been punished, there would have been no 
demand for repealing acts, although Con- 
gress might have been urged to perfect 
the laws by amendments, It has been 
held for some years, however, by exec- 
utive officers and by Congressional com- 
mittees that the laws must be blotted out 
because the Government has been unable 
to enforce them, 

The cases of fraud have been almost in- 
numerable. The methods used by the 
thieves have been described again and 
again in official and unofficial reports. 
The names of hundreds of the rascals are 
known, not only to Government officers, 
but even to the readers of newspapers 
published thousands of miles from the 
Territories and States in which the work 
has been done. But the Government, 
whose agents and representatives are 
stationed in every land district, whose 
courts sit in every State and Territory, 
and whose paid prosecuting officers are 
on duty in every part of the country, 
can neither punish those whose crimes are 
notorious nor reclaim the property which 
by means of those crimes they have se- 
cured, With regard to the timber-culture 
law the Commissioner says in his last 
annualreport: ‘‘The proportion of totally 
fraudulent entries under this act is esti- 
mated at 90 per cent.’”? The Secretary says: 
‘*No trees are to be seen over vast regions 
of country where timber-culture entries 
have been most numerous.” Of the Pre- 
emption act the House Committee on 
Public Lands in the last Congress 
said: ‘‘Whole townships of the public 
domain have been acquired under this 
law by capitalists who do not reside 
within hundreds of miles of the land, and 
never did. They have secured them 
through paid agents in their employ, who 
receive so much for their services when 
they make the proof necessary to entitle 
them toa patent from the Government, 
and assign their claims to their employers. 
This is done, of course, through perjury 
and subornation of perjury.” Volumes 
of evidence can be furnished by the In- 
terior Department to show how great 
tracts of land have been stolen in this 
way. Large estates and enormous ranches 
have been built up by perjury and, in 
some cases, by collusion with Government 
officers. 

It may be that these laws will be re- 
pealed, although it is probable that 
nothing but the irresistible pressure of 
public opinion will cause the repeal bill 
to be passed by a Senate that has recently 
confirmed public officers concerning whose 
connection with these land frauds much 
evidence had been submitted. But if 
nothing shall be done before adjournment, 
what course will the Interior Depart- 
ment take after that date? 

If the laws must remain on the statute 
books, why should not the Government 
take a new departure and enforce them 
and bring to justice those who have vio- 
lated them and are guilty of offenses for 
which the common law provides punish- 
ment? It has been said that the Govern- 
ment cannot do this, We believe that it 
can. It has been strangely negligent. So 
far as these frauds are concerned it has 
had no “ Department of Justice.” It has 
allowed the land laws to be defied and 
trampled under foot and has not lifted its 
hand to save them and to enforce the 
criminal law against those who have 
made the rottenness of our system of land 
distribution notorious from one end of the 
country to the other. It has apparently 
assumed that the stealing must go on 
until there shall be no more land to 
steal, and that the industrious thieves 
ought not to be disturbed. It is a good 





time to show a new policy with regard to 
this matter, and the adoption of. this new 
policy should not depend upon the action 
of Congress with reference to the repeal 
bills. 








THE HOME RULE BILL, 


The efforts of Mr. GLapstTone’s sup- 
porters to delay the division on the second 
reading of the Home Rule bill have been 
so far successful that the vote has been 
postponed until Monday. The fact that the 
effort was made indicates, however, that 
the Ministry had given up hope of such a 
victory as would confirm their position if 
the vote was to be taken at once. 
wished more time either that the opinion 
of the country might be brought to bear 
upon the House of Commons or in the 
hope that something to their advantage 
might come to light in the chapter of ac- 
cidents. 

Mr. GLADSTONE has in effect announced 
that a vote for the second reading will be 
accepted by him as meaning no more than 
attendance upon his caucus the other day 
meant; that is to say, as implying belief 
that an Irish Parliament ought to be es- 
tablished for the purpose of dealing with 
Irish affairs. Undoubtedly this is the 
strongest point of Mr. GLaDsTONE’s posi- 
tion, but it is a tactical weakness to make 
it the only issue involved in a division. The 
debate has dealt very little, comparative- 
ly, with the desirableness of establishing 
some kind of Irish Legislature. It has 
mainly consisted of criticisms and defenses 
of Mr. GLapsTone’s plan for establishing 
such a Legislature. This plan has been 
made the object of very close scrutiny, 
and some really searching and damaging 
criticisms have been made uponit. It is 
a question how far a member of Parlia- 
ment would be justified in voting for a 
measure which he does not approve, 
even at a preliminary stage, because 
he is told that his vote will be 
taken merejly to mean that he might ap- 
prove of some other bill devised in order 
to attain the same object. If the purpose 
of the Government be merely to ascertain 
whether the House of Commons is in 
favor of the establishment of an indefinite 
Irish Legislature, the proper method of 
taking the sense of the House on that 
point would seem to be to introduce a 
resolution approving the desirableness of 
such a Legislature, either withdrawing 
the Home Rule bill or leaving it in abey- 
ance until the resolution is disposed of. 

In effect, Mr. GLADSTONE has done this 
by offering to construe the vote on the 
second reading as a decision upon this 
preliminary question. But in form he 
has not done it, and he has probably lost 
votes by failing to doit. If he means to 
allow this bill to lapse, and to construct 
another in the light of the criticisms that 
have been made upon it, he would avoid 
the dissolution which so many members 
of Parliament dread. But it is scarcely 
fair to ask them on this account to vote 
for a measure in which they do not be- 
lieve as the only way of affirming a prin- 
ciple in which they do believe. 

It is worth while noting that the loss to 
the bill of one element of strength is a 
fact very creditable to the Irish people. 
As we have repeatedly pointed out, the 
case in favor of Mr. GLADSTONR’s bill was 
in a great degree irrelevant to its merits, 
except its main merit of being acceptable 
to Ireland. The necessity of doing some- 
thing to conciliate Ireland was confessed 
on all sides when the bill was_ first 
submitted. That necessity is not so evi- 
dent now. There have been no outrages 
in Ireland and no disorderly scenes in the 
House of Commons since the bill has 
been‘ under. discussion. This abstinence 
from disorder was due to the hope of the 
Irish that they would receive what they 
wanted, Itis to be feared that it will 
be interpreted to mean that there is no 
urgent occasion for doing anything to 
allay the discontent which no longer takes 
a violent expression, This would be very 
unfortunate because it would amount to a 
notification to the Irish people that it was 
only by means of “outrages” that they 
could direct the attention of England to 
their case. They have alleged this to be 
the fact and the English have denied it. 
But if the whole subject is allowed to 
lapse the Irish view will be confirmed. 
The English Conservatives seem to be 
in the position of that eminent old Tory, 
PHARAOH, who could only be induced by 
various plagues to consider the case of 
the Israelites. As soon as the plagues dis- 
appeared his heart was hardened anew, 
and it was softened only by fresh afflic- 
tions, The English Tories ought to be 
very careful not to give any ground for 
the Irish belief that their hearts can be 
softened only by a plague of dynamite as- 
sisted by filibustering on the part of the 
Parnellites. 


WEIS 
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The threatened lock-out in the building 
trades in St. Louis would be a very seri- 
ous matter for the city, and especially for 
the men employed in those trades. The 
difficulty has come from the exercise of 
an outrageous tyranny by the trades 
unions. When the general demand 
was made for eight hours of work 
the manager of one large planing mill 
offered a compromise of nine hours 
with an advance in wages. This was ac- 
cepted by its men, and they have since 
been working under it and satisfied with 
it. But the “council” of the trades 
unions was not satisfied and ordered 
a boycott of the planing mill. To this the 
lock-out is the threatened rejoinder. This 
is a much more scandalous case than that 
of the usual boycott following a strike, 
because here there was no strike, and the 
old hands who are still at work have 
been impudently told that they must 
quit work at wages satisfactory to them 
because their wages are not satisfactory 
to extraneous persons who have no inter- 
est in the matter nor any business with it,

BIJOU OPERA HOUSE, 

Another English version of “Serment 

5] 
d’Amour”—the second that has been made known 
to local audiences during the past three days—wags 
brought out at the Bijou Opera House under the 
title of * The Marriage Trap” on Monday night. 
Tt has over the adaptation listened to on Satur- 
day the merit that as to text it comes closer to 
what people acquainted with French piay- 
wrights may fairly suppose to have been the 
work of the French author, and it is also to be 
commended for its freedom from slang. Further. 
more, the adapter—Mr. Sydney Rosenfeld—has 
enriched it with a very clever topical song, which 
helped out the third act--the weakest in the ver- 
sion first represented in this city—to no incon- 
siderable extent. On the other hand, the per- 
formance was neither very brilliant nor very 
effective. It would have. been sufficientiy 
good, on the occasion under notice, te 
insure the success of an achievement strong 
and original io itself; it was hardly strik. 
ing enough to extend a promise of Vitality 
to an opera book which has sufferd a good deal 
in the process of adaptation to the English 
stage, and to music which is.only commended tc 
admiration by its delicacy and grace. It re 
vealed in its progress, however, sume clever 
acting, some singing of passable quality, and 
scenic attire which was always showy and at 
times elaborate and rich in color. Mr. Roland 
Reed, by methods not quite unfamiliar to peo. 
osome months ago, 
made the character of Fouteiard quaint and 
mirth-provoking. The duet originally assigned 
to Grivolin and the Marquise but transferred 
Saturday tothe Marquise and Foutelard, wag 
heartily applauded,and the steward’s topical song 
in the third act was immensely successfu), 
M. Francis Gaillard sang the numbers allotted 
to the Count with feeling and skill,.und the 
effect of the interpretation of the music by a 
baritone, as intended by Audran, was better 
than that wrought by its reniering by a tenor. 
The efforts of the other artists concerned in tne 
representation were credituble if not exactiy 
impressive. Miss Laura Ciement sang in satis- 
factory fashion Rosetta'’s numbers, but the lady 
is not conspicuous through talent as an actress, 
and Miss Augusta Roche, who hus been seen to 
Marked advantage in the Sullivan répertoire, 
does not suggest in form or manner 
the Marquise of the ancient régime. The 
chorus was efficient, and so was the orchestra, 
although the leader was not as alive to the 
tempos and shading of the score as was desirae 
ble. The spectaturs followed the performance 
with unvarying attention, applauded frequent- 
ly, and were not ungenerous Gf encores.

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[IMPORTS OF FOREIGN RAGS 


VIEW OF THE CHAMBER OF COM- 
MtRCE ON DISINFECTION, 
SUGGESTING HOW TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH AND ALSO TO PREVENT EXTOR- 

TION THROUGH PATENT PROCESSES. 


There was a large meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday afternoon, the chief 
topic of interest being the report of the special 
committee on the rules and regulations of the 
Health Officer of the Port of New-York rela- 
tive to the disinfection of imported rags. The 
report, which was signed by Daniel Drake 
Smith, Chairman, and Constant A. Andrews, 
was substantially in accord on a}l points with 
the wishes of the rag importers and was adopted 
by a unanimous vote of the Chamber. 

The committee in its report says that when 
regulations concerning the importation of old 
rags were first adopted by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, in 1884, cholera was epidemic in certain 
ports of some countries bordering on the Medit- 
terranean Sea, and it was feared 1t might visit 
the United States. The regulations, therefore, 
were made, wholly or chiefly, in reference to 
that disease. Reference is then made to the 
circular of Nov. 15, 1884, prohibiting 
the landing in the United States of 
old rags shipped after Nov. 2% from 
foreign ports then or thereafter known to be in- 
fected with contagious or epidemic disease, and 
to the subsequent circular of June 10, 1885, rele- 
gating the questions of landing and disinfec- 
tion to the local Health Officers for the reason 
“thet under existing laws no general regula- 
tion can be legally framed whereby the disin- 
fection of old rags can be accomplished in for- 


eign ports to the satisfaction of the several 
health authorities.” 

Atter quoting the regulations of the Health 
Officer of this portin relation to foreign rags, 
which have been already published in THE 
TIMES, the committee continues: 


lf these reguiations were applicable only to rags 
gathered in intected countries xna exported to this 
country, either directly from infected ports or indi- 
rectly via or from uninfected ports or countries, it is 
believed that they would meet with general accept- 
ance from those engaged in the trade: and. further, 
that even no objection would be made by importers If 
the landing of such rags in this country should be ab- 
rfolutely prohibited during the prevalence of cholera 
or other supposed infectious or contagious disease and 
for a reasonable time after ita disappexrance. ‘i his 
Jatter course, as appears from copies of official orders, 
was adopted in 1854-5 by England, Belgium, Holland, 
Germany,and Austria, when cholera was epidemic in 
certain parts of lrance, italy, Spain, and other coun- 
tries bordering on the Mediterranean: and if cholera 
ever has been or can be conveyed in rags this course 
woula surely seem as effective as any otherto pre- 
vent it. 

Your committee is informed that at some ports of 
shipment no facilities have been provided for disin- 
fecting by either of the designated processes, and at 
some there are no inspectors appointed by the Secre- 
tury ot the 'I'reasury to certify to the disinfection as 
required by the rexulation. In such cases the declara- 
tion of the shipper that tha rags were not gathered in 
any infected port. district. or couutry. and the certifi- 
cate of ioca! health authorities or other officials that 
the country was free from infectious or contagious 
diseases, authenticated by the Un:ted States Consul, 
have not been sufficient to exempt the rags from_dis- 
intection by a costly process on arrival at New-York. 
This has occasioned much dissatisfaction. ‘ 

in December, 1554, a patent was obtained for disin- 
fecting biies of rags by means of superheated steum 
injected into the bale through perforated screw tubes, 
and since January, 185. this has been the on!y process, 
and appurently the only available one used for that 
purpose inthis port. The ususi charge for disinfect- 
ing is $5 per ton, (the ton being considered equal, on an 
average, to about three baies,)und $1 2U per ton for 
lighterage to and from the viace of disinfection. 
On a cargo of 1,000 tons this will amount to $6,200, and 
is equivalent to from 10 to 20 per cent. of the value 
oftberags. This heavy tux caused great dissatisfac- 
tion among importers and paper makers, and resulted 
In diverting about one-fourth of the entire importa- 
tion destined for New-York in 1885 to other ports 
where such an onerous regu!ation and requirement did 
not exist. Under permits from the ‘'reasury Depart- 
ment 19,295 bales were reshipped for entry to Port- 
jand, 2.500 to New-London. 4.900 to Philadelphia, and 
12.709 to Berth Amboy, from whence they were re- 
moved to Communipaw, opposite this city. From 
these points they huve been distributed to paper 
mills throughout the country without being disin- 
fected, ana w'thout detriment to the public beai!th. 

‘the regulation for disinfecting by superheated 
steam requires thatthe balesnall be subjected to :t 
“tor notiessthan eizht minutes, and in such man- 
ner as tobds healed to or above 239° tahre: heit in 
every part.” itis alleged by importers that these two 
requirements are not fulfilled, and therefure that the 

yrocess xs hitherto applied has been practical!y worth- 
exs. Your committee inclines tothe opinion that this 
allegation is not entirely unfounded: that does not, 
however. uffect the merit of the :r cess as a germicide, 
but rather indicates thatit has not been carefully, 
faith‘ully, and sufficiently anplied, it isalso al-eged 
thatthe ragsare injured by moisture caused by the 
condensat!-n of the steam. but the committee has not 
pushed inquiries on that point. 

Keguiations which subject rags gathered in healthy 
countries and ports to disinfecting processes, on the 
supposition that they may be a medium for conveying 
cholera germs, do not find support in a general con- 
census of opinion nor in facts of experience. Dr. 
Kocn, pernaps the most eminent German specialist on 
the subject of cholera and its germ, at the conference 
last Summer atthe Imperial Board of Health, Berlin, 
paid: ** We know that hitherto cholera has never coma 
dither pymeans of goods from India;’’ and that “it 
will be found that cholera has never reached us except 
through tuman_ beinys themselves.” And he 
further said: “This question of the possibility 
ot infection through Tavs was discussed 
in the cholera congresses of Vienna and Constantino- 
pis, and nobody wus able tofurmsh «a single instance 
of the soread of the disease by this -means” In July, 
1584, Sir Charles Dilke, Presiuent of the !.ocal Govern- 
mnent Board. saidin the British Parliament: ‘‘'!here 
was no instance on record of rags having conveyed 
cholera.” Inthe same Parliament, in March, 1885, Mr. 
G. hiussell, Secretary to the Local Government Board, 
in repiy to an inquiry by Mr. ! abouchére, said: “We 
know of no instance of cholera being imported in rags, 
and we have allowed such a period to elapse since 
the date of the last known case of cholera in Euro pe, 
as would materially reduce any possible danger. It 
does not appear that it would be further reduced by 
any of the customary processes of disinfection in use 
at English ports.” Health officers and sanitarians in 
the United States have expressed similar opinions. 
During the 50 years since 1532 we have hed several 
visitations of cho era, and never hsd any regulations 
(so far as known to your committee) for the olsinfec- 
tion of rags. We believe it is an uncontradicied fact, 
that thereis norecord ofany caseof cholera during 
this period traceabie to imported rags or other mer- 
chandise. 

On the other hand. there have been several opinions 
expressed in this country that it was possible that 
cholera germs mizbt be cunveyed in rags, and a case is 
cited in support of it. In 1867, when the cholera wes 
epidemic in many parts of Switzerland, ant expecially 
gt Zuricn, it is reported that a number of cases oc- 
curred among workwomen enguged in a paper mill, in 
B Village about °C miles from Zurich, and on luvestigu- 
tion it was said to be found that rags weat to the mill 
from Zurich and cholera houses. 

The pr ‘tection of the public health by the adoption 
and enforcement of proper maritime quarantine regu- 
Jations to prevent. if possible, the introduction from 
Toreixn countries of infactious or contagious diseases, 
is, and should be, paramount to all merely «ommercial 
considerations; but, at the sume time, no unnecessary 
burden, restrictions, «r obstructions shoulda be im- 
posed on c: mmerce, trade, and. manufactures. and es- 

jally ifthey ure confined to only one or two ports, 
stead of being general toal!l, forin that case trude 
muy be diverted from onef{o another without accoiw- 
plishing :he end desired.: tamely, protection of the 
public health; for it would seem futile to expect to 
shut out a possible danger by closing the main door uf 
the house and leaving the windows «pen. 

Th s wakes it highly important that quarantine can- 
itary reguiation®, so fur as they are deemed necessary 
or exdedient, should be alike at all ports of entry; and 
if this desirable uniformity cannot be acquired through 
voluntary. harmonious action of the bea)th authorities 
of the severul stutes having seaports, then,as Con- 
gress hus power “to regulate foreign commerce” and 
“to provide for the generai welfare,”’ and inasmuch as 
quarantine reguintions are connected witn foreign 
commerce and the administration of our Custom 
Houses, ang as protection of the public health is of 
importance’not only to particular iocalities, but is of 
equal and general concermment to all inbabitents of 
the country, therefore. in the opinion of your commit- 
tee, if existing laws do not, as stated in the ‘'reasury 
circular of June 10, 1885, give the National Govern- 
ment sufficient authority to fully contro! and regulate, 
BS may be expedient, from time to time. the whole sub- 
ject «f quarantine, Congress should be asked to enact 
such laws as mar be necessary for that purpose. 

Your committee cannot refrain from also calling 
attention to the fact that according to the census of 
1850 the quantity of ray« used at the paper mills io 
the United States was 157,417 tons, and that of this 
quantity morethan one-half were domestic rags, i. ¢., 
Tags gathered in our own country, and under circum- 
stunces afd conditions not unlike those attending the 
gathering of old rags in foreign countries. Almost the 
only contagious disease that has ever appeared at pa- 
per miuils .in this country, and been attributed 
to. the handling of old rags, is smullpox, und 
the cases of ths, fortunately. are quite rure, 
and in a majority of instances are said 
to be traceable to vomestic rags None of our domes- 
tic rags are subjected to disiniection or to any quuran- 
tine regulations whutever. A requ rement that all 
persons engaged in paper milis should be vaccinated 
would probably be as sure a protection against small- 
pox asthe aixinfection of rags. The fear of Canger 
Irom imported rags us being a mec‘um for conveying 
contagion, and especially in reiation to choiera, is 

robably fur greater then the facts of experience 

ustities: but so long as such fear exists in the public 

mind, and in deference to it, your committee believes 
ft expedient that such rensonabie restrictions should 
be imp»sed upon their importation as will abate that 
Tear.and yet not to betoo oppressive toth = large in- 
dustriai interests connected wih that branch of com- 
merce ani the manufacture of paper. 

This Chamber. in a resolution adopted June 4, 1885, 
expresse.! its opinion that invoices of rags accom- 
panied by a certiticate of the United States Consul that 
the rags were all gathered in « country free from con- 
tagious or Infectious diseases did not require to be dis- 
infected, and thatin relation to sll other rags that the 
Proper disinfeciion at the place of shipment wi'l cause 
the removal of all germs of disense and unheuw!thy con- 
sequences from the imporiation of rags into this Cc .un- 
try. und that the chamber would recommend such ac- 
tion on the part of our Government as will require the 
disinfection at the port of shipment of every invoice 
of rags, and that the sume shall be accompanied by the 
certificate of the Untied States Consul setting forth 
the fact. As has been seen, on June 10, 1885, the Gov- 
ernment revoked ull its circularsand relegated the 
whole subject to the Health Officers of the several ports 
of importation. 

ln view of the present cond'tion of the matter, and 
the d'ficulties and discontents that bave attended it, 
your committee, after hearing nnd reuding much testi- 
mony, upon mature refiection has decided to preset 
for consideration and aciion the following resolution: 

Re-olved, | hat it is the opinion of this Chamber-- 

1. That invoices of rags accompanied by a certificate 
of the United States Consul thet they were all gatb- 
ered in a country which at that time was.and for at 
least six months immediately preceding had been. 
free from cholera, or other contagious or infectious 
epiaemic diseases should not be requirea to be disin- 
fected either before shipment oronarrival. In the 
absence of such certificate. rags coming from a port or 
country claimed to be free trom such diseases should 
be disinfected on arrival. 

II. That rags gathered in =< f port or country where 
such disezses then were, or had been prevalent at any 
time within six months immediately preceding the 
shipment thereof, and whether such racs are exported 
direct or via any Other port or country. and whether 
landeé or stored therein, or transshipped overside to 
another vessel! for re-export, should be prohibited

f Special Committee. 

NFw-York, June], 1886. 

Before the report came up for adoption Isaac 
Phillips, one of the members of the committee, 
said he had not signed the report because he dis- 
sented from the first resolution. Augustine 
Smith asked Mr. Phillips if he remembered 
Health Officer Smith’s reply to the question 
whether he had ever heard of acase of cholera 
being imported into this country by foreign 
baled rags, and Mr. Philiips replied: “*I am un- 
der the impression that he said he bad not.” 

“Do vou remember his reply,” asked Mr. 
Smith, “*to the question whether he knew of 
any kind of diseave having been brought into 
this country by foreign baled rags ?” 

‘I don’t exactly remember,” answered Mr. 
Phillips. 

“Then I will refresh your memory.” added 
Mr. Smith. ‘ He said that he had heard of some 
cases of disease being brought here by rags, but 
he had no evidence to offer on the subject. Now, 
Mr. President, this whcle subject was referred 
by the Boston Board of Health to six eminent 
physicians, namely, Surgeon-General Hcoit, 
Charles F. Folsom, formerly of the :National 
Board of Aealth; Henry P. Walcott, of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health: William 
F. Whitney, Samuel W. Abbott, and George B. 
Shattuck, editor of the Medical and surgical 
Journal, who reported unanimously that the 
treatment of rags from healthy ports was un- 
necessary.”’ 

Daniel Drake Smith said that he had the as- 
surances Of Health Officer Smith that the first 
resolution was entirely satisfactory to him. 

Vice-President Charles S. Smith, of the 
Chamber, made a motion that the resolutions be 
considered seriatim. He said thxt Mr. Phillips 
had cast some reflections on the value of a Con- 
eul’s certificate. A Consul in giving his certifi- 
cate thata port is free from infection would 
simply be certifying to a matter of public 
notoriety, and therefore his certificate could 
be safely accepted asa representation of fact, 
because if the fact were otherwise the press 
would make it public long before the certificate 
reached this country. 

Mr. Phillips enceavored to amena the first res- 
olution to meet his views, but his amendment 
was promptly voted down, and then the first 
and second resolutions were adopted almost 
unanimousiy. On the motion of Mr. Foster 
Higgins the third resolution was amended by 
adding the words ‘“‘and should be under the 
sole control and management of the United 
States Government.” This resolution as amend- 
ed was then passed and the report was adopted 
in its entirety without a dissenting voice.

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL 
COURT OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, June 3.—The House to-day sub- 
stituted the following for the resolution pre- 
sented by the Committee on Federal Relations 
and adopted the substitute by an almost unan- 
imous vote: 

Whereas, The people of this Commonwealth view 
with deep concern the officia!t seizure of vessels be- 
longing to its citizens, the breaking up of their voy- 
ages, and the spoliation of their cargoes in the Brit- 
ish Province of Canada; and 

Wh-reas, he fishing interests have ever been re- 
garded, not only among the most valuable and im- 
poriant es a food supply. but invaluable as a nursery 
Yor the naval service of the Nation in times of war; 
therefore, be it 

Resotve:, That the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. in 

eneral court assembled. look tothe Congress of the 
United States and the Executive Department of the 
National Government for prompt and decided action 
tothe endthat American fishermen may be protected 
in the exercise of their lawful rights, and that further 
complications in regard tothe commercial privileges 
of our citizens in British ports may be avoided. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be trans- 
mitted to the Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress from this Commonwealth, and +o the Hon. 
Thomas F. Bayard, Secretary of State. 

OTTAWA, June 3.—The Hon. Mr. Thomp- 
son, Minister of Justice. left last night for Nova 
Scotia to supervise the cases of the American 
fishing schooners seized by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, which will be tried in the Vice-Admi- 
raity Court of Nova Scotia. 

A large delegation waited on the Minister of 
Railways to-day and presented a petition signed 
by 30 members of Parliament, representatives of 
fishing constituencies, and others pray- 
ing that cheap and easy means of trans- 
portation of fish be afforded, so that 
the fish may reach the markets of the inte- 
riorof the country; that rateson the Inter- 
colonial Railway be reduced tothe lowest fig- 
ures, and that refrigerator cars be provided. 
The delegation represented that by so doing the 
Government would be giving benefits to the 
people of the seacoast and of theinterior. Fish 
merchants were paying higher prices for their 
fish from Boston, Portland, and other United 
States portsthan they would if they obtained 
them from Halifax. The Minister promised to 
consider the matter. 


HAutFax, Nova Scotia, June 3.—Not- 
withstanding the fact that the several cruisers 
flying the Canadian flag have beenon duty along 
the coasts of Nova Scotia and New-Brunswick 
for the past week or more on fisbery protection 
service, they have failed to make fa single capt- 
ure. Anumber of Yankee schooners have been 
warned, and two orthree that persisted in buy- 
ing bait have been chased by the Canadian gun- 
boats. The Conrad will go on duty to-morrow. 
She fitted out at this port and lies at the Marine 
and Fisheries Wharf tully armed and equippea, 
ready forthe word * Go.” This she will get to- 
morrow, and will proceed along the western 
coast of the provinces. The Conraqd carries 29 
guns and a gunner from Her Majesty’s ship 
Bellerophon, who has charge of a 9-pounder 
gun. She has also 20 :ifies with bayonets, 15 
cutlasses, 15 pistols,2 kegs of powder,and 400 
rounds of ammunition. 

Capt. Scott, who spent a few days here super- 
intending the fitting out of the Conrad, went to 
St. John yesterday. He will remuin there until 
the Terror, another cruiser, is ready for sea. The 
Terror wiil cruise about the north shore of New- 
Brunswick. The cruiser General Middleton re- 
turned to St. John yesterday. Capt. McLean 
reports that he cruised in and out of harbors 
from 8t. John to Campobello. He made no 
seizures, but ordered several American vessels 
off. They took his advice, set sail,and got out- 
side. Nothing of importance occurred during 
the cruise. The Captain does not know when 
he will resume cruising, but it will probably be 
in a day or two. 


Diesy, June 3.—Monday afternoon the 
Lansdowne entered the basin, and, casting 
anchor, senta boat’screwto the Nova Scotia 
schooner E, A. Horton, which had just taken a 
large supply of bait. The Horton often de- 
ceives the cruiser's officers from the fact of her 
being of Yankee buila. She sailed immediately 
after, and the Lunsdowne went out early on 
Tuesday morning. Twelve vessels are under 
Bear Island waiting for bait, which is now 
scarce in the basin at Arichat. The American 
schooner Thomas L. Tarr, Cupt. Frank Wright, 
is in port, and there are many other Americau 
vessels in the bay. No cruiser bas visited Arichat 
so far. Herring and mackerel are scarce.

A SNEAK THIEF’S RICH HAUL, 

New-Haven, Conn., June 3.—The New- 
Haven police are investigating one of the most 
successful cases of sneak thieving that they have 
had to deal with in years. On Tuesday after- 
noon some one entered the house of Wilbur F. 
Day, No. 310 York-street. None of the family 
was at home at the time, but three servants wero 
at work about the house, and several men were 
engaged on the grounds around the house. None 
of them saw a Stranger enter the house, but one 
of the neighbors saw an unknown man about 
the premises just before 6 o’clock. The thief, 
whoever he wus, secured a pair of diamond ear- 
riugs worth $500,a gold watch long in the fam- 
ily and bighly treasured as a memento,a band- 
some necklace, and several rings. The total 
value of the property taken cannot be far trom 
$1,000. The bureau in which the valuables were 
kept was ransacked, but the thief in bis hurry 
lett considerable jewelry in its cases. The police 
can obtain no clues, but look upon the theft as 
probably the work of some New-York crook. A 
careful watch of the pawnshops is being kept, 
but so far without results. 


SAVED IN SPITE OF HERSELF. 

Burrato, N. Y., June 3.—Last night 
Emma, the wife of John Button, a farmer, re- 
siding in Little Valley, Cattaraugus County, at- 
tempted suicide by cutting her throat with a 
dull razor. She had retired to her bedroom 
alone, when the servant girl heard a noise, and 
on opening the door was horrified to find Mrs. 
Button with a great gash in her throat. She 
grappled with the would-be suicide as the latter 
tried againto cut her throat deeper and suc- 
ceeded in throwing ber down. The girl then 
started to call for belp, but her excitement was 
80 great that sie coull not make herself heard. 
Returning to the room she found that Mrs. But- 
tou had again got the razor, with which she was 
hacking her throat. Again they grappled ana 
again the girl overcame the determined woman, 
this time taking pussession of the razor. Tem- 
porary insanity is supposed to be the cause of 

frs. Button’s attempt. She may possibly re- 
cover. 








POISONED BY STEWED RHUBARB. 

ERIE, Penn., June 3.—The family of Will- 
jam Harper was found to-day in convulsions 
andseveral of them speechless, The family, con- 
sisting of nine, had eaten heartily of stewed pie 
plant, or rhubarb, and when overcome were un- 
able to make an outcry. The medical fraternity 
believe thut the corrosive nature of the plant, 
united with the lead in the tin vessel in which 
the vegetable was stewed and formed acetate 
of lead, adeadiy poison. Great alarm has been 
caused by the experience of the Harper family. 
All are recovering except the parents, and their 
condition is yet critical. 





LITTLE EMMA WARNER MISSING. 
Jouret, il., June 3.—Emma Warner, an 
intelligent 12-year-old girl, has been missing 
from ber bome since Tuesday night, and al-

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THE COURTS APPEALED TO 


A FIGHT AGAINST THE QUARAN- 
TINE RING. 
SUITS FOR DAMAGES BROUGHT AGAINST THE 
HEALTH OFFICER AND THE FIRM OF E. 
B. BARTLETT & CO. 


The importing merchants of this city 
have been for months, as the readers of THE 
TimMES have been made aware, subjected to 
numberless annoyances by Health Officer 
Smith. Last year, when certain alarmists were 
endeavoring to frighten people with threats of 
the importation of Asiatic cholera, the Health 
Officer turned his attention in the direction of 
importation. Atthe same time the firm of E. B. 
Bartlett & Co. loomed up before the public with 
a brand-new and infallible process of disintec- 
tion. This new process is patented. It re- 
ceived the approbation of the Health Officer, al- 
though acknowledged authorities on the subject 
of sanitation declared against itsefficacy. Health 
Officer Smith, in carrying out the objects of the 
ring, insisted tnat ail goods subject under his 
rules to disinfection should be disinfected by 
the Bartlett process. 

The merchants showed that imported goods 
bad never brought contagion, and defied the 
Health Officer to prove the contrary in a single 
instance. Then they went further and showed 
that the Bartlett process was not only no good 
for the purpose of disinfecting goods, but that it 
was exceedingly expensive and spoiled the goods. 
Their arzuments proved of no avail with the 
Health Officer. The result has been that the 
commerce of the port has been suffering, and 
cargoes which would otherwise have come in 
vessels to this city have been withheld altogether 
or else sent to ports which have sensible Health 
Officers. 

Bringing in goods to this country by rounda- 
bout ways, however, is troublesome and expen- 
sive as well as a tacit submission to an injustice. 


Hence the importers of ravs have become tired 
of wasting money, and have determined to put 
a stop to the exactions of the Health Officer and 
the patent disinfecting monopoly. With this 
purpose in view suits for damages have been 
begun in the Supreme Court, and the Cases will 
be pressed to trial as speedily as possible. 

A typical suit is that brought by William 
Lockwood and Emory W. McClintock, compos- 
ing the firm of Lockwood & McClintock. The 
defendants to the action are Health Officer 
Smith and the firm of E. B. Bartlett & Co. The 
individuals composing the latter firm are Kd- 
ward B. Bartlett, Albert C. Woodruff, and Henry 
E. Nitchie. The suit is to recover $15,000 damages. 

In their complaint Messrs. Lockwood & Me- 
Clintock say tbat on or about May 30, 1885, they 
received from Japan on the ship Vigilant 2,920 
bales of rags,and from Leghorn, Italy, on the 
bark Battaglia 150 bales. They were, they say, 
entitled to the possession of these rags, and 
would have had them except for the wrongful 
acts of thedefendants. They further charge that 
Health Officer Smith, intending to wrong them, 
unlawfully ecnspired and combined with Bart- 
lett & Co. to have the rags condemned as unclean 
and infectious property and to require them to 
be disinfected under the process used by Bart- 
lett & Co. so that tbe latter might charge them 
for the disinfection and hold the rags until the 
charges were paid. é : 

In pursuance of this conspiracy, the plaintiffs 
say, the rags were taken from the vessels named 
between June 5 and June 17, 1885, trans- 
ferred to Bartlett & Co.’s place of business, 
and there submitted to an alleged disin- 
fection, although they were perfectly clean 
and free from any _ infectious matter, 
and although Dr. Smith and Bartlett & Co. well 
knew that the rags were not dangerous to health 
and aid not require to be disinfected. The re- 
sult of this unlawful conspiracy was that the rags 
were taken by Bartlett & Co. and held by them 
from on or about June 5, 1885, until on or about 
Oct.1, 1885. During this period they were partially 
subjected to a pretended process of disinfection, 
which was ineffectual and worthless for any real 
purpose of disinfection and which greatly dam- 
aged and injured the rags, but which “ was 
fraudulently ana collusively approved ot” by Dr. 
Smith, with intent to give Burtlett & Co. the 
control and monopoly of the disinfection, or 
pretended disinfection, of rags, so that they 
might be able tocharge and extort from the 
piaintiffs and others large sums of money for 
such so-called disinfection. 

The plaintiffs protested against the seizure of 
their property and the conduct of the defend- 
ants, and demanded possession of the rags, but 
the defendants refused to deliver them until all 
charges for the transierto their premises, and 
for the pretended disinfection, were paid. They 
now claim that by reason of the wrongful acts 
of Bartlett & Co.and Dr. Smith they sufferea 
damages inthesum of $15,000, for which they 
ask judgment, with interest and costs. The at- 
torneys for the plaintiffs are Messrs, Kelly & 
MacRae.

THE CANADIAN ORANGEMEN, 
Seas sietibaeeaes 
A REPORT THAT ARMS HAVE BEEN SENT TO 
THEIR BRETHREN IN IRELAND, 

Ortrawa, June 3.—The Orangemen of 
Ontario are making active preparations tu assist 
their Irish brethren in resisting Giadstone’s 
home rule measure. At the Grand Lodge meet- 
ing in Toronto yesterday Mr. Bowell, Minister 
of Customs, who has not attended a meeting of 
the Orange order for many years, was present 
and made a speecb. A master of an Easat- 
ern Ontario Orange lodge, in an interview 
here to-day, stated that he was aware 
that over 30,000 stand of firearms were 


being sent to Ulster from Orangemen in Can- 
ada. ‘These arms were purchased in the United 
States and were Martini-Henry rifies. An effort 
was being mace to obtain them in Canada, but 
they could only get Snider rifles here, which 
were not suitabie. He said these arms weve put 
up in smali cases and forwarded to private par- 
ties in Ulster by steamships of the Allun Line. 
Puiling a drill book out of his pocket tne Orange 
muster said: ** That is the manual we are study- 
ing at present.” 

‘he Orange Grand Lodge unanimously adopt- 
ed the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of British North 
America take this opportunity of declaring the con- 
tinued Joyalty of the Orange Association in Canada to 
the British Crown xnd unity of empire, und our 
determined opposition to the Gladstonian attempt to 
pander to the solicitations of Parneilites and other dis- 
loyal parties throughout Ireland ana the British do- 
minion in general, and we hereby pledge ourselves to 
aid and support the Loyalists of Ireland, by men and 
meuns, if necessary. in their struggie to maintain the 
integrity of the empire and their civil and religious 
liberties. 

A committee, consisting of Henry Merrick, W. 
Jonnston, H. A. L, White, the Rev. R. 8. Cooper, 
William Walsh, the Rev. T. W. Smithett, and E. 
F. Clarke, was appointed to practically carry out 
the objects of the resolution by any legitimate 
means that may be obtained by them. A cable- 
gram was sent to Mr. Johnston, member of Par- 
liament from Belfast, informing him of the reso- 
lution being passed, and a dispatch was also 
seut to the British Parliament. 





THE PARK BRIDLE PATHS, 
Tothe Editor of the New-York Times: 

All who use and enjoy our beautiful 
Park will agree with your timely article of this 
morning, (June 1.) The continuous bridle path 
you propose would immensely add to its attrao- 
tions and tend, moreover, to remove a not in- 
considerable danger. Even now (and the num- 
ber of those who take horseback exercise is 
rapidly increasing) the accommodation afforded 
by existing bridle paths is none too adequate. 
But let me add a suggestion, Mr. Editor. The 
most attractive walk in all London is the broad, 
shaded path running the full length of “the 
Ladies’ Mile’ in Hyde Park. Here the people 
enjoy the lovely sight afforded by fresh, beauti- 
ful faces and splendid, well groomed horses, for 
one who rides or drives in the “ Row.” Why 
should not our people have an opportunity to 
enjoy on foot the most pleasing sight our city 
affords? As it now 1s pedestrians are even worse 
off in the matter of sightseeing in Central Park 
than equestrians. I feel sure that if, for even 
one mile’s course, those who drive, ride. and 
walk could see each other an immensely at- 
tractive feature would be added to the Park.

A PRISONER'S ESCAPE AT SEA. 


HE JUMPS OVERBOARD AND SWIMS ELEVEN 
MILES TO SHORE. 

GaAtvrston, Texas, June 3.—The arrest 
of a daring fugitive was effected last evening 
eight miles down Galveston Island. Dick La- 
couse is the prisoner’s name. He is wanted at 
Gloucester, Mass., for jumping his bond ina 
case of aggravated assault. Lacouse has an in- 


teresting history, is 32 years of age, a trained 


athlete, and is ono of the best swimmers, box- 
ers, and pedestrians in the country. He came 
here 10 months ago, opened a smal! restaurant, 
and was recently joined by Maud Edson, the 
woman whose life he attempted in Gloucester, 
and for assaulting whom he gave bonds in 
$2,100 to appear for trial. His bondsmen traced 
him to this city a month ago, and M. J. 
Healy, one of Pinkerton’s officers, was de- 
tuiled to take Lacouse back to Glouces- 
ter. Healy arrived the first week in 
May, quietly arrested his man and took him 
aboard the steamship San Marcos. Healy had 
been warned that Lacouse was a remarkable 
swimmer, so be froned his man and chained him 
to his berth. After the San Marcos put to sea 
the kind-hearted detective unshackled Lacouse, 
allowed him to walk about the ship, play cards 
with passengers, none of whom knew that the 
man wasa prisoner. The San Marcos stopped 
off Newport News May 8 for coal. Healy again 
shackled his prisoner, but that evening, as the 
steamship was rapidly leaving the outer roads, 
where the sea was very rough, Healy unchained 
his companion, who soon became engrossed ina 
game of cards, echoes A going above to enjoy a 
Cigar. Five minutes later one of the passengers 
joined Healy and informed him that the card 
party had been broken up,as Lacouse had quit the 
cabin. Healy immediately returned to the cabin, 
searched everywhere, but all to no purpose. 
Capt. Burrows ordered the ship's officers to 
search the San Mareos from keel to masthead, 
which they did, but the prisoner was not found. 
They were 11 miles from land when this oc- 
curred. Every one supposed that Lacouse had 
drowned himself in a foolhardy attempt to 
reach land. Healy proceeded to New-York, 
duly reported the extraordinary escape, which 
caused a sensation in police circles. The first 
knowledge the local officers had that Lacouse 
had survived bis marvelous leap was last even- 
ing, when bis allered wife, Maud Edson, ap- 
peared in the office of Chief of Police Jor- 
dan and swore out a warrant, alleging that 
Lacouse had again attempted her life, and she 
was living in mortal dread of bim. She divulged 
his hiding place down theisland. It seems he 
had been coming to the city late at night visit- 
ing a woman. 

Chief Jordan and four mounted officers started 
down the island yesterday afternoon. Lacouse 
saw the cavalcade in the distance, guessed they 
were after him, and down the island he flew. 
The officers followed, their horses taxed to the 
utmost to overtake therunner. The chase con- 
tinued five miles along the seashore. Lacouse 
was finally captured under a farm house. He 
saysit took him five hours to swim 11 miles in 
the dark off Newport News. The current was 
running four knots an hour. It was the most 
perilous venture he ever undertook. He says he 
saw Healy and the officers of the San Marcos 
flashing their lights about the decks, over the 
side of the ship, looking for him. He waalaugh- 
ing at them from the dark water in the distance. 
After reaching land and drying his clothes he 
took a train for the South and was back in Gal- 
veston 10 days after his escape. It is believed he 
threatened to kill Maud Edson, suspecting her 
infidelity. He declares, however, that he would 
not barm her.

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CADETS PLAYING AT WAR

THE LIGHT BATTERY DRILL AT 
WEST POINT YESTERDAY. 
EVOLUTIONS WHICH SHOWED GREAT SKILL 
IN THE CADETS AND MADE SOME OF 

THE FAIR SPECTATORS QUAKE. 


West Pornt, June 3.—The field exhibition 
by the cadets to-day was the most brilliant and 
stirring spectacle given thus far. It gave the 
visitors a little more insight into the grim possi- 
bilities of war, and made all persons with deli- 
cate nerves who, in the first blush of their inno- 
cent enthusiasm had taken front seats along the 
east side of the plain, proceed to move back, not 
by inches but by yards. The young ladies were 
out in full force and they went to the scene of 
action early and with all their adornments dis- 
Played. White dresses and bright ribbons were 
plentiful, and gayly tinted parasols blossomed 
along the edge of the green like so many kalei- 
doscopic mushrooms, The young ladies were 
all aglow with expectation; but it is a fair pre- 
sumption that when that light battery drill was 
over many of them were not sorry. 

The light battery drill was all life and action. 
It was like one of Detaille’s or De Neuville’s 
pictures animated, but with the borrors of car- 
nage left out. It was only playing war, but it 
was good enough for common home people. 
The drill took place on the east side of the plain, 
which is bare and hard, and is always used for 
cavalry and artillery performances. Two tents 
were put up about the centre of the green bor- 
dering the bare ground. These were to shelter 
the Board of Visitors and their jadies from the 
warm rays of the sun, which after a hard early 
morning raincame outin full force. The rain 
‘was a great boon, for it laid the dust which other- 
wise would have been intolerable. The wind was 
northwest and consequently would have blown 
this dust directly into the eyes of the spectators. 
Even without the dust the smoke at times was 
blinding and the smell of powcer stifling. 

** How on earth can — ever see what they 
are doing in a battle?” asked one young lady. 

* Well, they don’t see,” said her escort, " they 
don’t want to see. The commanding officers 
have to do the seeing.” 

“Oh, Llove the artillery drill," said another 
young lady as she picked up herchair and took 
to the woods east of the plain. The civilians, 
however, stood the flreas a ruie very well. They 
had to; for all the cadets not engaged in the per- 
formance were standing or sitting about among 
them, and no person who wore bifurcated gar- 
ments Was going to show that he was afraid, 
though some would naturally claim the privi- 
lege of blinking. A number of the cadets stood 
on the west side of the plain not many yards 
from the muzzles of the guns when firing was 
done in their direction. Fhey stood the flre—of 
blank cartridges—admirably. 

Six light tield guns were used in the drill, eacn 
drawn by four horses, of course, and each fol- 
lowed by its caisson with the same number of 
steeds. Two artillerymen of the regular troops 
stationed here rodetwoof the horses of each 

jece and each caisson. Lieut. William B. 

omer, of the Fifth Artillery, one of the in- 
structors in the department of tactics, was 
in command of the battery. The manceu- 
vres were executed by Third Class men 
Manning a six-gun battery, while mem- 
bers of the graduating class acted xs 
officers and non-commissioned officers. The 
battery was divided into three platoons,each with 
a chief who acted asa Lieutenant. These were 
Cadets Hardemann, Thayer, and Smith. Cadet 
Rees acted as guidon, carrying the flag to indi- 
cate the point to which the aliznment of the 
battery wascarried out. Cadet Drouien acted 
as First Sergeant, and Cadet Ballou, as chief of 
caissons, acted as a Lieutentant in rank. The 
non-commissioned officers acting as chiefs of 
sections, commanding individual pieces, were 
Cadets Croxton, Durfee, C. B. Baker, Reber, 
Poore, and Nance. The drill was according to 
the manual of United States Artillery tactics. 
The First Class men, acting as officers, wore the 
regulation gray costume, but the Third Class 
men wore uniforms of white duck and white 
helmets. This gave the fleld astrikingly pict- 
uresque appearance. 

The battery of guns always stands in the 
southeast corner of the plain, and thence it 
started to-day. The white-coated boys stood by 
their guns and caissons like statues until they 
were ordered to mount. A mounted bugier rode 
beside Lieut. Homer, and as the commander 
gave his orders the bugler tooted them out in 
more or less Wagnerian fanfares. The guns 
were run out into the plain, and then they ad- 
vanced by twos to the northward at a slow pace. 
Next they wheeled into line and unlimbered. 
The white-coated fellows were off the carriages 
and had the guns in position in a jiffy. 
Hardly a moment had _ pussed before the 
bugle sounded the order for firing. The 
chiefsof pieces one by one ordered their gun- 
ners to fire. Away leaped the red flame and 
blue smoke, and the thunder of the guns rolled 
across the plainand died away in sullen rever- 
berations among the verdant hilis. Then a 
change of front was made, and the guns were 
discharged in the opposite direction. All bands 
limbered up again and mounted, and the next 
moment they were galloping in single file to the 
north, Then they went around theend of the 
plain and wheeled into line at a tremendous 
pace. The shouting of the officera, the blare of 
the trumpet, the clatter of horses’ hoofs, the 
jingling of harness, and the rattie of wheels 
joined in making a great noise. 

Down went the white-clad figures to the 
ground again. The boys at the caissons rushed 
forward with cartridges and tossed them to the 
men at the guns. ne man caught the cart- 
ridge, handed it to another, who put it into the 
muzzle of the gun. A fourth rammed it down. 
A tifth poked a piece of iron down the touch- 
hole to clean it. Then the last man put in the 

riming and stood off with the string in his 

and. Tne chief officer cried “Fire!” and 
away went the gun. Firing and fall- 
ing back was beautifully executed, the 
guns booming away with almost the rap- 
idity of a sma!! boy’s flrecrackere on the Fourth 
of July. All kinds of manceuvres were executed 
until all bands, boys and horses, were perspiring 
freely, and the spectators were as deaf as if the 
had been at one of Gilmore’s jubilees. The drill 
lasted afew minutes over an nour. Then the 
cadets were sent to quarters, changed their 
clothes, and at 6:30 o’clock were called out 
for the customary evening parade. Their 
work in the artillery drill was certainly admira- 
ble. Some of the Board of Visitors did not hesi- 
tate to say so right on the apot. 

This morning the examinations that were in 
progress yesterday were continued. The ex- 
amination of the first class in engineering 
proved again to be the most interesting to the 
visitors, Official and unofiicial. The young men 
apparently acquitted themselves with great 
credit. A portion of the Board of Visitors met 
to inspect the cadets’ mess after the morning 
session. To-morrow the feature of the day will 
be the battalion drill, when that famous drill- 
ing for which West Point is so well known and 
which makes the cadets outshine the best militia 
regiments, will be seen in ailits glory. If the 
young men can do any prettier work than they 
have been doing every evening at dress parade 
it will be a rare treat to see them.

A LAST LOOK AT JOHN KELLY. 
SS a en 
FRIENDS VIEWING THE BODY AS IT LAY 
IN STATE LAST EVENING. 

All the residents in the block in which 
John Kelly’s house is situated seemed to respect 
the great grief of the bereaved widow, and 
yesterday from early morn the street was as 
quiet asa country road, The house up to about 
10 o'clock was closed and no one called. At 8 
o'clock Mrs. Kelly, dressed in the deepest mourn- 
ing black, with her sister and her two children, 
entered her carriage and was driven to the Cath- 
olic Cathedral, where low mass was celebrated. 


Mrs. Kelly returned to her home at about 9:30 
o’vlock, and almost immediately afterward Re- 
corder Smyth, one of Mr. Kelly’s stanchest 
triends, called and was shown up to Mrs. Kelly's 
room. He remained for almost an hour, and 
from the time of his departure until the evening 
Judge Ingrabam and Mr. August Belmont were 
almost the only callers. 

Early in the afternoon Undertaker Hall and 
his assistants arrived to prepare the body of the 
dead chieftain fur removal to the back parlor on 
the floor below. This was accomplished at 6 
o’clock in the evening. The large pier mirrors 
in the hall, all the mirrors in the parior, and 
many of the magnificent paintings had been 
covered and draped with dismal biack cloth, 
and the entire back of the room in which the 
body was to lie in state was draped from fioor 
to ceiling with the same material. The tem- 
porary coffin in which the body reposed was 
Placed in the centre of the apartment and draped 
with flowing black cloth, and at the head 
was placed the large brass candelabrum 
which has held lighted candles almost since the 
time Mr. Keily breathed his last. On the coffin 
itself another, but smuiler, candelabrum was 
placed, and in front of it stood a brass crucifix. 
A small giass-covered opening in the lid showed 
the shoulders, breast, and bead of the dead man. 
On the breast reposed asmall brass crucitix at- 
tached to a long chain coiled about it. Ata few 
minutes past 6 o’clock the front doors and the 
doors to the parlor were thrown open, and be- 
tween that hour and 10 o’clock last night fully 
700 people passed through the rooms to take a last 
look at Tammany Hall's lost warrior. Notatany 
time was there any large crowd, and those who 
came stepped so softly and talked in solow 
whispers that any one in another part of the 
house would never have known that they were 
there.

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RUSSIA’S NEW IRONCLAD, 
-_---— Ss 

Vienna Dispath to the Lendon Datly Telegraph. 
To-morrow will be a great day in the 
annals of the Russian Navy. One of the large 
new ironclads built at Sebastopol will be 
launched, doubtless in presence of the Czar, who 
arrived there at the end of last week. From cer- 
tain information forwarded to the Admiralty of 
2 Continental power, and of which I happen to 
be in possession, it is clear that for a long time 
to come England will have little to fear from 
the maritime strength of Russia, and can con- 
template with indifference the construction of 
many more Muscogite invincibles of the same 
pattern as that which will leave the dock to- 


morrow. The good ship Tchesnia is a six-gun 
corvette of about 10,000 tons, each of her guns 
being from 38 to 40 tons. The scantiling is 
light and the riveting indifferent. To 
judge of the steel employed, it would be 
unecessary to see it undergo u breaking and 
bending test. itis of South Russian manufact- 
ure and apparently good. The: backing is in 
larch of questionable durability. The forgings 
of ber stem and stern posts are sound, The 
brackets for her twin screws are in cast, steel, 
and were made in England. They attempted re- 
peatedly to make them in Russia, but could not 
succeed. The flanges of the screw brackets have 
becn considerably weakened by the fastenings 
that have been adopted. As she has no masts, 
she will roll uneasily unless her centre ot gravity 
be placed unusually hich. The gunsare heavy, 
and it is not known when they will be ready. 
The speed will be about 16 knots an hour. Her 
coal carrying power is small, though that is not 
, matter of much importance for tht Black Sea. 
The coal used is the anthracite of the Donitz, 
which is elean and smokeless.

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BUDDENSIEK IN SING SING | 


TAKEN TO PRISON WITH FOUR OR- 
DINARY CONVICTS. 
SE WILL SERVE TSE STATE FOR TEN 
YEARS, LESS THE USUAL COMMUTA- 
TION FOR GOOD BEHAVIOR, 

Charles A. Buddensiek, the wealthy 
puilder, who was sentenced to 10 years’ imopris- 
onment for manslaughter, became yesterday an 
romate of the State prison at Sing Sing. At 
t:15 A. M. Deputy Sheriffs Kiernan and Mc- 
Ci skey entered the Tombs with an order from 
Sheriff Grant for five prisoners who had been 
sentenced to imprisonment in Sing Sing. Bud- 
Gensiek was the first on the list. The 
others were John Walsh, grand larceny, sen- 
tenced for two yearsanda half; James Tomp- 
kins, grand larceny, four years and a half; 
Cnarles Wagner, receiver of stolen goods, three 
years and nine months; John Bradley, bureiar, 
eight years. Buddensiek was the only one of 
the five convicts who betrayed any emotion. He 
broke down completely, and wept like a child. 
He has gray hair and mustache and a bronzed 
face. He has been a builder of frail houses for 
many years, and shows the effects of exposure 
tothesun. He was handcuffed to Deputy Sher- 
iff Kiernan, and the other four convicts were 
handcuffed together. The entire party stepped 
into the Black Maria in the prison yard, and 
Were soon on their way to the Grand Central 
Station. They boarded the 8 o’clock train for 
Sing Sing, taking seats in the smoking car. Bud- 
densiek said nothing, but Jooked unutterable 
things. It was apparent that he was suffering 
deeply. and his eyes were watery all the way to 
his destination. ' 

When the party arrived at Sing Sing Prison 
they took Warden Brush completely by surprise. 
He said he had been reading the Tribune, and 
bad failed to find any mention in it that Bua- 
densiek wastocome up that morning. The re- 
ception of Buddensiek did not differ from that 
ef any other prisoner. While standing in the 
corridor that leads into the prison‘he did not 
know that he was expected to face the wall, but 
Keeper James Tompkins called out to him: 
** Face around to the wall!” He was somewhat 
astonished at this command, and did not seem to 
comprehend the situation at once. The keeper 
repeated, “Don’t you understand English? 
Face around to the wall, and keep so!" Then 
Buddensiek obeyed. In a few minutes he was 
joined by the other four prisoners, and then the 
quintet marched into the library and were halt- 
ed, with their faces to the wall and their arms 
folded across their breasts. Buddensiek stood 
in the ideutical spot occupied by ex-Alderman 
Jaehne two weeks previous. 

Clerk Babcock disposed of the four minor 
cases first. After they had given their pedigrees 
Buddensiek was toid to approach the table. He 
said: * My name is Charles A. Buddensiek. My 
reguiar businessis that of a butcher. I am 
married, and have three children. I was working 
when arrested. Lam 55 years of age, and was 
born in Germany. I can read end write; use no 
liquor, but smoke. Was never in prison before.” 

He was then directed to place on the table all 
Valuables be had about him, and in compliance 
laid out his gold watch and chain, $12 13 in 
money, his gold-rimmed eyeglasses, a pencil, a 
package cf cigars,and aredsilk pocket hand- 
kerchief. A plain gold ring on the third finger 
of hisrignht hand he could not get off until 
efter he had taken his bath, and then it was 
handed to the clerk. All these articles the, clerk 
told him, would be returned to him when he 
jeft the prison. The clerk toid him that for good 
behavior and attention and obedience to the 
rules of the prison he would be given three years 
and six months’ commutation, go that he would, 
under favorable circumstances, go outof the 
prison after serving six vears and six months. 

The gang then tormed inline and marched, 
each with bis hand on the shoulder of the man 
in front of him, Buddensiek bringing up the 
rear, to the State shop. Here Buddensick had a 
bsth, and when he came out was attired in his 
prison suit of stripes, which fitted him weil. 
The prison barber thencut his hair and gave 
bim a clean shave, removing the mustache that 
was beginning to turn gray. 

Principal Keeper James Connaughton assigned 
Buddensiek to workin the State jobbing shop, 
where light work 18 done, such as making re- 
pairs, &c. He was placed in Cell No. 163 on No. 4 
gallery, which is on the second tier of cells and 
faces the Hudson River, though he has no view 
of it, as the mess room intervenes. He occupies 
the cell alone. He was not required to do ew d 
work yesterday, but only to be present and loo 
on. He will begin labor this morning. At noon 
he sat down on his three-legged stool to his first 
meal in the prison. It consisted of steamed 
ergs, mashed potatoes, and bread and coffee, 
well cocked, and be ate a good meal. 


MEETING ITS APPROVAL, 


‘THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND THE AL- 
DERMANIC ELECTION BIL 

At the meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday resolutions were introduced by 
Hugh N. Camp in relation to the bill now before 
Gov. Hill changing the mode of electing Alder- 
men for thecity by providing that they be elect- 
ed on a general ticket instead of by districts. 
After calling attention tothe fact that “ the city 
of New-York has been for the last 20 years, with 
rare exceptions, ruled,so far as the Board of 
Aldermen is concerned, by men totally unfitted 
‘Yor the high trust conferred upon them, and the 
city bas become a byword and reproach by rea- 
son thereof.” The tollowing resolution was sub- 
xuitted: 

_Resolved, That this Chamber urges his Excellency 
‘Gov. Hill to give the bill before him bis sanction and 
thus aid the citizens and taxpayers of the city of New- 
‘York in securing the election of a ciass of men who 
shal! honestiy and fearlessly discharge the important 
— lotrusted to their branch of our City Govern- 

Let. 

Col. Frederick A. Conkling objected to the 
passage of the resolutions on the ground that 
Gov. Hill was abundantly able to decide for 
himself what it woulda be best for him todo in 
the mutter, and as a Democrat be objected to 
the bill because the system of cumulative 
voting embodied in it would enable a mi- 
nority of tbevoters of this city to elect 
2 majority of the Board of Aldermen. 
Huch N. Camp said the system of cumulative 
voting seemed to offer an opportunity of eleot- 
ing a better class of Aldermen than the city 
heretofore had elected, and he thought the 
Governor ought to be made acquainted with the 
views of the Chamber on the subject. Isaac 
Phillips was not in favor ef cumulative voting 
and less in fayor of the Chamber's taking any 
action on the subject. Vice-President Charles 
S. Smith said he dia not see any impropriety in 
the Chamber's giving good advice to the Gov- 
ernor of this State or even the President of the 
United States. He thought there was do danger 
of the action of the Chamnber in this matter be- 
ing construed as a political move, and he be- 
jieved if the members of the Chamber approved 
of the bill intheir baving the manliness to come 
wutand tell the Governor so. The preambles 
Bod resolutions were then adopted by a large 
majority. 

rastus Wiman, of the committee appointed 
to appear at Albany before the Joint Commit- 
tees on Judiciary of the Senate and Assembly in 
relation to the various bills to ameud the laws 
concerning imprisoument fer debt, reported 
that the views of the Chamber had been em- 
bodied in the bill that was passed and is now be- 
fore the Governor for his signature. The Gov- 
srnor will hear arguments to-day forand against 
tbe tilland Mr. Wiman’s committee suggested 
that it be empowered to be present at the hear- 

Sng. It was given the necessary authority. The 
©hamber will not meet again until October. 





WANTS CUSTODY OF HIS CHILDREN. 

In Eugene B. Travis’s law office, in 
Peekskill, yesterday afternoon, Referee Charles 
Baines began taking testimony in the habeas 
corpus proceedings to determine whether Edwin 
J. Irwin, the husband, or Cora Lent Irwin, the 
wife, shall have the custody of their two little 
boys. The wife is “‘Cora Lent,” the young 
woman who, in August, 1882, created a sensation 
by running away from her home with a mem- 
ber of the Twenty-second Regiment. She lett 
ber husband a month ago and took tbe two chil- 
dren with her to ber father’s home. The only 
witness examined yesterday was the husband. 

Edwin J. Irwin told the story of his marriage, 
and said that he bad two children, Richard J. 
irwin, born in March, 1884,and Frank Watson 
Irwin, born in July, 1885. His wife, he said, took 
them to her father’s house in May, 5, 1886, with- 
gut his consent. Irwin said he had been fore- 
man of the fence builders on the Hudson 
River Railroad tor about two months, and re- 
ceived 20 cents per hour for his work. Before 
that he was keeper of the storeroom 
Tor the same company. For that he got 15 cents 
anhour. Heclaimed to have given his wife 
money for household expenses. On the morning 
of his wife’s departure she appeared unusually 
cheerful. When be found her at her father’s 
house that evening she refused to come home or 
to give up the children, and demanded a 
reparation. Mrs. Irwin was occasionally away 
from home and at unknown places over night, 
he said, and once went to Koster & Bial’szin this 
city, with her sister, and remained until late in 
the evening. The case was continued. 


THE SMALL END OF THE STRIKE. 

About 150 of the striking drivers of the 
Third-Avenue Railroad were about Mentzes 
Hail, the headauarters of the strikera, at Eighty- 
seventh-street and Fourth-avenue, yesterday, 
but most of them were either unwilling or were 
afraidto talk.

CLOSING THE GRAND LODGE, 


shcnecipcicaiee eee: 
THE PLAN FOR PAYING THE DEBT—INSTALL- 
ING THX RE-ELECTED OFFICERS. 

Yesterday was the third and last day of 
the one hundred and fifth communication of 
the Masonic Grand Lodge of the State of New- 
York. The special committee appointed for the 
purpose of considering that portion of the 
Grand Master’s address relating to the evils 
wrought upon the members of the fraternity by 
certain so-called Masonic publications submit- 
ted a report embodying resolutions censuring in 
the most severe terms the utterances contained 
in such publications, ana directing the various 
subordinate lodges to withdraw their patronage 
of every description from the newspapers re- 
ferred to. The matter of recognizing and iuter- 
changing representatives with the Grand 


Lodges of Spain and Porto Rico and several 
Grand Lodges in the United States of Mexico 
was referred to the Grand Master with power. 

The most important business of the day, and, 
indeed, of the entire session, was the presenta- 
tion of the report of the Committee on Hall and 
Asylum, to which was referred all matters con- 
nected with the revenues of the fraternity and 
the payment of the remainder of the heavy debt 
on the ang vee yA The report, which was 
read by Past Grand Master William A. Brodie, 
recommended legislation providing that when- 
ever the indebtedness of the Trustees, as now 
existing, shall be fully paid the annual per capita 
tax of 50 cents now levied shall cease; that when 
any lode shall have paid all sums due from it to 
the Grand Lodge, and a furtber sum of $6 for 
each member on its roll at the close of the year 
1885, such lodge shall be released from any 
further annual payment of the fifty-cent tax 
trom the end of the current year; that all 
sums already paid and to be hereafter paid by 
any lodge or member of any lodge for wiping 
out the debt shall be deemed payments made oi 
account of the per capita sum of - and so cred- 
ited to such lodge; tbat no tax sball hereafter be 
imposed upon the lodges for the benefit of the 
hall and asylum fund except by an amendment 
to the constitution, which shall not be valid 
until it shall have been submitted to 
and adopted by a majority of all the lodges, 
and thet such amendments be submitted at 
once to the lodges for their ratification, 
instead of being laid over until the next 
session of the Grand Lodge. The com- 
mittee recommended the acceptance of 
the gift of $1,000 offered by William Scott, of 
Livingston Lodge, on the condition that tne in- 
terest thereon—6 per cent.—be paid to the donor 
or his wife during their lifetime. A resolution 
expressing the hearty recognition by the Grand 
Lodge of the efforts made by Grand Master 
Lawrence in reducing the indebteduess with 
which the fraternity has so long been burdened 
was appended. The temper of the delegates was 
decidedly in favor of requiring that three- 
fourths instead of a majority of the lodges in 
the jurisdiction should ratify sny legislation 
providing for the imposition of any further tax 
for the benefit of the balland asylum fund. The 
sugvestion was accepted, andthe entire report 
of the committee was then adopted. 

After an effort to decrease the expenses of the 
annual sessions of the Grand Lodge by redu- 
cing the pay of representatives bad been defeated 
by the votes of the brethren from the interior 
of the State, the delegates from the vicinity of 
this city who favored the plan set on foot a move- 
ment to give the pay of representatives to the 
reduction of the debt on the Temple, and $1,600 
was thuscontributed. The principal portion of 
the debt of $400,000 with which the fraternity 
is still burdened is represented by first 
mortgage 7 per cent. bonds, maturing in 1891. 
Some question having arisen as to the right of 
the Trustees to retire these bonds by prepayment, 
a tender of principal and interest was made to 
a certain holder of some of these bonds. The 
offer was declined, whereupon the Trustees 
brought suits to compel its acceptance. The 
suit was brought to trial before Judge Stephens, 
of Richmond County, as Referee, who decided 
in favor of the Trustees. The case will doubtless 
be appealed, but it is expected that further 
litigation will not set aside the right of the 
Trustees to retire these bonds before maturity. 
The retiring of these bonds and the refunding 
of the debt would result in asaving to the fra- 
ternity of interest alone of nearly $300,000. 

The re-elected officers of the Grand Lodge 
were installed with the customary ceremonies 
by Gen. Charlies Roome, Past Grand Master. 
During the ceremonies a —T composed of 
members of Livingston Lodge, No. 657. sang the 
ode “ Brethren Arise,” written by R. W. George 
Hayes. The grand officers wore for the first 
time the magnificent new regalia, fashioned 
after that worn in the Grand Lodge of England, 
ordered by the craft last year. The session of 
the Grand Lodge for 1886 then closed with 
preyer. 





CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 


ARREST OF JAMES HAGGERTY FOR CAUSING 
HIS WIFE’S DEATH. 


Mrs. Jane Haggerty, of No. 208 Prospect- 
street, Brooklyn, who, in the course of a fight 
with her husband, James, on Wednesday night, 
was struck by a kerosene Jamp which exploded 
and set fire to her clothing, died at 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning at the City Hospital. Just 
before she died shetold an attendant that her 
husband came home intoxicated about 11 
o’clock, began to abuse her, and then threw the 


jamp at her. Her little son contradicted her and 
laid the blame on his mother, who, he said, at- 
tempted to throw the lamp. 

James Haggerty, the husband of the dead 
woman, was arrested yesterday afternoon while 
hiding in a wood shed in Hudson-avenue, near 
Prospect-street. He isa plasterer by trade, and 
isabout 46 yearsold. He has frequently been 
arrested for beating his wife. He said yesterday 
that his wife attempted tu hit him with the 
lamp, when it fell out of her hand. He admitted 
being intoxicated and having assaulted her, but 
denied being the cause of her death. 

Mrs. Mary Woods, who hives in the same house, 
told the police that Haggerty and his wife had 
been quarrelling ali day Wednesday, and that 
Haggerty had struck her on the head twice 
with anaxe. At aboutll o’clock Mrs. Woods 
heard Haggerty drag his wife out of bed and 
beat her. few minutes later the woman 
screamed and cried “ For God’s sake don’t kill 
me,” and thenacry of fire was raised.

Though not officially announced, it is 
generally understood that the Jong expected 
consistory will take place next Monday, to be 
followed on June 10 by the public consistory, 
for the imposition of hat, ring, and title upon 


the Patriarch of Lisbon, created Cardinal March 
24, 1884, and upon those prejates who will be pro- 
moted to the purple in the consistory of June 7, 
namely, Mer. Theodoli, majordomo to his Holi- 
ness; the Archbishops of Quebec and Baltimore, 
to which rumor adds the names of theArchbisbops 
of Rheims, of Rennes, and of Sens. Archbishop 
Gibbons, of Baltimore, having been given official 
notice that the Holy Father has made him Cardi- 
nal of the Holy Roman Church, and will pro- 
claim him such at this consistory of Cardinals, 
has further been kindly advised by cable tele- 
gram of the names of the Ablegate and his sec- 
retary and of the member of the Noble Guard 
who will go to Baltimore to carry the insignia 
of his high dignity. Considering the length of 
the journey it was of necessity that these per- 
sonages should be designated beforehand. For 
it is of the etiquette that they should set forth 
s0 soon as the preconization in the consistory 
has been made.

THE BROADWAY RAILROAD, 


A MOTION TO BE MADE FOR AN INJUNCTION 
AGAINST ITS OPERATION. 

Notice was served yesterday by the Cor- 
Poration Counsel upon Alexander and Green, 
attorneys for the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railway Company, that a motion will be 
made on the third Monday in thia month, at the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court, foran order 
restraining the defendant, during the pen- 
dency of the action, from operating a railroad 
upon or running any cars upon the route or any 
portion of the route of the Broadway Surface 
Railroad Company. > 

After quoting the statutes referring to street 
railroad companies, the history of the construc- 
tion of the Broadway Surface Railroad is set 
forth at length. Itis alleged that the greater 
part of the carsrun upon that railroad huve, 
ever since June 22, 1885, been operated and run, 
and now continue to be operated and run, by 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Raliroad 
Company; that the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company has no right to run 
any railroad cars upon the route of the Broad- 
way Surface Railroad Company unless such 
right, power, or authority is possessed by it 
under and by virtue of the agreements 
made between it and the Broadway Sur- 
tace Railroad Company. It is also averred 
that at all times hereinbefore mentioned, 
and now, the Broadway and _ Seventb- 
Avenue Railroad Company owned and owns 
and operates and operated a road parallel to that 
portion of the route of the said Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company lyine between Union- 
square at Fifteenth-street, and Broadway at 
Barclay-street, a distance of about two miles. 
Tne plaintiffs also aver thut the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company never filed 
with the Secretary of State any such certificate 
as isrequired by section lof chapter 252 of the 
laws of 1884. The fuactisalso set forth that on 
May 4. 1886, the Legislature passed an act to an- 
nul and dissolve the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company. ‘ 

lt is further insisted that the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company never had 
or acquired any right, power, or authority to 
run their cars over or operate arailroad upon 
the route of the said Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company, and also that, if any such right dia 
exist, that by reason of the act of the Legis- 
lature passed on May 4, 1886, such right ceased, 
and that now there is no right, power, or author- 
ity upon the part of any person to operate any 
railroad upon said route of the Broadway Sur- 
face Rajlroad Company. The plaintiffs therefore 
ope that the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 

ailroad Company may be enjoined from op- 
erating a railroad upon, or running any cars 
upon the route, or any portion of the route, of 
the Broadway Surface Railroad Company. 





TRIED TO BRAIN A WATCHMAN. 


ATTEMPT OF A PRISONER IN THE NEWARK 
JAIL TO ESCAPE, 


Shortly after 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, as Night Watchman Bobb drew back the 
bolt that held the cell doors in the Essex County 
Jail, at Newark, N. J.,some one from behind 
dealt him two murderous blows over the head. 
Turning Bobb saw James Dowling behind him 
with aniron bar lifted for a third blow. His 
cries for help summoned Thomas Gilroy to his 
aid. This man grappled with Dowling and 
drove him to the other end of the corridor. 
Meau while Col. Johnson, the Jailor, and Deputy 


Wardens George Johnson and Huches, armed 
with revolvers, badarrived. As they rushed in 
Dowling advanced, armed with a heavy shovel, 
and threatened to brain the first man to ap- 
proach him. Hughes and the Jailor covered 
him with their revolvers, but it was only after 
repeated warnings and when the officers were 
on the point of firing that Dowling dropped the 
shovel and marched sullenly back to his cell. 

Bobb was taken to the jail office. A physician 
found. that he was suffering more from 
shock than from anything more serious. Dow- 
ling was awaiting transportation to Trenton on 
a conviction of having robbed Postmaster Cleve- 
land’s hat store. The court inflicted a penalty 
ot five years upon him. After his sentence he 
made an attempt to escape, but the Jailor’s re- 
volver quickly brought him to terms, and for 
that eighteen months were added to his term. 
Wednesday afternoon some one supplied him 
with a saw. With this he cut outoneof the 
bars of his cell. He squeezed himself through 
the opening. His design was evidently to stun 
or murder the watchman, possess himselr of the 
prison keys, and so release himself. If he had 
succeeded in getting Bobb’s keys he wou!d not 
have got out, for the key tothe outer door was 
not among them, 





FRENCH ENGINEE'iS INVESTIGATING. 

A number of gentlemen walked leisure- 
ly past the ticket collector at the Rector-street 
elevated railway station yesterday morning and 
made no attempt to deposit their tickets. An 
angry scowl on the part of the man at the box 
was dissipated by Col. F. K. Hain, who was of 
the party, and the gentlemen walked on to the 
platform. They were Messrs. Barabant, Siegler, 
Fonbonne, Sauvege, Baudry, Roederer, Visinet, 
and Gasc, the french engineers who arrived last 


Monday by La Champagne to study American 
railroads, accompanied by Architect Auguste 
Namur, Walter Katté, Chief Engineer of the 
West Shore Railroad; Oliver Barnes, R. J. Sloane, 
Chiet Engineer of the elevated railway, and G. 
M. Bailey, secretary to the General Manager. 
A special train conveyed the party over the 
whoie system, going from Rector-street to One 
Hundred and fty-fifth-street, thence down 
Ninth-avenue to the Battery, up Second-avenue 
to One Hundred and Twenty-seventh-street, to, 
One Hundred and Forty-third-street, and back 
by way of Third-avenue. The run from Rector- 
street to One Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street was 
accomplished in 82 minutes, that from One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth-street to the Battery by 
way ot Nintbh-avenue in 23 minutes,

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FOR ATTEMPTING TO BLACKMAIL. 

John H. Stoker, a private detective, hav- 
ing an office at No. 232 West Fiftieth-street, was 
charged, in the Court of Special Sessions, yes- 
terday with attempted blackmail upon Henry 
H. Gerken, employed in the drug store of 
Abraham Schlosser, No. 776 Tenth-avenue. A 
month ago Gerken prescribed some simple medi- 


cine for a sick child living next door to the store. 
He had no pbysician’s diploma, but made no 
charge, except a tew cents for the medicine. 
The child died, and, although no blame was at- 
tached to the drug clerk by the Coroner's jury, 
Stoker, who had heard of the case, told Schlos- 
ser and his clerk that persons practicing as 
physicians without a diploma were liable to 
prosecution anda fine of from $50 to $200, half 
of which would go to the informer. 

Mr. Schlosser offered him $50 to hush the mat- 
ter up, but when the detective called the next 
day for the money an agent of the County Med- 
ical Society was hidden bebind the counter and 
heard him claim to come from that institution. 
Stoker was then arrested. Justices Kilbreth, 
Murray, and Smith found him guilty, but when 
his wife came into court witha tearful plea on 
behalf of berself and little onesthey let him off 
with one month in the penitentiary.

Fine music, beautiful flowers, an im- 
pressive ceremonial, and a large attendance 
combined to make the Ascension Day service at 
Trinity Church yesterday, in connection with 
the celebration of the parish festival, attractive

THE TAILORS’ REVENGE. 


——_@-——— 
A PLAN TO PUBLISH THE NAMES OF DE- 
LINQUENT DEBTORS. 


The long-suffering tailors of this great 
town, who, much like the worm, have been 
trodden on from the time when a “ beat" be- 
came a national institution, have decided to 
turn and to make an era in the history of tailor- 
ing. Most people who wear clothes—anud there 
areagreat many of them—regard their tailors 
as curious kinds of business men who, having, 
unlimited suits of clothes, made and unmade, 
can afford to wait for their money any length of 
time. Asa consequence, the large majority of 
tailors in New-York who make clothes for 
“swell” customers have on their hands a pile of 
uncoilected bills, upon which all the ingenuity 
of the indefatigable bill collector has been ex- 


hausted in vain. And among the names in- 
scribed on these little bits of paper some very 
well known ones prominently fixure. 

To remedy all thisand to make their unwill- 
ing debtors pay up or leave off ** beating” tail- 
ors out of clothes the tailorsare going to turn, 
They have hit upon a plan which, while lacking 
the merit of novelty, certainly will be a hard 
hit atthe non-payers. This is, after ali efforts 
to collect money have proved abortive, to pub- 
lish in conspicuous places in the daily papers, 
in theatre programmes, and in other advertis- 
ing mediums the names of these gentlemen, 
the amounts, and to whom they owe, and for 
how much the debts can be purchased by any 
enterprising speculator, collector, or auybody 
who chooses to pay & small amount of money 
on the faint hope of some time collecting a larger 
one. These black lists will be given the widest 
possible circulation, and, uside from it all, de- 
scriptions as nearly accurate as possible of each 
of the persons named will be put up in the shop 
of each tailor who joins the proposed move- 
ment. 

The combination is as yet in a very embryonic 
condition, and many details in this system have 
yet to be arranged. Tailors who have hitherto 
suffered in silence will be given notice officially 
what is proposed to be done and invited to be- 
come co-operators in the etfort to bite back at 
the biters. A meeting of merchant tailors 
throughout the city will be held at the Bruns- 
wick Hotelin the course of a week or ten days, 
when, it is hoped, everything will be arranged, 
and a few days later a last etfort will be made 
to bring the delinquent owers to a sense of their 
position. Then New-York will be treated to a 
display of names which, it is confidently assert- 
ed, will cause no little surprise. A reporter of 
THE TIMES yesterday visited twenty or more of 
the more prominent tailoring establishments, 
and in every one of them was informed by the 
head of the firm that uncollected bills for clothes 
now being worn and clothes long since worn out 
nestled unconsolably in their bill desk.
